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Wednesday f August 20, IBIT. 

This being the day, appointed io the ConstitutioDi for the 
annual meeting of the Convention of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Churchy in the Diocess of New-Jersey, the Right Rev. 
Bishop CroeSy and several of the Clergy and Lay Deputies, 
attended in St. Mary's Church, in the city of Burlington; at 
1 1 o'clock, A. M. Divine service was performed by the 
Rev. John Croes, jun. and a sermon, on the occasion, was 
delivered by the Rev. Mr. Chapman. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Croes then took the chair, and 
appointed the Rev. Mr. Rudd and William Coxe, Esq. a 
Committee to examine the testimonials of the Lay Deputies, 
and report the number of Churches represented. 

The Committee reported, that Deputies were present from 
eleven Churches.

The number of Churches represented, exceeding the con- 
stitutional quorum, the Convention was formed, and proceed- 
ed to the election of a Secretary ; when the Rev. Mr. Chap- 
man was reelected. 

On motion, resolved, that the Rev. Mr. Eeniper, of the 
Diocess of Pennsylvania^ and Mr. George Woodruff and 
Mr. I. B. Bowen, Candidates for Holy Orders, be invited to 
the sittings of this Convention. 

An application having been made, for the admission into 
union with this Convention, of an unincorporated Church, 
lately instituted at Paterson, agreeably to a provision of the 
4th article of the Constitution ; on motion, it was resolved, 
that the said Church be admitted : whereupon, Mr. Mark 
W. Collet presented a certificate of his appointment, as a 
Lay Deputy from the said Church, and took his seat in the 
Convention. 

The standing rules of order were then read. 

Agreeably to tbe 45th Canon of the General Convention, 
the Right Rev. Bishop Croes delivered the following Ad- 
dress: 



My Brethren of the Clergy and Laity ^ 

It is made my duty, by the forty-fifth Canon of the 
Church, in the United States, to deliver, at every annual 
Conventicn, an address (o you, on the afiairs of the Diocess, 
since the preceding meeting. This duty, with Divine per- 
mission, 1 shall now perform. It cannot, however be ex- 
pected, that, in the details of a Diocess, composed of so few 
churches, and containing still fewer ministers, matters calcu- 
lated to excite much interest can be presented. It ought to 
be satisfactory, if, in the view given of it, no declension of 
its former progress appears ; if, on the contrary, that pro- 
gress has not only been continual ; but, in some degree, in- 
creased. That this is believed to be the case, the statement 
to be presented to you, it is hoped, will justify. 

It was my intention, as stated in my former address, to 
visit, during the, then approaching, month of September, the 
long vacant churches, in the county of Sussex. To render 
the visit as useful as possible, I had invited the Rev. Mr. 
Bayard to accompany me. Preparations were indeed made, 
and the journey actually commenced ; but, in consequence 
of the severe and long protracted storm, in that month, the 
undertaking was relinquished for the time. 

In the month of October, I visited St. Andrew's Church, 
Mount-Holly ; and admitted to the Holy Order of Priests, 
the Rev. George Youngs Morehouse. 

In Novemt>er, Mr. Francis H. Cuming was admitted a 
Candidate for Holy Orders, and licensed, as a Lay Reader. 

In December, I held a Confirmation, in Christ- Church, 
New-Brunswick ; on which occasion, that Holy Rite was 
administered to forty-seven persons. 

Mr. Thomas Osborn, a Candidate for Holy Orders, in the 
Diocess of New- York, was licensed, in the month of Janua- 
ry, 1817, to officiate, as a Lay Reader, in St. Matthew's 
Churchy City of Jersey, 

Id the month of May, I visited Trinity-Church, at New- 
ark, administered Confirmation to thirty-seven persons, and 
preached in the afternoon. 

Immediately after the sitting of the General Convention, I 

visited^ and officiated at, the Churches, in the southern part 

of the Diocess, in the following order : St. Stephen's, Mul- 

Jica's Hill, on Thursday the 5th of June ; St. Thomas's, 

Olassboroogh, on Friday the 6th ; Trinity, Swedesborough, 
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on Saturday the 7th, and on Sunday the 8th ; St. John's^ 
Salem, on Wednesday the lltb; St. George's, Penns^Neck, 
and Trinity, Swedesborough, on Thursday the 12th ; St. 
Peter's, Berkeley, on Friday the 13th; St. Andrew's, 
Mount Holly, twice, on Sunday the 15th; St. Mary's, 
C9lestown, on Monday the 16th; St. Mary's, Burlington, 
on Tuesday the l7th ; and St. Michael's, Trenton, on Wed- 
nesday the iSth. 

During this visit, I admitted, on Sunday the 8th of June, 
in Trinity-Church, Swedesborough, Mr. Samuel Creighton 
Strattou of that place, to the Holy order of Deacons. 

In the months of May and June, I vi$«ited, and officiated 
at, St. Peter'::* Church, Spotswood, three times ; and, on the 
last occasion, I administered Confirmation to thirty-seven 
persons. The following day, I visited Christ-Church, 
Sfarewsljury. 

I visited also, St. Peter's Church, Perth- Amboy, on Sun- 
day the 6th of July, and officiated twice, in that congregation. 

Immediately after my reiurn, I set out, accompanied by 
the Rev. Mr* Bayard, to make my long delayed visit to the 
vacavit Churclies, in the county of Sussex. We arrived at 
the cona;i eviration of St. James's Church, Knowlton, on Tues- 
day the old of July, and continued there, performing Di- 
vine Service, anti preaching in the Church, every day, fop 
the space of a week. On the Lord's day, which occurred 
in the time, 1 preached twice, to a crouded audience, admin- 
istered the communion to eighteen persons, and baptized 
seventeen children. On the succeeding Tuesday, I admin- 
istered Confirmation to i^eventeen persons. During part of 
this time, Mr. Bayard was absent, preaching at Belvidere 
and Hope, two villages at the extreme bounds of this con- 
gregation ; and, on the Sunday, that intervened, in the cpn- 
gregations of Chrisf-Church, Newton, and Christ Church, 
Johnsonburgh. On the afternoon of Tuesday, the 15th of Ju- 
ly, we left St. James' Knowlton, and Mr. Bayard returned 
home. I continued in the vicinity, and, on Thursday, offi- 
ciated at the \il!age of Hope, and, on Friday, in the congre- 
gation of Christ-Churchy Johnsonburgh. On the Sunday 
succeeding, I officiated twice, tb considerable assemblies, in 
the Court-room, at Newton, the congregation of Christ- 
Church, in that place, being destitute of a house of worship. 

During this visit, the sacrament of baptism was administer- 
ed to thirty-six adults and children. 



On Sunday, the 3d of the present month, I visited St« 
John's Churchy at Elizabeth-Town ; and, though it was not 
my intention to hold a Confirmation, at that time, as one had 
so recently taken place ; yet, in consideration of a particular 
request, in a case, in which some young persons were about 
to remove to a situation, in which they might never have an 
opportunity of enjoying that Holy Rite, I consented to ad- 
minister it, to as many as might offer. — The number confirm- 
ed, on the occasion, was ten. I also performed Divine Ser- 
vice and preached, in the afternoon of that day. 

On my return from Elizabeth-Town, I commenced a visit, 
to the Churches in the northern part of Hunterdon county, 
and, on Thursday the 7th inst. 1 officiated at the house of 
Mr. Robert Sharp, of the congregation of St. Andr^.r^s, 
AmwelL On the Sunday succeeding, I performed Divine 
Service, and preached to a numerous assembly, in St. Tho- 
mas's Church, Alexandria ; an(j(, in the afternoon of the same 
day, to a large congregation, at Mr. Robert Sharp's, before 
mentioned. St. Thomas's Church is almost in ruins ; but 
there is reason to believe, that the congregation, though ve- 
ry much reduced, will shortly make a successful effort to 
rescue it from total destruction. 

In the course of these visitations, I have generally wit- 
nessed, and with great satisfaction, a growing attachment to 
our apostolick Church, a zeal for its prosperity, and a mani- 
festation of gratitude; — in some instances indeed, especially 
in vacant Churches,— >a high degree of joy, on account of 
the interest taken in their spiritual welfare, and the opportu- 
ty aflforded them of participating in the rational and primitive 
services of the Sanctuary. It is to be lamented, that so ma- 
ny Churches in the Diocess, still continue vacant ; it is an 
evil) however, though capable of considerable mitigation, 
which cannot, for a long time, be completely remedied. 
Some of the churches, now vacant, are situated so contiguous 
to each other, that they may, by uniting, afford support to 
ministers. This, I trust, will be the Case, shortly, with those, 
tbns bvonrably circumstanced. Several, however, will re- 
main, which, for some years, at least, must depend, for the 
ministration of the word and ordinances, principally upon the 
clergymen, who shall be provided and supported by the 
Directors of the Missionary Fund. Although this fund has 
increiMd to an amount, greater than could have been con- 



templafed, at the time of its institution ; yet, that it may 
have full and permanent effect, it is greatly to be desired, that 
it should progress, till the interest, in connection with the an- 
nual collections, amounts to a sum sufficient to remunerate a 
Missionary tor the whole of his time. Experience has shewn, 
that it is difficult to procure a clergyman, to serve in this im- 
portant office, on any terms, short of this. I take the occa- 
sion, therefore, to urge upon you, my brethren, both of the 
clergy and laity, a due attention to this subject. We have 
already, under the smiles of Divine Providence, done much, 
A continuance of the same zeal, of the same affectionate con- 
cern for the spiritual interests of the scattered sheep of our 
Flock, destitute of shepherds; and an increased punctuality 
inttbking the collections, will, with the blessing of the same 
beneficent Providence, in a short time, enable us, not only to 
preserve, and finally render permanent, the churches still va« 
cant; but to increase the number, by the organization of new 
congregations. Some good examples, on this subject, I am 
happy to say, have lately been given. The congregation of 
Trinity-Church, Newark, and a new Church, recently or- 
ganized, at Paterson, have established Missionary Societies, 
in aid of the Fund. 

Among the causes of mutual congratulation, on account of 
the improving state of our Church, it is not one of the least, 
that Sunday-Schools have much increased, in this Diocess, 
during the past year ; and, what adds to their value, is, that 
the time spent in them, is devoted to religious instruction, aa 
well as to instruction in reading, &c. It is desirable, on this 
account, that they should be, as they generally are, confined 
to our own Society. Simday- Schools, compoj«ed of difierent 
religious denominations, preclude, in a considerable degree, 
religious instruction, or occasion jealousies and discontents. 

Among the number established, one, at least, perhaps 
more, has been organized in a vacant church. May the 
laudable example be followed. 

It cannot have escaped the notice of any one ; nor ought 
I to omit mentioning it, to their praise, that the Church is 
principally indebted, under Oop, for these exrellent nunieriee ' 
of our communion, and of candidates for heaven, to her piboi 
and benevolent female members. They have certainly, in 
this Diocess, taken the lead in this praise-worthy institutioD, 
this labour of love, and their reward will be certain. 
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The Episcopal Society, for the promotion of Christian 
Knowledge ana Piety, in this Diocess, has not relaxed in its 
exertions to promote the objects of its institution. It has ap- 
propriated, for the present year, $ 163, for purchasing Bi- 
bles, PrayerBooks, and Tracts, to be gratuitously distribut- 
ed, &c. and its permanent fund, amounts now, to nearly 
$ 690. It adds not a little to the satisfaction deriyed from 
its prosperity, that several of the female members of Christ- 
Church, Shrewsbury, and Christ-Church, Middletovrn, haye 
lately associated, under the name of The Female Episcopal 
Society of Shrewsbury and Middletown, for the promotion 
of Christian Knowledge and Piety, as auxiliary to the Parent 
Society. 

There is, at present, but one Candidate for Holy Orders 
ia the Diocess, though others are preparing for admission. 

Since the meeting of the last annual Convention, the Rev* 
Oeorge tT. Morehouse has been instituted Rector of St. An- 
drew's Church, Mount-Holly. 

The Rev. Edmund D. Barry, late of the Diocess of New- 
Torfc, who oflSiciated in St. Matthew's Church, Jersey, has, 
in consequence of his removing to the Diocess of Maryland, 
resigned his charge of that Church. 

The Rev. James Montgomery, lately a Deacon in the 
Diocess of Pennsylvania, has removed into this Diocess: and, 
it is with great satisfaction, I communicate it, has accepted 
of an invitation to be their minister, from the long vacant con- 
gregation of St. Michael's Church, at Trenton. 

The Rev. Samuel C. Stratton, lately ordained a Deacon, 
has been appointed a Missionary to the vacant Churches, in 
this Diocess, and has already commenced his labours. 

A new Church has been instituted in the town of Paterson. 

The number of persons confirmed, since the last Conven- 
tion, is one hundred and forty -nine. 

I cannot close this address, without recalling to your recol- 
lection, and participating with you, in the pleasure it afibrds, 
the flourishing and progressive state of our Church, at large, 
PVB was manifested at the late interesting Gjsneral Convention, 
j^t only, by the favourable reports presented, from every 
quarter ; but also, by the numbers, zeal, and respectability, 
both of the clergy and laity, who assembled on that occasion* 
In addition to these circumstances, so propitious, provision 
was made, by that respectable Body, for carrying into efiect 
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tiro objects of vi(al importance (o the further prosperitj and 
extent ioo of our communion : the eBtablishment of a Gen- 
ehil Theological Seminary for the due instruction of Can- 
didates for the ministry ; and the extension of the benefits 
of the Episcopal Office^ to the States and Territo- 
ries, west of the Alleghany Mountains. These under the 
Divine Auspices, cannot fail to promote the cause of our 
Blessed Lord and Master ; and not only bring into the great 
Fold, the no\f scattered and irandering sheep of our Flock ; 
but also increase their number. Let us, mj brethren, 
further these great objects, by all the means in our power, 
remembering, at the same time, that, if we hope to succeed, 
we must constantly look up to the Fountain of all good, for a 
blessing upon our endeavours. Thus doing, and conforming 
ourselves, to the Divine Will, in other respects, the issue 
will not be doubtful. 

But while we are thus felicitating ourselves, on this pros- 
perous, this flattering condition of our Church, can I omit 
noticing the deeply afflicting event, which has just reached 
our ears ; an event that cannot fail to repress the joy, which 
this bright prospect had so recently enkindled. God, my 
brethren, has been pleased, in his infinite wisdom, to remove 
from the Church, in South Carolina, her respectable and 
worthy Head. Bishop Dehon has ceased to be an inhabit- 
ant of this vale of tears. It adds not a little to the grief, 
which many of us feel, on this mournful occasion, that so 
short a space has elapsed, since we had the opportunity and 
satisfaction of seeing him in his usual health, and enjoying 
the pleasure of his society. Let it admonish us of the un- 
certainty of life, and of the necessity of being always ready- 
to render an account of our stewardship.

The Church here, though not enjoying a rapid progress, 
is nevertheless evidently improving. The number and zeal 
of her friends have certainly been considerably increased 
in a few years. Notwithstanding the efforts, very artfully 
and industriously made of late, to alienate the attachment of 
many members of our Communion, especially among the 
young, it is gratifying to state, that the number of constant 
and serious attendants upon the worship of the Sanctuary, 
has been so much extended, as to render their accommoda- 
tion with seats in the Church extremely difficult. 

Such have been the attempts to divert the attention of 
persons from the Church, that the Rector has found it ne- 
cessary, at least in his estimation, to increase very conside- 
rably his public duties. While the hbour of superintend- 
ing and teaching a large boarding-school, rendered extra du- 
ty, particularly inconvenient, he found it adviseable to per- 
form divine service and preach, for a considerable time, five 
times in a week, and, as he hopes and believes, with profit to 
the cause of rational piety, and the salvation of souls. 
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There have been very considerable additioiis to the Bbljr 
Commiiuion, during the last year ; but as an unosnal number: 
of deaths and removals have occurred, these additkroa do not 
appear in Ibeir full extent, in his report. 

The congregation are novr evincing their zeal, in erecting 
a new parsonage house, which, when completed, will be a 
gteat addition to the comfort of their Minister and his familj; 
and ii permanent evidence of their solicitude to promote 
the rei^pectability of their Church, and the convenience and 
happiness of their Clergyman.

Having been but recently settled in this Church, I have 
not the information necessary to enable me to furnish a par- 
ticular account of its state. It is presumed that the number 
of communicants remain as heretofore reported. 

I would beg leave to say in general, that I have been

From the Journal of the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies. 

Tub House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, in compliance with the 45th Canoe, 
have taken a general view of the state of the Church, and offer to the House of 
Bishops, the result of their inquiries, respectful^ requesting that venerable bodj 
to draw up» and cause to be published, a Pastoral Letter to the members of the 
Church. 

EASTERN DIOCESS. 

Since the last General Convention, the Church in this state has greatly increas- 
ed. An Episcopal congregation has been formed in the town of Concord, the seat 
of the state legislature; and Episcopal service is regularly performed there on 
Sundays by a clergyman or a lay reader. We trust that they will soon be able to 
erect a bnilding for public worship. A new Church has been established at iBrad- ' 
fird, and another at Hopkioton. An Episcopal Church has also been incorporated 
at Ilrewsville, which is a part of Walpole, and they annually derive a hundred and 
thirty dollars from their Church lands. St. John's Church, at Portsmouth coo- 
tains mcN^ than seventy families, and has about seventy communicants. The 
Church at Cornish is without a clergyman, but divine service is generally perform- 
ed on Sundays by a lay reader. Union Church at Claremont, and Trinity Church 
at Holderness, we trust, continue to improve under the labours of ibeir respective 
ministers. The necessity of the encouragement of Missionary Societies will ap- 
pear, when it is suggested, that Bveofthe few Churches in this sate want either 
the sibiUty or the opportunity to provide themselves with pastors. We feel much 
pleasure in stating, that the aid and visitations of the Right. Rev. Bishop of the 
Eastern Diocess have been, through the great goodness of the Divine Head of the 
Church, an essential blessing to the churches of this state. 

MasmekuseUs, 

Inthb state we are gratified to observe an increase of Churches, and a growing 
attention to our doctrine and discipline. With but few exceptions, the congrega- 
tions are regularly supplied, and a zeal is manifested among those who are not fa- 
voured with stated ministrations, to contribute as much as is in their power, to ob- 
tain this desirable object. From the formation of Societies for the distribution 
of Prayer Books and Episcopal Tracts, much good has resulted. And, it is pre* 
snmed, at no former time have such efforts been made for the increasing prospects 
ofthe Church— nor have any been crowned with greater success. 

VernumL 

The aspect of the Church in this state is much more pleasing than it was at the 
time of the sittius; of the last General Convention. The question in regard to the 
Church lands remains yet undecided ; but, it ii thought, it is in a way soon to be 
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decided ta Ikvoor of the Church. There* are at present two clergTiuen only who 
officiate in HJbh state. The Rev. Mr. Brumon offidatei at Arlington and Man- 
chester; his congregations are large and respectable. ^*Mr. Beach/' saji 
Bishop Ofiswold, " is now ofRciatiog at Fairfield, St Albans, and Sheldon, in 
Vemont : and of his success we have the most pleasing intelligence. A very 
consideraole Bomber of commuDicants have already been added to those Church- 
es. JLarpe congregaticHis attend his preaching — a spirit of relJdous inquiry and an 
awakened concern for the one thing needful, extensively prevails in those parts of 
the state where he labours ; and cheering are the prospects of still greater in- 
creascL both in members and piety. At Fairfield they are erecting a house for the 
worship of God, and already b the pious work in ^eat forwardness. Indeed, the 
namber of churches which are now building, or will probably soon be commenced, 
is mie of the best proofs of the increasing zeal amongst our people, for the service 
•of God, and the support of his holy worship.** At Bellows* Falls, also at Windsor 
and Middlebury, are churches now erecting. All that is wanting for the rapid 
growth of the Church in Vermont, is a number of zealous clergymen. O that the 
iiord of all would send more labourers into his harvest ! 

Hhode-Jsland, 

The Church in Rhode Island, through the Divine blessing, is in a flourishing 
condition. Since the last General Convention, a new congregation has been fctfmed 
in the village of Pawtocket, and a neat and spacious church edifice nearly completed. 
The other churches of this stale are also prosperous. It has pleased the Lord to 
awaken many to righteousness ; so that large additions have been made to our 
communion, and our congregations considerably increased. Much good is expect- 
ed to result from Societies which have been instituted for the distribution of the 
Book of Common Prayer and religious Tracts. 

EASTERN DlOCESS—gentraUtf. 

Since the last Convention, there have been admitted to tlie order of Deacons, 
Silas S. Sa£R}rd (since deceased), Walter Cranston, John L. Blake, Stephen 
Beach, Thomas Carllle, Chever Felche, George S. White, Joseph R. Aodrus, 
George T. Chapman, Gideon W. OIney, Jonathan M. Wainwright, George Leon- 
ard, and Benjamin B. Smith ; and Titus Strong, John L. Blake, Thomas Carlile, 
George S. White, and Joseph R. Andnis, Deacons, have been ordained Priests. 
The Rev. Titus Strong has been instituted Rector of St. James*s Church, Green- 
field ; and the Rev: Thomas Carlile, Rector of St. Peter*s Church, in Salem. Six 
hundred and seventy-five persons have been confirmed. There are fourteen can- 
didates for Holy Orders. 

In May, of 1815, Bishop Griswold, being invited according to the directions of 
the 20th Canon, visited some of the churches in Connecticut, confirmed 131 persons, 
and admitted JBzekiel G. Gear and Reuben Sherwood to the order of Deacons j and 
the Rev. Birdsey G. Noble, Alpheus Gear, Harry Croswell, and Aaron Hum- 
phrey, Deacons, to that of Priests. 

ConnecHcut. 

In the Diocess of Connecticut the prospects of the Church are in a high degree 
flattering. A rapid increase of numbers— a g^rowing zeal — and a proportionate 
measure of industry and liberality, on the part of both the Clergy and Laity, arc 
among the circumstances on which we calculate, through the blessing of God, for 
raising the Church from its late depressed state, and for ensuring its lasting pros- 
perity. From the journals of the Diocesan Conventions, it appears that there has 
been a considerable accession of members to our communion since the last report : 
and as the balance of emigration is against the Diocess, it is evident that these ad- 
ditions have been principally drawn from other denominations : and that the lib-, 
erality of our people has been proportionate to this increase, is manifest from the 
great number of edifices which have been erected for the celebration of the ordi- 
nances and worship of out Church — and from the roooificence displayed in th« 
construction of these edifices. Trinity Church, in New-Haven, which was con- 
secrated in February, 1816, is surpassed by very few, if any, in the Union, for sise^ 
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coDvenience, or simple elegance. The Church io tbiii Dlocen has laboured ander 
very serious inconveoieDce, since the death of its late lamented Diocesan, Bis iiop 
Jarvis, by being in a fsreat measure deprived of the benefit of Episcopal visitatiooi. 
This inconvenience, however, is now in a considerable degree remedied, bv an 
arrangement with the Right Rev. Bishop Hobart, of New-York, who haa bee»» 
regularly invited by the Convention of the state, under the 20th Canoo of the 
General Convention, to take temporaiy charge of the Diocess ; and has aceord- 
ingly done so. 

Under this arrangement, Bishop Hobart has visited a part of the Diocess — oon- 
secrated several churches — and administered the right of confirmation to about 
1600 persons. Still, however, the want of a resident Diocesan is much felt ; and 
we confidently hope that the time is not far distant, when the fund for the support 
of a Bishop, amounting already to little less than 15,000 dollars, will be sufficient 
to supply this necessity, and to meet the wishes, and fulfil the most saoguioe e^* 
pectations of the friends of the Church throughout the Diocess. 

NenfYork, 

We have reason to be thankful to the great Head of the Church, for the degree 
of prosperity with which he has blessed tliat portion of it which forms the Diocess 
of New-York. Fidelity in the Clergy, and an encouragins spirit of zeal and de- 
votion in the Laity, very generally prevail. And this fidelity, zeal and devotion, 
are marked with a scrupulous adherence to the Canons, BLubrics, and edifying 
usages of our excellent Church. The sufficiency of her provisions to secure the 
influence and happy consequences of evangelical piety, has been, in some instaDces, 
most eminently displayed. In illustration of tins remark, we refer to the following 
extract from the address of the Bishop of this Diocess to the Convention of 1 816. 

** In St. PauPs Church, Troy, 78 received confirmation, principally young per- 
sons ; many of whom, at the first opportunity, came to the communion. 1 deem it 
of importance to state, that in this congregation, during a season of ununial reli- 
gious excitement, its Rector did not find it necessary to deviate, in any degree, 
from the forms of our Church ; but by more frequency in the use of them, and by 
greater assiduity in bis parochial duties and instructions, he was happily instru- 
mental in increasing the piety of his flock . * ' 

Since the period embraced in the last report, twenty-nine persons have been ad- 
mitted by the Right Rev Bishop Hobart, to the holy order of Deacons, vis. — 
William B. Lacey, Harry Croswell (since removed to Connecticut), Jobn Brown, 
William Creighton, Georee Boyd (since removed to Pennsylvania), Alpheus Gear, 
of Connecticut, Eli Whee&r, of Connecticut (since settled in this Diocess), Alan* 
son W. Welton, of Connecticut (since settled in this Diocess), George Y. More- 
house, of New-Jersey, at Perth-Amboy, New- Jersey, where, previously to the 
election of a Bishop in that Diocess, Bishop Hobart was invited to hold an ordina- 
tion, by the standing committee of the same ; Gregory T. Bedell, William Hawley 
(since removed to the city of Washington), William H. Hart (since removed to 
Virginia), Ahiel Carter (since removed to Pennsylvania), William J. Bulkley, of 
Connecticut, Charles W Hamilton, Henri L. P. F. Pdneveyre (from the Protest- 
ant Church of Luzerne, in Switzerland), Henry U. Onderdonk, Thomas C. 
Brownell, Professor in Union College, Schenectady, Ravaud Kearney, Petnn S. 
TenBreeck, George Weller, James F. Hull, of NewOrleans, Samuel Johnston, 
Joshua M. Rogers, Hugh Smith, Henry Anthon, Richard F. Cadle, Nathaniel 
Bruce, M. D. and Charles Smith, of Connecticut 

Twenty Deacons have been admitted to the holy order of Priests, vir. the Rer. 
James Thompson, the Rev. David Huatington, the Rev. Eli Wheeler, the Rev. 
Benjamin T. Onderdonk, the Rev. Lewis P. Bayard, of New-Jersey, at Newark, 
(N. J.) where Bishop Hobart was invited prior to the election of a Bishop in that 
state, by the standing committee of the same, to hold an ordination : the Rev. 
Alanson W. Welton, the Rev. John Brown, the Rev. William B. Lacey, the Rev. 
Henri L, P. F. P^neveyre, the Rev. Henry U. Onderdonk, the Rev. John P. K. 
Henshaw (since removed to Maryland), the Rev. Janes F. Hull, of New-Orleans, 
the Rev. Thomas C. Brownell, tlie Rev. Walter Cranston, of Georgia, at New- 
Haven, in Connecticut, the Rev. Reuben Sherwood, of Conqecticut, at Norwalk, 
IB that Diocess, io which Dioeen Bish pHobart had been invited by the Conven- 
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tion of the same, agreeably to the 20th CanoD of tlie General CooveBtion, to per- 
fomi Episcopal oflBces ; the Rev. Evan M. Johntoo, the Rev. William Creightoo, 
the Rev. Ravaud Keamej, the Rev Petrus S. Ten Broeck, and the Rev. Georco 
Weller. 

Since the last General CoDventioD, the foUowiDg inttitutions have taken place 
IB thu Diocessr of the Rev. John M*Vickar to the Rectorship of St Janief's 
Chnrdii Hyde Park, Dutchess county; of the Rev. Henry J. Feltus, to that of 
St Stephen's Church, New- York ; of the Rev. Samuel F., Jarvis, to that of St. 
James's Chnrch, New-York : of the Rev. Charles Seabury, to that of Caroline 
Chorch, Brookhaven, Long-Island : of the Rev. £li Wheeler, to that of St John^s 
Chorch, Johnstown; of the Rev. John P. K. Henshaw, (since removed to Mary- 
land,) to that of St. Ann's Church, Brooklyn, Long Island ; of the Rev. Parker 
Adams, to that of Trinity Church, Lansingborgh, ^nsselaer County, and Grace 
Church, Waterford, Saratoga county; of the Rev. Joseph Prentice, to that of St. 
Lake's Church, Cattskill, Greene county ; of the Rev. David Moore, to that of 
St Andrew's Church, Staten- island: of the Rev. James .Milnor, to that of St. 
George's Church, New- York ; of the Rev. William Creighton, to that of St 
Mark's Church, New- York ; of the Rev. Henri L. P. F. P^neveyre, to that of the 
French Chnrch, Du St. Esprit, New-York^-where the services of our Church are 
celebrated in the French language. 

The Right Rev. John Henry Hobart, D. D. has been appointed Rector ; the 
Rev. Thomas Y. How, D. D. Assistant Rector; and the Rev. Benjamin T. On- 
derdonk, an Assistant Minister, of Trinity Church, New-York. The Rev. Evan 
M. Johnson has been settled as Minister of St James's Church, Newton, Long- 
Island ; the Rev. Gregory T. Bedell, Deacon, of Christ Church, Hudson, Colum- 
bia county ; the Rev. John Brown, of St. George's Church, Newburgh, Orange 
county ; the Rev. William Powell, of St. John's Church, Yonkers, West-Chester 

county ; the Rev. Henry Anthon, Deacon, of Church, Redhook, Dutcliess 

county; the Rev. Ravaud Kearney, of St. Paul's Church, East- Chester, West- 
Chester county; The Rev. Petrus S. Ten Broeck, of Trinity Church, Fishkill, 
and St. Phillip's Church, Phillipstown, Dutchess county, and St Peter's Church, 
Peekskill, Putnam County ; and the Rev. Daniel Mc' Donald, of Trinity Church, 
Fairfield, Herkimer county. 

The following clergymen are at present employed as Missionaries in this state, 
by, and under the direction of, the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocess : the 
BLev. DaniefNash, the Rev. Samuel Fuller, the Rev. William A. Clark, the 
Rev. James Thompson, the Rev. William B. Lacey, the Rev. Russel Wheeler, 
the Rev. Alanson W. Welton, the Rev. Ezekiel G. Gear, Deacon, the Rev. Oriu 
Clark, the Rev. Stephen Jewett, the Rev. Professor Thomas C. Brownell (who 
performs missionary services on Sundays in destitote congregations in the vicinity 
of Union College the Rev. Charles W. Hamilton, Deacon, the Rev. Henry V, 
Onderdonk, the Kev. George Weller, the Rev. Samuel Johnston, Deacon, the 
Rev. Joshua M. Rogers, Deacon, and the Rev. Charles Seabury. And here it 
may be proper to mention that, from the Missionary Fund in this Diocest, a sala- 
ry is also given to Mr. Eleazar Williams, a young man of Indian extraction, who 
resides with the Oneida tribe in this state, and performs the very useful oflSces of 
lay reader, catecbist, and school-master among his Indian brethren. His reli- 
gious exerases are the services of our Church, and approved sermons, both trans- 
lated into the Mohawk language. His labours have been very faithful, and 
promise great success. 

The Church in this Biocess has experienced incalculable advantage fhmi the 
biithful labours of Missionaries. Some of the best established parishes, now af- 
fording competent support to their pastors, owe their existence, under God, to 
these labours. They have preserved the services of the sanctuary where, from 
a variety of opposing causes, there was danger of their loss. They have revived 
them in churches long vacated ; and they are now carrying their consolations and 
tiieir benefits to the remotest parts of the Diocess. Aa their happy consequence, 
sacred edifices, commodious, neat, not unfrequently elegant, are fast beautifying 
tracts of dur state, which, bat lately, were an entire wilderness. 

Among the changes that have taken place in this Diocess since the last General 
Conventiooi we have to notice the decease of the Right Rer. Samuel Provooit, 
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D. i>. the Right Rev. Benjunia Moore, D. D. and the Rev. Elias Cooper, the 
late pious and uiefal Rector of St. John's Church, Yonkers, and the oldest Prei- 
byter in the Biocesi. 

The Coufirmations reported by the Bishop in 1814, were 800 : in 1813 — tOO: 
inl8l6— lOOOu Total, 2200. For the sidinioidtration of this ordinance, and for 
the discliarge of other Episcopal dutiep, the Bishop regularly and frequently tm> 
its every parish in this extensive Diocess 

Since the iasr report, the lollowiog parishes have been duly organised in this 
Diocess, and received into uuiou witii the Convention : St. Paul's Church, Qidbrdf 
Chenango county; Trinity Chiirch, Coventry, Chenango ooauty; St. Paul's Church, 
Preble and fully, Courtlaudi county ; Trinity Church, Grcnville, tVashingtoo 
county ; 6i. Audrew's Church, (Jenoa, Cayuga county ; Zion Church, Onoodan^ 
Onondago county ; St Stephen's Church, bmithfield, Madison coanty; and St. 
Paul's Church, Dm'ham, Greene county. 

The following churches liave been consecrated by the Bishop: St Matthew's 
Church, UnadiUa, Olsego county; Trinity Church, Athens, Greene county ; 
Christ Cbuich, Maoliud, Onondago county; Trinity Church, Rensselaervilie, 
Albany county ; 9t George's Cinirch, New-York, (re>built after destruction by 
fire ;) St James's Church, iVortb-Salem, WcHt-Chester county j Trinity Church, 
Granville, ^Vashingtoo county ; «St. John's Church, Canandaigua, Ontario county. 

The whole numl^r of organized congregations in the Diocess amounts to 1 15, 
and the number of clergy to 68. 

A short time previous to the last General Convention, St George's Cbureb, in 
the city of New-Vork, was destroyed by fire. Since that period, our brethren in 
that city have been again visited with the same calamity. Zion Church, belong- 
ing to a small, but respectable congregation, who, a few years since, conlormed 
to our communion, and have uniformly evinced their strong attachment to our 
doctrines and worship, has been burnt Thi^ unhappy eircumfttauce so deranged 
the afiairs of the parish, as to render necessary the removal of the worthy Rec- 
tor, the Rev. Ralph Williston, whose useful services are now transferred to anoth- 
er Diocess. The re-buildiog of this Church has progressed only in part. 

ll is matter of sincere felicitation to tb^ members of our Church in this Diocess, 
that although peculiar circumstances have, in some measure, threatened her tem- 
poral prosperity, her members have not suffered it to decline, but have made ef- 
forts proportioned to the emergency. This has been particulariy q^nifcsted in 
many country parishes, where unprecedented exertions have been made in build- 
ing and repairing places of public worship, and mcetli'g other parochial expenses. 

Not least among the means that have been blessed to the good of the Church 
in this Diocess, are the voluntary associations formed by her members for the 
promotion of pious objects. The number of Bible and Common Prayer Book So- 
cieties has considerably increased. One estabUshed in the dty of New-York by 
yoong men of our Church, as auxiliary to I hat which was instituted in 1809, has 
set an unprecedented example of activity and zeal in the diffusion of religious 
truth. The young men of the same city have also lately distinguished themselves 
by forming another association, promising the most beneficial consequences. Its 
object is to raise funds for the support of Missionaries employed by the Bishop, 
and the Committee for propagating the Gospel, (appointed by the Convention,) 
with whom is lodged the only authority to manage the missionary concerns of the 
Diocess. 

To conclude : although it must be confessed that much still remains to be done 
in this Diocess, yet, thankful for the prosperity it has heretofore enjoyed, we 
cherish the hnmble hope, that the vi^lant iniperintendtnce with which it is bless- 
ed, the fidelity of its pastors, and the zeal, devotion, and liberality of its mem- 
bers, will be sanctified to its further increase, and its instrumentality in promot- 
ing the glory of God, and the salvation of men. 

New'Jersty, 

The state of the Church in this .Diocess, through the goodness of God, contin- 
iies« on the whole, to improve. Its progress is not rapid, but steady and substan* 
tial. 
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The churcbes at Newark, Eliiabeth-Towo, Perth-Amboy, New-Bnunwitk, 
and Burliogtoo, remain uziaer the care of the Paiton who had the e^uf e of 
than when the last report was made. They are flourishing, both in tlieir tem- 
poral and epiritual concerns ; and afford every reason for the ooodosioD that, 
with the Divine blessing, they will continae so. Within tiie last three years, the. 
4Soi|grG£ation at Perth-Ambpy have erected a convenient and liandsome hou86 
for the accommodation of their Rector. The same valuable ofayect is in progress 
mt Elisabeth-Tovo. 

Of the churches at Shrewsbury, Middletown, and Freehold, united under the 
saitoral care of the clergyman formerly reported, the fii-st named has considera- 
bly increased both in number of families and communicants. The congregation 
has alo repaired and painted its handsome church. The other two congre^ions 
remain as before stated. 

The congregation of St. Andrew^s Church, Mount-Holly, has also much in- 
creased. Formerly it enjoyed only part of the services of a clergyman ; but, 
within the last two years, it has been able to give entire support to one. The 
Rev. George Y. Morehouse is now the Rector of that Church. 

St. J^n*8 Church at Salem, vacant for more than forty years, with the excep- 
tion of a few months in 1792 and 1703, has within a short time, revived, and con- 
siderably improved. It now ei^oys. In conjunction with St. George's, Peons- 
Neck, which had also, for a long time been vacant, and St. Mary's, Colestowo, 
lately much increased, the ministratioas of the Pastor formerly of St. Andrew's, 
Mount-Holly. 

The respectable Church at Swedesboroogh, though still large, has, since the 
last report, from some cause not accurately known, experienced a considerable di- 
minution in the number of its communicants. The Rector formerly named has 
still the charge of it. 

The churches at Jersey, Berkeley, Mullica's Hill, Glassborough, Wood- 
bridge, Trenton, Spotswood, Newton, Knowltoo, Hardwick, Piscataway^ 
AleiQindria, Amwell, Allentown, and Chew's Landing, still remain vacant. The 
first five have the benefit of divine service, performed by licensed candidates and 
other laymen : and the whole occasionally ei\joy the ministrations of the Bishop 
and the neighbouring Rectors. The difficulty, for some time past, of procuring 
a suitable clergyman to act as a Missionary, has occasioned the stste of the va- 
cant churcbes generally, to be less favourable than it would otherwise have been. 
That difficulty will, no doubt, shortly be removed, as means are in progress for 
obtaining one. 

There is a prospect, also, that a new church will shortly be instituted at the 
manufacturing town of Paterson. 

The Bishop of the Diocess, since his consecration in November, 181§, bas vis- 
ited the churcbes at Newark, Elizabeth-Town, Shrewsbury, Spotswood, Moont- 
Holly, Swedesboroogh, Salem, Berkeley, Mullica's Hill, and Glassborough, and 
administered the holy rite of Confirmation in those of them which follow : vis. 
at Swedesboroogh, Mount-Holly, Elizabeth-Town, Shrewsbury, New-Brunswick, 
and Newark. The number confirmed in these churches was 198. 

He also admitted to the holy order of Priests, the Rev. George Y. Morehouse, 
who, shortly after, was instituted Rector of St. Andrew's Church, at Mount-Hol- 
ly. 

Samuel C. Stratton and Francis H. Cuming have been admitted candidates 
for holy orders since the last General Convention. Within the same time, the 
Rev. Lewis P. Bayard has been ordained Priest, and instituted Rector of Trini- 
ty Church, Newark. 

It is with pleasure likewise stated, that the Missionary Fund, which, on the 
former report, wa? $2307 42, has, by a report made in August last to the State 
Convention, increased to $ 2G) 1 4. 

The Fund for the Fupport of the Widows and Children of Clergymen has also 
considerably increased. 

The Permanent Fund of ihe Episcopal Society bas advanced from $ 156, the 
sum stated in the formor rc^port, to $ 473. The Society has also distributed a 
considerable nuiurirr c ' r-'b<^% Prayer Books, and Tracts. 
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It is further stated, and with great satisfaction, that the females of the churches 
of Newark and Elisabeth- Town, have estabfished Bible and Frayer Book Soci- 
eties, auxiliary to the Episcq^iai Society. 
^ A Missionary Society has also been instituted in Trinity Church, Newark, in 
aid of the Qeneral Fond. 

Sunday Schools have likewise been established in several congregations, prin- 
cipally by ladies, which promise much good. 

Since the last Convention, the number of oflSciating clergymen has increased 
from 8 to 9, and the instituted rectors from 6 to 8. 

On an examination of the progress of the Church in this Diocess, since the ter- 
mination of the revolutionary war, in 1783, it is found that it has increased I^ the 
addition of Trinity Church, Swedesborough : St. Geo^e*8 Church, Penn't-Neck ^ 
St John^s Church, Cbew^s Landing; St Thomas's Church, Glassboroaeh: St. 
Matthew's Church, city of Jersey ; and St Stephen's Church, Mollica's HilL 

Pennsylvania, 

The Church in this Diocess has always been small, and principally limited to 
the city of Philadelphia and its immediate neighbourhood. We have, however, 
satisfactory evidence, that it is increasing in numbers, strength and zeal, and, we 
trust, in piety. 

Prayer Books, and many valuable Tracts, have been distributed by the Society 
for the Advancement of Christianity in this state This Society has likewise, l^ 
means of its Missionaries, supplied several vacant congregations with occasi<Mul 
services, and formed new congregations in the north west part of the Diocess. 

Since the last General Convention, two churches have oeen consecrated to the 
worship of Almighty God. The communicants of some congregaticms have nreatlj 
increased, and a growing attention to the best interests of the soul is evidently 
perceptible. 

During last year a new Society was formed in this Diocess, for the express par^ 
pose of sending M issionaries into the western states. Under its direction, a yoong 
clergyman has visited, with success, many parts of Ohio, Kentucky, aiid Ten- 
nessee. 

The most gratifying intelligence from this Diocess, is, that a very considerable 
number of yoong men have directed their attention to the Gospel ministry. 
There are, at present, twelve candidates for holy orders. 

Dnring the years 1814, 1815, and 1816, 487 persons have been confirmed. 

Since the last General Convention, the following persons have received Dea- 
con's orders : James Milnor, Samuel Phinney, George Sheets, Jacob Morgan 
Douglass, James Montgomery, Thomas P. May, Charles M. Dupuy, and Joseph 
R. Walker. 

During the same period, the following have received Priest's orders : Rev. 
James iVIiloor, Rev. Jehu Curtis Clay, Rev. George Boyd, Rev. Abiel Carter, 
and Rev. Samuel Phinney. 

The members of this Diocess have been zealous in distributing the Bible. 

Delanare. 

This Diocess was once an important portion of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
In this small state there are the remains of eleven congregations, which, at no 
very distant i^riod, were all supplied with the ministrations of the Divine Word 
by clergy menoC our Church. Owing, however, to causes of which we can now 
have but a very indistinct view, and which probably cannot, by any, be correctly 
traced, this Diocess presents a most deplorable picture of departure from its first 
love. There are but two of the congregations in this Diocess that are regularly 
supidicd by ministers of our Church. P'rom the year 1810 till 1816 there was no 
r^ilar Convention held. In the last mentioned year, a Convention was called, 
at which some regulations were entered into, which, should they be carried into 
pflEect, it is hoped, and with some confidence expected, that, through the Divine 
olesslng, th** situation of ihi; Churcn in thif» state will be greatly meliorated. 
Oisiressing as is the condition of the Church in this Diocess, ptill there is every 
CLTOr. to beliere that her prospects arc brighter than they have been for many 

r i s. A mon-^ some things which induce this belief may be reckoned this pleas- 
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iDg dreonutaoce, that, within the last eighteen monthi, there have been admittedt 
as candidates for holy orders, of this state, four jpoung men of pietv and talentsy 
of whom the most encoaragii^ hopes are entertained. Another arconntance in 
the present prospects of our Church here, and which seems to offier the most e^ 
fectual means of her restoration, is the establishment of an Spiscopal Missionary 
Society in Wilmington. If the zeal of our members can be excited so as to aflford 
sofBcient pecuniary aid to this institution, we expect, both from the benefits which 
have already resulted from missionary exertions in one Church, and from the pe- 
collar state of feeling on this subject in this Diocese, that, through G«d's grace, 
the Church may be raised to a degree of strength and respectabili^ exceeding the 
most sanguine expectations of past years. In Wilmington efforts have been mak- 
ing to raise a spacious building for the service of God j but there are so many dif- 
ficulUes in the way <^ their success, and so few to contend with them, that s<Hne 
fear is entertained as to the final accomplishment of the object 

Maryland. 

The members of the Church in this Diocess appear to be increasing in piety and 
zeal. New churches have been erected, the number of communicants has in- 
creased, greater regard is had to the discipline and form of worship of the Churchy 
and more anxiety is discovered to keep in decent repair the houses of worship^ 
and to provide for the comfortable support of the ministry ; yet, in many parts of 
the Diooets, the Church is still in a low and depressed state, and its members are 
deprived of the nunistralions of the sanctuary. ^ If pious and zealous clergymen 
could be procored, there is everjr reason to believe that, in these parishes, the 
Churdh woidd flourish, and religion would prosper. Some societies have been 
formed for the distribution of religious Tracts ; and, at the last meeting of 
the Convention, steps were taken to raise a fund for the support of Missionanes, 
and the edncation of young men for the minbtry. 

In the Convention of 1814 a Suffragan Bishop was appointed in this Biocess, and 
its Tenerable Bishop, (who has since, after a long life of piet^ and usefulness, been 
called away to receive the reward of bis labours,) commissioned him to perform 
all E(H800pal duties on the Eastern Shore of this state. Part of the Diocess was 
shortly after visited by Bishop Kemp, and the rite of Confirmation administered 
by him to about 330 persons before the meetinc of the last Convention. The ill 
health of Bishop Claggett for some years before his death, prevented him from at- 
tending some of the Conventions, and communicating the Episcopal duties per- 
formed by him. 

Virginia, 

The Church here has risen from that gloom and depression which caused her 
friends to mourn and weep. She now is in a prosperous state. A spirit of true 
religion is reviving in almost every part of the Diocess ; and a sincere attachment 
to the pure doctrine andworship of our Church is increasing among her members. 
In Fredericksburgh a larse church has been erected and consecrated. In Lees- 
bur^ a church has been built and consecrated. In several parishes, churches 
that were in a ruinous state have been repaired. In Warrentcm a handsome 
church is buildinz, and will be ready for consecration in a few weeks. In Charles- 
town a spacious church is building, and will be finished in the course of the present 
year. In Port-Royal an adequate sum of money has been subscribed for building 
a church there. A sufficient sum of money has been subscribed for erecting a 
church in linnenburgh. 

In the city of Richmond there are two numerous and very respectable congre- 

Ktions. In Norfolk there is a large and respectable congregation.^ In Peters- 
rch the Church is more prosperous than formerly. In \lexandria there are 
two large and very respectable congregations. A Prater Book and Tract Society 
hsB been established here. By the blessing of Almighty God, our worthy and 
sealous Bishop has been instrumental in conducing much to the prosperity of oar 
Zion, wherever he has visited in his Diocess. 

North-CaroHna, 

There is a well grounded hope, that the Church in this Biocess (now first re- 
ceived into union with the General Convention) will increaie in strength (witk 
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divine add) so as in a few yean to be able to dispense the Word of God to a large 
number of bouIa that are now scattered over a wide tract of coontry, a great part 
of whom are almost sti-angers to the sound of the Gospel. 

There are at present but three churches in the state that are blessed with set* 
tied pastors, those at Fayetteville, Wilmington and Newbem. 

At the £rst of these places the congregation has lately settled the Rev. Bethel 
Judd, from the Diocess of Connecticut. 

At Wilmington there is a church of considerable size, and generally well attend- 
ed. The congregation have evinced by their attention to the Church, a strong 
and ardentwish for its prosperity. They have at present the Rev. Adam fimpie, 
from the Diocess of ]Vew-York, for their pastor, who is much beloved by the ood- 
gregation. 

At iVewbem the church has lately undergone some alterations and repairs, and 
aSbrds a very comfortable and decent house of worship. Since the first of last 
April, the Rev. Jehu Curtis Clay, from the Diocess of Pennsylvania, has becm the 
pastor of this cougregation, and he has had the satisfaction of having the choreh 
numerously and respectably attended. The number of communicants on last 
Easter Day exceeded thirty, and there is but little doubt that this church will in* 
crease, should the present minister continue his ser\rices amongst ttiis peq;ile^ 
who, for about twelve months before his arrival, were destitute of a pastor. 

At Edentou there is a neat church, but nnforiunately for the congregatim, they 
have no minister, nor have they had one since the Rev. Mr. Hatch left thenif 
about two years since. 

The town of Washington, and its vidnity, has lately met with a loss in the 
death of the Rev. Mr. Blunt, who, for many years before his decease, was in the 
. habit of making appointments in di€erent parts of the coanty in which he resided, 
where he would preach, baptize children, and, at stated times, administer the sa» 
crament of the Lord's Supper. These families, not a few in number, are now en- 
tirely deprived of hearing the Word of God preached, and of having the bread 
of life broken to them by an Episcopal minister. 

Souih-CaroUmu 

It is with peculiar satisfaction we report the increasing progress of the Church 
in this Diocess. It appe^ars, that since the last meeting <^ the General Conven- 
tion, some new congregations have been formed, and some new churches have heea 
erected in this section of the Protestant Episcopal Communion ; particularly a 
spacious and elegant church in the city of Charleston, a neat and handsome 
diurch on John's Island, a church in St. Mark's, and one in All-Saints' parish. 
In some other paits of tliis Diocess, funds have been raised, and exertions are 
making for reboilding their places of public worship ; and several have lately 
been completed, aud the cemeteries enclosed. 

It also appears that the Canons and Rules of the Church have here been observ- 
ed : that the public offices of our holy religion have, with much uniformity, been 
performed according to the rubrics of the Book of Common Prayer ; and that great 
harmony and love subsist betireen the Bishop and his Clergy, as well as among 
the Clergy themselves. 

It furthermore appears that Mr. John Chandler, Mr. Henry Gibbs, Mr. David 

J. Campbell, and Mr. Wilson, have been admitted by the Kshq;) as cai»- 

didates for holy orders ; that Mr. Morris H. lAnce, Mr Thomas Frost, and 
Mr. Albert Muller, natives of this Diocess. have been received into the holy oiw 
der of Deacons ; and that the Rev. Christian Hanckel has been advanced to the 
holy order of Priests. 

It appears, however, that there is yet cause to lament the miooas state of many 
churches, and the want of clergymen in various parts of this Diocess. ** The har- 
vest is truly great, but the labourers are few " We have also to lament, that 
since the last meeting of this Convention, two clergymen, viz- the Rev. James 
Dewar Simons, and the Rev. Joseph Warren, have been removed by death. 

The Society instituted for the JdvancemaU qf CkrisHaiviiy in this Diocess has 
been productive of much good, and its funds and influence are rapidly increasii^. 
The baptisms and the communicants have greatly multiplied within the last year ; 
and the poUic worship of Almighty God has not only been more generally and de- 
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voatly Bttended, bat religiouB knowledce and praetiee seem to be progrcirive. 
The viritatioos of the Bishop have been frequent, and the sacred rite of Confinna- 
tioa has been^doly administered. 

From the unremitted seal and exertions of the Bishop and Clergy of this Dio- 
cess, there is^reason to cherish the most flattering expectations, that the poirer as 
well as the form of religion, under the blessing of God,, will continue to increase. 

7^ WetUmStaiei. 

The most gratifying intelligence relative to our Church in this extensive part of 
the United States has been laid before this Convention. A respectable and flour- 
ighivqjr congrmtion in the city of Lexington, state ef Kentudry, has for several 
years been bbssed with the regular mioietrations of our Church, and the care of 
■a active and lealous pastor. In the state of Ohio, nineteen congregations have 
been regularly organized ; and steps taken for constituting a Diocess. The mea* 
sores adopted by Uiis Convention, added to the zeal and attachment to the Church 
mamfesti^ by the scattered members of our communion in these states, and the 
disinterested labours of a few clergymen ^ho have been among them, will, it Is 
hoped, throughythe blessing of God, tend to their speedy ei^yment of Episcopal 
superintendence. 

In laying the preceding statement before the House of Bishops, the House of 
Clerical and Lay Deputies solicit their counsel, and their prayers for the blessing 
of Almighty God.

From the Journal of the House of Bishops. 

A communication was received from the Secretary of a Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the state of NorthrCarolina, Containing a copy of 
the Journal of said Convention ; from which it appeared that they had acceded 
to the Constitution of the Protestant Ejnscop^ Church in the United States of 
America, and desired to be received into onion with the General Convention 
thereof. 

Whereupon, Resolved, that this Convention have received, with great satis&c* 
tioo, the aforesaid communication, and recognize the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the state of North-Carolina as a member of this union. 

The following communication was received from the House of Clerical and Lay 
Deputies, by the Rev. Dr. Wharton : 

** The House of Clerical and Lay Deputies concur with the House of Bishops, 
in admitting the Convention of the Church in North Carolina as a member of 
this union.*' 

The following report, with documents aecompanyini|, was made by the presid- 
ing Bishop, upon the subjects therein mentioned, which had been submitted to 
him by the Convention. 

REPORT. 

The subscriber, the presiding Bishop of this house, submits to his brethren a 
report, on two dubjects committed to him by the General Convention of 181 1, and 
recognized by that of 1814 ; and on auother subject, which originated in the Con- 
vention last referred to. 

One of the subjects was an application from the Church in the state of Vermont, 
to the Society (in England) for propagation the Gospel. It was committed to the 
snb«criber, to certify to that venerable boay, certain facts in favour of the appli- 
cation. At'the time of the last General Conventioo, he had not been furnished 
with the necessary documents ; there baring been an intended delay of the de- 
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•igii, owing to the circumstances or the public concerns. The desire of the Cod- 
vefitiftn has been since eoroplied with ; and 'the necessary communications were 
sent by the Honorable and Reverend Mr. btewart, lately of the province of Que- 
bec, on his return to England. 

The next subject was the taking of preparatory measures for the organizing 
of the Churdi in the states, and parts of states, westward of the Alleghany moun- 
tains. The subjicriber has had some correspondence on the subject j and has pro- 
vided, so far as is in his power, for a comprehension of the counties of Pennsylva« 
nia westward o: said mountains, under ihe projected organization : although on 
Bucu terms as shall not destroy the unity of the Church in that state. Relatively 
to the contemplated measure, there liave been sent to the subscriber sundry doe- 
luneuLs from the western states, herewith delivered. It is understood, that there 
is now in this city, a lay gentleman, commissioned to confer with the Cooventioa 
on their contents. 

The last subject referred to, is th<' republication of the Journals, with the Con- 
stitution, the Canons, and tlie Pastoral Letters, under the superintendence of the 
subscriber. This has been accomplished, in an octavo volume, li^ Mr. John 
Bioreo, bookseller, of Philadelphia. A considerable number of the books is now 
for sale in this city, in the hands of Messrs. swords, booksellers. It is to be hop- 
ed, that the members of tliis Convention either have taken, or will take such 
measures in the states to which they respectively belong, as may prevent Mr. 
Biorenfrom suffering loss, and even ensure to him again, from this his exertion to 
serve the Church. WILLIAM WHITE. 

Whereupon, Resolved, that the thanks of the Convention be presented to the 
presiding Bishop, for his attention to these subjects, and his communication now 
miade concerning them. 

Among the documents, accompanying the above communication, were petitions 
from several congregations and Episcopalians inhabiting the western country, ask- 
ing leave to form a Convention, to include, for the present, all the western 
country, to be placed, provisionally, under the care of the Bishop of Pennsylvania* 

Whereupon, Resolved, that the General Convention cherisli a lively interest 
in the spiritual concerns of their brethren in the western country, and are exceed- 
ingly solicitous to extend among them the ministrations of our Church. 

Resolved, that it is expedient to enact the following Canon : 

** A Canon Umting the operation qftke2d and Zlih Canons,^^ 

Resolved that it be recommended to the Episcopal congregations in the states 
referred to in the above communication?, where Conventions are not already or- 
ganized, to organize Conventions, which may be received into union with this 
Convention, and, when expedient, may unite, according to the Canons, in the 
choice of a Bishop, having jurisdiction over those states ; and that this Convention 
have received, with much satisfaction, information of the measures which have 
been already adopted in tlie state of Ohio, for the organization of the Church in 
that state. 

Resolved, that though the measure of a Convention comprising simdry states in 
the western country, may be a measure of temporary expediency, it cannot be au- 
thorized by this Convention consistently with the general Constitution of the 
Church, which recognizes only a Convention of the Church in each state. 

Resolved, that it be earnestly recommended to tlie authorities of this Church, 
in each state respectively, to adopt measures for sending Missionaries to our des- 
titute brethren in the western states. Such missionaries to be subject to the di- 
rection of the ecclesiastical authority of the state or states in which they may 
officiate. 

Resolved, that the presiding Bishop be requested to transmit the foregoing re 
solution to such person or persons as he may judge proper. 

Resolved,, that the following be entered on the Journal of this House, and be 
ccHnmunicated to the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies. 

The Hotipe of Bishops, impressed with the importance of informing the youth 
and others in the Doctrines, Constitution, and Liturgy of the Church, deem it 

* The Canon is published, with the others passed at this session. 
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thdr duty to call the attentioD ofthe Clergy to the 22d Canoo, which enjoins on 
them diligence in catechetical iostructioo and lectures. The Bishops consider 
these as among the most important duties of clergymen, and among the most e^ 
feetiml means of promoting religious knowledge and practical piety. 
The foUowicg resolutions were then proposed and adopted : — 
Reserved, that it is expedient to establish, for the bet-.er education of the can- 
didates for holy orders in this Church, a general Theolodcal Seminary, which 
may ha^e the united support of the whole Church in these United States, and be 
irnder the superintendence and coocrol of the General Convention. 
Reaolredy that this Seminaiy be located in the city of New- York. 

Resolved, that persons be appointed by the House of Bishops to visit the 

■creral parts of the United States, and solicit contributions towards funds for 
fooodiiw and endowing such an institution. 

Resolved, that a committee be appointed, to consist of the presiding Bishop, and 
the Bishops of this Church in New-York and New-Jersey, with three clerg^rmen 
and three laymen, to be appointed by the House o(C\enea\ and Lay Deputies ; 
whieh commiite shall be empowered to receive and manage Kuch tunda as shall he 
coUected — to devise a plan for establishing and carrying into c^ration such an 
institution ; which plan shall be connnunicated to the several Bishops of this 
Church — and in the event of sufficient funds bein| obtained, if a msgority of the 
Bishops shall have approved the plan, to carry it into immediate operation. 

These resohitions were sent to the House of Clerical and Liay Deputies for 
their concurrence. 

A message was received from the House of Clerical and Lay Deputi<>s, commu- 
nicating the concurrence of that House in the resolutions of the House of Bishops 
on the sul^ect of a Theological Seminary. 

The House of Clerical and Lay Deputies informed this House, that the Rev. 
Dr. Wharton, the Rev. Dr. How, the Rev. Dr. Harris, the Hon. Rufus Kingt 
William Meredith, £s^. and the Hon. Charles F. Mercer, had been appointed, 
agreeably to the provisions of the fourth resolution, on the subject of a Theolc^ 
gical Seminary. 

Resolved, that the blank in the third resolution on the subject of a Theologi- 
cal Seminarv, be filled with the word three. 

This resoluuon was sent to the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, and re^ 
tamed with their concurrence. 

Whereupon, Resolved, that this House proceed now to the appointments con- 
templated by the third resolution on the subject of a Theological Seminary. 

Resolved, that the Rev. Daniel Burhans, of |Newtown, in Connecticut, be ap* 
pointed to visit the states of New-Hampshire, Massachusetts, Vermont, Rhode- 
Island, and Connecticut ;— that the Rev. Nathaniel Bowen, D. D. of the city of 
new- York, be appointed to visit the states of New-York, New-Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia, Delaware, aud Maryland;— and that the Rev. William H. Wilmer, of 
Alexandria, in the District of Columbia, be appointed to visit the states of Vir* 
ginia. North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia ; to solicit contributions for 
the founding and endowing of the Theolodcal Seminary of the Protestant Ejus- 
coMil Church in the United States of America. 

Kesolved, that the following be entered on the Journal of this House, and be sent 
to the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, to be read therein. 

The House of Bishops, solicitous for the preservation of the purity of the 
Church, and the piety of its members, are induced to impress upon the clergy the 
important duty, with a discreet but earnest seal, of warning the people of their 
respective cures, of the danger of an indulgence in those worldly pleasures which 
may tend to withdraw the affections from spiritual things. And especially on the 
sufagect of gaming, of amusements involving cruelty to the brute creation, and of 
theatrical representations, to which some pecnhar circumstances have called 
their attention, — they do not hesitate to express their unanimous opinion, tliat 
these amusements, as well from their licentious tendency, as from the strong 
temptations to vice which they afford, ought not to be frequented. And the 
Bishops cannot refrain from expressing their deep regret at the information that 
in some of our large cities, so little respect is paid to the feelings of the members 
of the Church, that theatrical representations are fixed for the evenings of her 
S06t solemn festivals. 
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The two fi)Uowing retolationi^ were adopted, and ordered to be sent to tbc 
Home of Clerical and Lay Deputies. 

Resolved, that it is expedient to alter the first article of the Constitution of 
this Church, so far as it fixes the time of the meeting of the General Convention 
thereof, by striking out the words — " third Tuesday in May, in the year of our 
Lord 1808, and on the third Tuesday in May ;^* and inserting instead thereol^ the 
^fOT^a—Jirst Tuesday in October^ in i/u year qfow Lord 1823, and an iheJirH 
Tuesday in October, 

Resolved, that in conformity with the 9th article of the Constitution, the Sec- 
retaries of this Convention, after the adjournment thereof, make known the pro 
posed alteration to the several State Conventions.

CANON L 

Limiting tke Operation of the second and ihirty-senemih Canons. 

In the event of there being a Bbhop consecrated for any state or states west* 
ward of the Alleghany mountains, it shall be lawful for the Episcopal congrega- 
tions in Pennsylvania and Virginia, westward of the said mountains, or for those of 
either of the said states, to place themselves, with the consent of the Bishops of 
these states respectively, under the provisionary superintendence of the Bishop the 
first refesred to ; the thirty-seventh Canon to the contrary notwithstanding. Fur- 
ther ; it shall be lawful for such congregations in Pennsylvania, and for &ose in 
Virginia, the majority in each case concurring, to unite in Convention with the 
Church in any western state or statesi These provisions are to cease whenever 
the consent for the continuance of them on the part of the Bishop of the Church 
in Pennsylvania or in Virginia, as the case may be, with, the approbation of the 
General Convention, shall be withdrawn. In the case above referred to, the num- 
ber of Clergymen specified in the second Canon shall not be requisite. 

CANON IL 

To gevemintheCase(ifa Minister declaring that he niU no longer bea Minister qf 

this Church, 

If any minister of this Church shall declare to the Bishop of the Diocess to which 
he belongs, or to any Ecclesuastical authority for the trial of clergymen, or, 
where there is no Bishop, to the standing committee, his renunciation of the min- 
istry, and his design not to officiate in future in any of the offices thereof; it shall 
be tiie duty ofthe Bishop, or, where there is no Bishop, of the standing committee, 
to record the declaration so made. And it shall be the duty of tiie Bishop to ad- 
monish or to suspend him, and to pronounce and record, in the presence of two or 
three clergymen, that the person so declaring has been admonished, or suspended, 
or displaced from his grade of the ministry in this Church. In any Diocess in which 
there is no Bishop, the same sentence may be pronounced by the Bishop of any 
other Diocess, i.ivited by the standing committee to. attend for that purpose. In 
the case of displacing from the ministry as above provided for, it shall he the duty 
ofthe Bishop to give notice thereof to eveiy Bishop of this Church, and to the 
standing oonunitt^ in eveiy Diocess wherein there is no Bishop. 

CANON IlL 

Fvr carrying into E^ffUt the Design o^ the second Rubric b^ore the Communion 

Service, 

There being the provision in the second Rubric before the Communion Service, 
requiring that every minister repelling from the Commnnion, shall give an aocount 
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of th« same to the Ordinary ; it ii herebj provided, that on the information to the 
eflfect stated being laid before the Ordinary, that is the Bishop, it shall not be hit 
doty to institute an inquiry, unless there be complaint made to him in writing by 
the expelled party. But on receiving complaint, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to institute an inqoiiy, as may be directed by the Canons of the Diocess in which 
the event has taken {dace. And the notice given as above by the minister shall 
be a sufficient presentation of the party expelled, for the purpose of triaL

sented. 

The Committee reported, that Depnties were present 
from twelve Churches.

The number of Churches represented, exceeding the 
constitutional quorum, the Convention was formed, and 
proceeded to the election of a Secretary, when the Rev- 
Mr. Chapman was unanimously re-elected. 

The standing rules of order were then read. 

Agreeably to the 45th Canon of the General Conven- 
tion, the Right Rev. Bishop Croes delivered the follow- 
ing Address. 

in complying with the requisitions of the forty-fifth 
Canon of our Church, it becomes my duty to state to 
you, my brethren of the Convention, the Churches, 
which I have visited since our }ast annual meetii^. 

The first Church, to which I directed my attention, 
afterthe rise ofthe Convention, was Trinity-Church, at 
Woodbridge. This church, long vacant, I visited on 
Sunday, theStst of August, and preached to a respecta- 
Ible and attentive audience, assembled in a building, 
iieat, and in excellent repair. 
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On Sunday, the 7th of the succeeding month, t tisit- 
ed, and officiated at, St. James's Church, Piscataway, 
which has also been long vacant. 

On the 10th of the same month, I visited St. Peter's 
Church, at Freehold, and administered confirmation to 
twenty-three persons ; and, on the next day, I preached 
at Christ-Church, Middletown. 

In the month of October, I visited St. Michael's 
Church, Trenton, and admitted to the Holy Order of 
Priests, the Rev. James Montgomery. On the succeied- 
ing day, I instituted Mr. Montgomery into the Rector- 
ship of that Church ; and, on the same day, administered 
the rite of confirmation to ten persons. 

On Sunday, the 19th of the same month, I visited the 
recently instituted Church, at Paterson, as yet vacant ; 
and officiated twice, on the occasion ; and on Sunday, 
the 16th day of November, St. Matthew's Church, city 
of Jersey, likewise vacant ; at which Church I also offi- 
ated twice. 

In the month of January, 1818, 1 visited St. Michael's 
Church, Trenton ; and preached twice on Sunday the 
18th, and of^e on the succeeding day. 

In the month pf April, I visited St. John's Church, at 
Elizab«eth-Town, and admitted to the Holy Order of 
Deacons, Francis H. Cuming of this Diocess. 

During the month of June, I visited the Churches in 
the southern part of the Diocess, in the following order ; 
on Wednesday the 3d, the vacant Church, at Mullica's 
Hill ; on Thursday the, 4th, the vacant Church at Glass- 
borough, and, on Friday the 5th, Trinity-Church, 
Swedesborough ; at which Churches, I officiated. On 
Sunday the 7th, I visited the now vacant Churches, at 
Penn's Neck, and Salem, and preached to numerous and 
respectable congregations. On Wednesday the 10th, J 
officiated at Trinity-Chtifch, Swedesborough, on Thurs- 
day the 11th, at the vacant Church at Berkeley, on Mon- 
day the 15th, at St. Mary's Church, Burlington, on 
Thursday the 18th, at St. Andrew's Church, Mount-Hol- 
ly, and on Friday the 19th, I intended to officiate at St. 
Mary's Church, Colestotna> but the notice forwarded 
iitd not arrivfe in time. On Stinday the 21st, I officiated 
twf<5e, at St. Michael's Church, Trentoh. 
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On Sunday the 5th of July, I visited Trinity-Church, 
at Newark, and preached twice on the occasion. 

I visited also, and officiated at, Trinity-Church, Wood- 
bridge, on Sunday the 2d of the present month ; and in- 
tended to visit St. Peter's Church, Spotswood ; but was 
prevented, in two attempts, by violent storms. 

On Sunday the 16th of this month, I again visited, and 
officiated at, St. James's Church, in Piscataway. 

The state of these churches, generally, is very much 
the same, as when they were last visited. Some varia- 
tions, however, have taken place. The congregation of 
St. Peter's Church, Spotswood, have finished, repaired, 
and beautified their Church. Measures are in a train to 
effect the same object, by the congregations of St. Mi- 
chael's, Trenton, and St. James's, Piscataway. The 
condition of the Church at Trenton, through the divine 
goodness, has also very much improved, during the past 
year, both, in increase of numbers, and attention to di- 
vine service, and to the doctrines and duties of our holy 
religion. The Church at Swedesborough, has likewise 
put on a much more promising appearance, especially as 
to the attention of its members upon public worship, than 
had been the case for some time past. 

St. Peter's Church, Freehold, has, however, again be- 
come vacant, by the resignation of its minister. The 
same unfavourable event has occurred to the Churches 
at Salem and Penn's Neck. 

The vacant churches generally, in consequence of the 
missionary services of the Rev. Mr. Stratton, enjoyed 
more frequent opportunities of divine service, during 
the year past, than had been the case for the two pre- 
ceding years. At present, however, they are deprived 
of this benefit, as a successor to Mr. Stratton has not yet 
been procured. 

The state of the Diocess, on the whole, therefore, 
though not as favourable as could be wished, has not, it 
is believed, suffered any declension. It has, on the con- 
trary, considering all the discouraging circumstances 
attending it, progressed as much perhaps as could rea- 
sonably be expected. At the same time we ought not 
to remit our endeavours ; on the contrary, we should 
use double diligence, and while we are exerting our own 



powers, in dependence on Divine aid, for which we 
should frequently and earnestly pray, let us trust, that 
the great Head of the Church will smile upon our la- 
bours, and ultimately cause that flourishing state of our 
Zion to prevail, which we so ardently desire; but 
which, without the exertion of those powers, and his 
blessing — only to be obtained by prayer, and purity of 
life — we may hope for in vain. 

While I am on this subject, let me again remind my 
reverend brethren, of the importance of the Missionary 
Fund, and therefore of the necessity of faithfulness and 
punctuality, in having the prescribed collections made 
in the churches. It is on this fund, under the Divine 
blessing, that we are to look for the preservation and 
final establishment of our vacant churches, and the nur- 
ture and growth of the new ones, that may be instituted. 
Fidelity, and perseverance' in the means already pro- 
vided for its increase, will finally produce eflTects, 
which can now scarcely be imagined. It is deeply to 
be lamented, that circumstances should have occasion- 
ed, even a temporary diversion of any part of this fund, 
from its original purpose. It is hoped, that effectual 
means will shortly be devised, to render unnecessary 
such deductions in future. 

The attention to the establishment and instruction of 
Sunday Schools, in the Churches of our communion, as 
noticed in my last address, has certainly increased since 
that period. May the promoters and instructors, of insti- 
tutions so laudable, and which promise such extensive 
usefulness to society, audio the welfare, both temporal 
' and eternal, of individuals, persevere in their exertions, 
and be blessed with the rewards, which they respective- 
ly merit. 

The progress of " the Episcopal Society, for the pro- 
motion of Christian Knowledge and Piety,'* has suffered 
no diminution since we last assembled. It continues to 
distribute gratuitously Bibles, Prayer Books, and Reli- 
gious Tracts, and the amount of its permanent fund, al- 
ready exceeds the anticipation of its most sanguine 
friends. 

Of Candidates for Orders, George H. Woodruff is, at 
present, the only one. Mr. Woodruff was admitted in 
the Diocess of New- York ; but, at his request, by a let- 



tcr diiiiissory from the Right Rev. Bishop Ilobart, was 
transferred to this Diocess. Daniel Soiuers, admitted a 
Candidate, by the Standing Committee, in August, 1815, 
has, at his request, been transferred to the Diocess of 
Connecticut. Other persons are, however, preparing 
for admission. 

The Rev. James Montgomery, Rector of St. Mi- 
chael's Church, Trenton, has resigned his sacred cliarge, 
and removed to the Diocess of New-York. The loss 
of such a clergyman, as Mr. Montgomery, could not 
but be regretted. The loss has however been repaired, 
by the removal to this Diocess, of the Rev. Abiel Car- 
ter, late Rector of the Church at Pittsburg, Pennsylva- 
nia, and his oiBciating, as a Minister of that Church. 

The Rev. Samuel C. Stratton, a Deacon in this Di- 
ocess, has, at his request, l^ya letter dimissory to the 
Rt. Rev. Bishop Kemp, been transferred to the Diocess 
of Maryland. This event is also to be regretted, as it 
had not only been the wish, but the expectalion of his 
friends, that, born and educated, as he was, among us, 
he would have devoted his services to the necessities of 
the Church in his native State. We hope, however, 
that he will, at least, be equally useful and acceptable, in 
the Diocess to which he has removed. 

The Rev. Francis H. Cuming, having fulfilled a tem- 
porary appointment to officiate at St. Michael's, Tren- 
ton, on the removal of Mr. Montgomery ; has obtained 
permission to engage as a missionary to the States, west 
of the Alleghany Mountains, and has already^ entered 
on his mission. 

Licenpes have been granted, during the year, to Sam- 
uel Sitgreaves, Junr. a Candidate for orders, in Penn- 
sylvania, to officiate as a Lay Reader, at St. James's 
Church, Knowlton, and St. John's Greenwich : to G." 
H. Woodruir, to officiate at St. Michael's Church Tren- 
ton, during the late vacancy in that Church : aiiii to 
John Grigg and William Richmond, Candidates for Or- 
ders, in New-York, to ofliciate in St. Matthew's Church, 
city of Jersey. 

It will pot, I trust, be considered as overstepping the 
line of my duty, should I conclude my address, with cak 
ling to your"^otice the prosperous state <(f our Churcji,

in other Diocesses ; and inviting you to participate with 
me in the pleasure, which such a state is so weil calcu- 
lated to excite. The accounts, which have reached me 
from every quarter^ relative to her ^affairs, justify the be- 
lief, that such is the fact. Peace, harmony, and zeal, among 
her ministers, and a deep and increasing interest in her 
welfare and success, among her members, seem almost 
equally to prevail, whether we hear from the North or 
the South, from the East or the West. 

May her Divine Head, continue and increase these 
blessings to his Church ; may she be adorned with gen- 
uine piety, and the beauty of holiness ; and may He en- 
due us, my brethren, with such a portion of^ his Spirit, 
that we may be among the happy instruments^ which he 
uses, in furthering his gracious purposes towards her. 
To this end, let us be instant in prayer. Let us look to 
him, with confidence, for success, who hath said, that 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against his Church.

The number of Churches represented, exceeding the 
constitutional quorum, the Convention was formed, and 
proceeded to the election of a Secretary, when the Rev- 
Mr. Chapman was unanimously re-elected. 

The standing rules of order were then read. 

Agreeably to the 45th Canon of the General Conven- 
tion, the Right Rev. Bishop Croes delivered the follow- 
ing Address. 

in complying with the requisitions of the forty-fifth 
Canon of our Church, it becomes my duty to state to 
you, my brethren of the Convention, the Churches, 
which I havp visited since our last annual meeting. 

The first Church, to which I directed my attention, 
after jthe rise of the Convention, was Trinity-Church, at 
Woodbridge. This church, long vacant, I visited on 
Sunday, the Stst of August, and preached to a respecta- 
Ible and attentive audience, assembled in a building, 
neat, and in excellent repair. 
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On Sunday, the 7th of the succeeding month, "f tisit- 
cd, and officiated at, St. James's Church, Piscataway, 
which has alio been long vacant. 

On the 10th of the same month, I visited St. Peter's 
Church, at Freehold, and administered confirmation to 
twenty-three persons ; and, on the next day, I preached 
at Christ-Church, Middletown. 

In the month of October, I visited St. Midiael'S 
Church, Trenton, and admitted to the Holy Order of 
Priests, the Rev. Jamels Montgomiery. On the succc^- 
ing day, I instituted Mr. Montgomery into the Rector- 
ship of that Chureh ; and, on the same day^ administered 
the riCift of confirmation to ten persons. 

On Sunday, the 19th of the same month, I visited the 
recently instituted Church, at Paterson, as yet vacant ; 
and officiated twice, on the occasion ; and on Sunday, 
the 16th day of November, St. Matthew's Church, city 
of Jersey, likewise vacant ; at which Church I also offi- 
ated twice. 

In the month of January^ 1818, 1 visited St. Michael's 
Church, Trenton; and preached twice on Sunday the 
18th, and ofJtee on the succeeding day. 

In the month pf April, I visited St. John's Church, at 
Elizabeth-Town, and admitted to the Holy Order of 
Deacons, Francis II. Cuming of this Diocess. 

During the month of June, I visited the Churches in 
the southern part of the Diocess, in the following order ; 
on Wednesday the 3d, the vacant ChuNsh, at MuUica's 
Hill ; on Thursday the, 4th, the vacant Church at Glass- 
borough, and, on Friday the 5th, Trinity-Church, 
Swedesborough ; at which Churches, I officiated. On 
Sunday the 7th, I visited the now vacant Churches, at 
Penn'sT^eck, and Salem, and preached to numerous and 
respectable congregations. On Wednesday the 10th, J 
o&citXieA at Trinity-Chtirch, Swedesborough, on Thurs- 
day the 11th, at the vacant Church at Berkeley, on Mon- 
day the 15th, at St. Mary's* Cliurch, Burlington, on 
Thursday thb 18th, at St. Andrew's Church, Mount-Hol- 
ly, and on Friday the 19th, I intended to officiate atSt.

On Motion, information was called for, respecting the 
progress of the Episcopal Fund, as established by a reso- 
lution of the Convention of 1816. From the communi- 
cations, made by the clergymen, and deputies of the 
Churches, in which subscription books had been circulat- 
ed, it appeared that, though many donations had been 
made, the j)rogre8s had not, from a variety of circumstan- 
ces^ been as great as could be wished ; and that ithad been 
found inconvenient for the several vestries to pay that 
attention to the subject, which was necessary to ensure 
its success. Whereupon, on motion^ it was resolv^ed, 
that the Rev. Mr* Rudd be, and is hereby appointed by 
this Convention, to visit the different congregations in 
this Diocess, and solicit donations to the Episcopal 
Fund; and that he jftiy over the moneys collected by 
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faiiA, to tbe Tieasuter of the Conveiitioii» for the lub of 
the fund. 

On motioiH resolved, thai the eiqpenses of the Ret. 
Mr. Rudd, in making such co)lectlonl,1ie ddrayed out 
tQtthe monmfB received. 

On motioti of the Rev. Mr. Rudd^ resolved, that the 
Convention borrow of the Missionary Fund, $150, to 
be paid to the order of the Bishop, for the pdrpose of 
defraying his expenses^ while in the dischai^e of his 
Episcopal duties ; which sum shall be hereafter refunded 
from tte collections made for the Episcopal Fund ; and 
the Treasurer is hereby authorized to pay the said sum 
to the Bishop.

By a canon of the Church, it is made my duty to a4 
dress you, at each annual Convention, on the affairs i 
the Diocess ; and to state to you the events, that bav 
taken place, since the previous meeting- In the prose 
cution of this duty, I inform you, that I have visited, am 
preached to, the vacant congregations, at Amwell ; a 
St. Thomas's Church, Alexandria ; at Pateraon ; at St 
Matthew's Church, Jersey; at Newton; at St. James's 
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Knowlton, where I also administered the coroinanion ; 
at St. George's Church, Penn's Neck ; at St. Joho's, Sa- 
lem ; at St. Peter's, Berkeley ; at St. Stephen's Church, 
Mullica-Hill; at St. Thomas's Church, Glasfrborough; 
at St. Mary's Church, Colestown; at Trinity-Church, 
Woodbridge ; on three Sundays, at St Peter's Church, 
Spotswood, on one of which I administered the commu* 
nion ; on two occasions, at St. James's Church, Piscata* 
way ; on one of which, I held a confirmation, on the 
other, administered the communion ; and twice among 
the Episcopalians at Woodbury* 

1 have also visited, and officiated at^ St. John's Churcbt 
Elizabeth-Town ; St. Peter's Church, Amboy ; St. An- 
draw's Church, Mount-Holly ; on two Sundays, atSt«, 
Michael's Church, Trenton ; and three times, at Trinity- 
Church, Swedesborough.

On Friday the 7th May last, in Christ-Church, New- 
Brunswick, I ordained to the Holy Order of Deacons, 
George H. Woodruff, of this Diocess. 

Since my last address, Clarkson Dunn, has been admit- 
ted a Candidate for Holy Orders. 

The Rev. Augustus Fitch, a Deacon of the Diocess of 
Connecticut, has, by a letter dimissory from the Right 
Rev. Bishop Hobart, performing Episcopal offices, ac- 
cording to the canons, in that Diocess ; been transferred 
to this ; and is, at present, performing ministerial duties, 
at the Chapel, at Belleville. 

The Rev. Francis H. Cuming has returned' from his 
mission to the Western States ; and is officiating, in his 
clerical capacity, at Morris-Town, in this Diocess. 

The Rev. Daniel Higbee has discontinued his servi-. 
ces, as the Minister of St. Mary's Church, Colestown, 
and is now residing at Moore's Town, without a cure. 
St Mary's Church, therefore, is again vacant. 

The Rev. George H. Woodruff, has, by authority from 
the Board of Directors of the Missionary Fund, been ap- 
pointed a Missionary to the vacant Churches of the Dio- 
cess, for one year, and is now engaged in his duties. 



St. Michael's Church, Trenton, has lately been taken 
down, and a new une, of much larger dimensions, and in 
a superior style, is now erecting on the site of the old 
one. 

St. James's Church, I^iscataway, is undergoing repairs 
and improvements, directed by Mr. Daniel Terrill, of 
St. John's Church, Elizabeth- Town ; who, from attach- 
ment to our Church, and zeal for its prosperity, has en- 
gaged in this laudable work. 

St. James's Church, at Knowlton, has been repaired 
and improved, within the last year. 

St. Thomas's Church, at Alexandria, now almost in 
ruins, it is believed, will be repaired this season. 

Licenses have been granted to Ciarkson Dunn, a Can- 
didate in this Diocess, to officiate as a I^ay Reader, in 
the vacant churches, at Woodbridge and Piscataway ; 
and to Charles Mc Ilvaine, a Candidate in the Diocess of 
Pennsylvania, to officiate, in the same capacity, at St. 
Mary's Church, Burlington, in the absence of its Rector, 
the Rev. Dr. Wharton. 

Since our last meeting, I have been called upon to as- 
sist, in the consecration of two Bishops, the Right Rev. 
Dr. Nathaniel Bo wen, for the Diocessof South Carolina, 
and the Right Rev. Philander Chase, for the Diocess of 
Ohio. It cannot, but give pleasure to the friends of the 
Church, that events so auspicious have taken place, es- 
pecially the extension of the Episcopal Office to the 
States, west of the Alleghany Mountains, an object so long 
and so much desired. It adds to this pleasure, that the 
Diocess of Connecticut have lately elected for their 
Bishop, the Rev. Thomas C* Brownell, of the Diocessof 
New-York* 

It is with great satisfaction, I inform you, that the funds 
of " the Episcopal Society for promoting Christian know- 
ledge and piety," are increasing, and that during the year 
past, a considerable number of Bibles, Prayer-Books, 
and religious Tracts, have been gratuitously distributed, 
especially among the vacant churches. The permanent 
fund now, exceeds ^800. 

The state of the Sunday, Schools, established in our 
churches, continues to be flourishing. Much good, it is 
believed, results from these institutions, not only as it 
respects the literary, but moral and religious improve* 
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ment of the pupils* The increase of tliein is mucli to 
be desired. 

On the whole* the state of the Church in this Diocess 
may be considered as improving. At no previous time 
have there been so many Clergymen, resident in it ; or 
so many regularly performing ministerial duties. 

I must not omit mentioning to you, that the Theolo- 
gical Seminary, established, by an act of the last Gene- 
ral Convention, has at length gone into operation. — 
IVhether it shall arise from its' present humble com- 
mencement, to that dignity and importance, which it is 
due to the character of the Episcopal Church of the Uni- 
ted States, to see that it possesses ; must depend princi- 
pally, on the enlightened and pious views and liberal 
contributions of its members, especially of those, upon 
whom God has bountifully bestowed wealth. It is to be 
hoped, that when the subject shall fairly be brought for- 
ward^ in this Diocess, there will not be wanting, a spirit^ 
and an elevation of sentiment, that shall correspond with 
the greatness and the utility of the object, and with that 
sense of self-respect, which every member of our ancient 
and apostolic Church should possess and cherish.

On ac- 
count of indisposition, 1 was obliged to suspend my la- 
bours, until the month of May, when I accepted of my 
E resent situation at Morris-Town. From that time, there 
ais been service here regularly, once, and occasionally 
twice, every Sunday. The number of Episcopalians, in 
and about Morris, is between thirty and forty, though 
the number of hearers is much greater. The responses 
are made with great propriety, and apparent devotion. 
On the first of August, theCommunion was administered 
by the Rev. Mr. Onderdonck — on which occasion, four- 
teen received that holy sacrament. Of these some were 
Strangers. It is thought that a very respectable conpjre- 
l^ation may in time be raised in this place. Our IJtur- 
gy is generally admired, and there seems to he a prevail- 
ing wish, that there shpuld be an Episcopal Church here. 

In addition to the services already enumerated, f of- 
ficiated, June 20, 1819^ once at New- Vernon — July 18, 
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onee at Orange— 24, once at Morris Plains— C5) once- 
at New. Vernon." 

It is but justice to tlie Rev* Mr. Cuming to observe, 
that hi performance of ministerial duties, in tb^ vacant 
Churches, in this Diocess, on the several occasions, stated 
in his report, were done without receiving any compen- 
sation from the Missionary Fund. 

The Clergy were then called upon for their reports 
of collections for the missionary fund, on which, 

The Right Rev. Bishop Croes reported, that there had 
been two collections in Christ-Church, New-Brunswick, 
for that purpose, amounting to $20 00 

The Rev. J. C. Rudd reported, that one col- 
lection had been made in St* John's Church, 
Elizabeth- Town, amounting to 15 50 

The Rev. J. Croes, Jun. reported, that he 
had collected in St. Peter's Church, Freehold, 
for the same purpose, 4 50 

The Rev. G. Y. Morehouse reported, that 
one collection had been made in St. Andrew's 
Church, Mount'Holly, amounting to 11 00 

The Rev. Mr. Wilmer reported, that one col- 
lection had been made in Trinity-Church, 
Swedesborough, amounting to 7 17 

The Rev. Mr. Bayard reported, that the 
Newark Church Missionary Society had con- 
tributed to the fund 21 75

The Rev. Mr. Carter reported, that owing to the great 
expense of rebuilding St. Michael's Church, the annual 
collections had not been made for the Missionary Fund. 

The Rev. Dr. Wharton, and the Rev. Mr. Chapman, 
made no report. 

The Rev. John Croes, Jun. proposed for the consid- 
eration of the Convention, the following amendment to 
the first article of the Constitution, viz. that the word 
Skrewsburv be inserted between the words Newark, and 
Mount-Holly. 

The Rev. Mr. Rudd presented a report of the monies, 
he had collected for the Episcopal Fund, which was or- 
dered to be inserted on the minutes. 

The Rev» J. C. Rudd, who was appointed by the last 
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GonyefiHon, to Tiflit the different Congregations in tikis' 
Diocess and solicit donations to the Episcopal Fund ; 

Respectfully Reports, that, in obedience to the in- 
structions of the Convention, he has visited the follow- 
ing Congregations, viz.— St. Peter's Church, Perth-Am- 
boy, St. Mary's, Burlington, St. Andrew's, Mount-Holly, 
St. Michael's, Trenton, Trinity-Church, Newark, St. 
Peter's, Berkeley, Trinity-Church, Swedesborough, St. 
Thomas's, Glassborough, St. Stephen's, MuUica-Hill, St. 
George's Penn's-Neck, and St. John's, Salem. At each 
of these places, divine service was performed, and he 
preached a sermon, and explained the object and design 
of his visit. While he regrets that his success has not 
been more extensive, he feels great pleasure in stating, 
that be has been received with much cordiality, and fa- 
voured with all the facilities, in the discbarge of his duty, 
that he had reason to expect. 

He has not made any applications, in the Congrega- 
tion of St. John's Church, Elizabeth-Town, becauoe he 
believed, that the application of some other person 
would be more successful. The Churches in Monmouth 
county have not been visited, because the Clergyman 
officiating in that county gave satisfactory reasons for 
believing, that a delay of some time, would be favoura- 
ble to the fund. For a similar reason, no applications 
have been made in St. Peter's Church, Berkeley ; but a 
subscription book has been left with a leading member 
of the congregation, upon which there is reason for be- 
lieving, that a respectable sum will be obtained, in a few 
months. The same course has been pursued in the Con- 
gregations of Salem and Penn's-Neck. St. Thomas's 
Church, Glassborough, being at present vacant, and, 
owing to local circumstances, in a very depreteed state, 
cannot reasonably be expected to contribute to the 
ftind. A convenient opportunity has not been found for 
visiting the Episcopalians in Belleville and Paterson, 
where it is supposed, that a few subscriptions may be ob- 
tained. It is a question for the Convention to decide, 
whether it will be adviseable to solicit donations from the 
long destitute and remote Parishes in Sussex county. — 
When application was made in St. Mary's Church, Bur- 
lington, many of the congregation were absent, and other 
circumstances united to prevent as general a call upon 
the people, as was intended.

At every annual Convention, divine service shall be 
performed, and, in cases in which the Bishop shall not de^ 
liver a charge^ a sermon, suitable to the occasion, shall 
be delivered, previously to entering on business ; and 
these religious exerciiies shall commence precisely at 
eleven o'clock, A. M. on the stated day of meeting. 

William P. Deare, Esq. Treasurer of the Convention, 
transmitted a statement of his accounts, which was read ; 
and, on motion, the Rev. Mr. Rudd, and William Coxe, 
Esq. were appointed a committee to examine it, aad

The Board of Directors of the Missionary Fund, pre- 
sented, through their President, a report of their proceed- 
ings, during the last year, which was was read and or- 
dered to i^ printed with the Journal. See Appendix

The Rev. Mr. Rudd called up the cano^, which he 
presented yesterday, relative to the presentment and trial 
of Clergymen. The Convention having further consid- 
ered, and amended it, it was on motion adopted. 

The same gentleman then moved the followir^ reso- 
lutions relative to the Episcopal fund, which were adopt* 
ed. 

Whereas it appears from the statements laid before the 
Convention, that the avails of the Episcopal Fund, pro- 
rided to be raised, are as yet inadequate to defray the 
expenses of the Bishop, in his visitations of the Diocess ; 
Therefore 

Resolved Ist. That personal applications for subscrip- 
tions and donations to the said Fund, shall becontinued, 
as opportunities may present. 

Resolved 2ndly. That it shall be the duty of every min* 
ister of the Church, in this> state, to cause a collection to 
be made for the Episcopal Fund, in the Church or 
Churches, in which be regularly officiates, some time be- 
tween the first of August, and the first of November, 
yearly ; and if convenient to preach a sermon suitable 
to the occasion. In case of the meeting of the Conven- 
tion in any Church, the collection for that year, shall be 
ttiade there, at the time of such meeting. In vacant con# 
gregations, the collection for the above purpose, shall 
be made, either by the missionary, or by some clergy- 
men, who may visit such congregations, at whatever 
time of the year, it may be found convenient. 
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All such collections shall be immediately transmitted 
to the Treasurer of the Convention ; and the Convention 
following shall determine, what proportion of them shall 
be paid to the Bishop^ in addition to the interest of the 
Fund, and what shall be added to the principal. 

Resolved 3dly. That so much of the second article of 
the Ordinance for supporting Missionaries to the vacant 
congregations, as requires two collections, in each year, 
is hereby rescinded ; and that only one collection, an- 
nually, tor the missionary fund, shall be made in each 
Church, viz. that, in the month of May. 

Resolved 4thly. That this Convention borrow of the 
Missionary Fund 150 dollars^ to be paid to the order of 
the Bishop, for the purpose of defraying the expenses, 
which he hasJncurred in the discharge of his Episcopal 
duties, during the year past. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Wilmer, resolved, that the 
thanks of the Convention be presented to the Rev. Mr. 
Rudd, for bis indefatigable labours to augment the Epis- 
copal Fund; and that he be respectfully requested to 
proceed in the business, when his convenience and judg- 
ment shall direct.

Any Clergymen, chargeable with improper conduct, 
mzj be presented, in either of the following ways^ viz :

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by any two Presbyters of this Church, by the Wardens 
and vestrymen of any Parish, with which the accused is» 
or may have been connected, or, by the Convention of 
this Dioeess. 

The party presenting shall forward to the Bishop of 
the Diocess, a written accusation, specifying the charges, 
which they have reason to believe may be substantiated 
against the accused ; and this presentment shall be sign- 
ed with the names of the party presenting, in case two 
Presbyters, or the Vestry of a Parish, present, but when 
the Convention presents, the signature of the Secretary 
of that body shall be sufficient. ' 

The Bishop, on receiving such presentment, shall as 
soon as convenient, give notice of the same to the accu« 
sed« with the charges brought against him ; and also in- 
form him, that he has appointed five Clergymen of the 
Diocess, from which number the accused has the priv;i- 
lege of selecting three, which three shall constitute a 
board or court, for the examination and decision of his 
cause ; and in case of his refusal to select, the Bishop 
shall make the selection. The Bishop shall give notice 
to the persons selected, of their appointment ; and name 
the time and place for the opening of the court. The 

E' erson, first named, by the Bishop, in the selection, shall 
e President ofthe Court. The Bishop shall also appoint 
some Clergyman to act as Clerk, and carefully to record 
the proceedings. 

It shall be the duty of the party accusing, to attend 
the trial, and lay before the Court all such testimony as 
shall be deemed proper. At the conclusion of the trial, 
a copy of the proceedings, certified by the Clerk, shall 
be transmitted to the Bishop. The Court shall also cer- 
tify to him their opinion, whether the accused should be 
acquitted ; or whether he should be admonished, sus- 
pended, or degraded from the ministry, as the case may 
be ; and the Bishop shall proceed to pronounce, and 
publish sentence accordingly, agreeably to the Canons 
of the General Convention.

The number of Churches represented, exceeding.|he 
constitutional quorum ; the members took their seats, 
and the Convention proceeded to the choice of a Secre- 
tary, when the Rev. John Croes, Jun. was elected. 

The following rules of order were then, on motion, 
adopted by the Convention. 

1. Divine service shall be performed, on every mor* 
ning, during the session of the Convention. 

2. When the President assumes the chair, each mem- 
ber shall take his seat. 

3. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding 
day shall be read each morning, and, if necessary, be 
corrected ; and before the rising of the ConventioDi 
the whole proceedings of the sitting shall be read.

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4. When a member chooses to speak, he shall rise 
and address the President. 

5. When two members chance to rise at the same time, 
the President shall determine the preference ; and, on 
any controversy respecting order, the president shall de- 
cide. 

6. No motion shcill be regarded, unless seconded. 

7. A motion oi postponement or amendment shall al- 
ways be in order, and considered as the previous ques- 
tion. 

8. On motion to adjourn, the question shall be put 
M'ithout debate. 

9. No member shall speak oftenerthan thrice on the 
same question, without leave of the President. 

10. At the request of the President, or, on motion, 
thoHConvention may resolve itself into a Committee of 
the whole, and shall take a vote for that purpose. 

11. In the election of Delegates to the General Con- 
vention, each order shall choose its own representatives, 
to be approved of by the other order. 

12. The yeas and nays shall be called, and entered 
on the minutes, when any two members require it. 

13. The doors of the Convention shall be open, for 
the admission of such persons as may wish to knpw their 
proceedings. 

14. No member shall leave the Convention, without 
permission, under the penalty of censure, to be entered 
on the minutes of the Convention. 

l/>. Two thirds of each order may expel a member 
for impropriety of conduct, during the sitting of the Con^ 
vention. 

16. All questions shall be decided viva vocc^ unless 
required to be decided by ballot. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Croes then delivered the fol- 
lowing address : 

Brethren of the Clergy and ok the Laitit, 

In making the annual communication, required by 
the canons, I begin with stating to you, that the first 
church, I visited, after the rise of the last Convention, 
was St. Peter's, Spotswood, in the county of Middle- 
sex, at which I ofliciated. This took place on Sunday 
the 19th df September, 1819. 



On the 1st ot October, I visited the congregation ol 
St. Andrew's Church, Aniweli, in the county of Hunter- 
don; and on Sunday the 3d, I also visited St. Thomas's 
Church, at Alexandria, in the same county ; in both of 
which, I officiated. These churches are still vacant, 
though, from the kindness and zeal of the Rev. Mr. 
Woodruff, the latter has lately enjoyed very frequent 
opportunities of divine service, and of hearing the 
word. 

On the succeeding Sunday, (October 10th,) I visited 
Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, in the county of Monmouth, 
and officiated twice. The next day, I preached at St. 
Peter's Church, Freehold ; and, on Tuesday the 12th, 
at Christ-Church, Middletown, both in the county just 
mentioned. JL 

In the month of November, I visited the congrega- 
tion of St. Michael's Church, at Trenton ; and, On 
Wednesday the 17th, consecrated the elegant edifice, 
which they had just erected for the worship of God.- 
On the following day, I instituted the Rev. Abiel Carter 
into the Rectorship of said Church. These event?!, 
considering the lately depressed condition of that church, 
cannot fail to afford great satisfaction to the friends ol 
our communion, and to pious christians generally. 

On Tuesday the 30th of the same month, I visited the 
congregation of Christ-Chapel, at Belleville, in Essex 
county, and officiated. 

On Thursday, December 2d, I performed the same 
duties, in the vacant congregation at Paterson, in the 
same county ; and on Friday the 3d, I visited St. Mat- 
thew's Church, city of Jersey, in the county of Bergen ; 
but was prevented arriving in time, to officiate, accor- 
ding to appointment. 

On Sunday the 6th of February, 1820, I again visited 
St. Peter's Church, Spotswood, and officiated twice : and 
on Sunday the 23d April, I performed the same office, 
in that vacant congregation. 

On Tuesday, the 2d of May, I held an ordination, in 
Christ-Church, New-Brunswick, and admitted to the or- 
der of Deacons, Clarkson Dunn of this Diocess. 

From the 16th to the 24th of the same month, I at ten- 
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ded a session ofthe General Convention of our Church, 
in Philadelphia. 

On the intervening Sunday, May 21st, I visited St. 
Mary's Church at Colestown, in Gloucester county, and 
officiated* In the afternoon, I preached in the Acade- 
my at Camden, in the same county, to the Episcopali- 
ans, and others, residing in that village. 

On Sunday the 281h of May, I visited St. George's 
Church, at Pennsneck, in Salem county, preached and 
administered the communion ; and in the afternoon of 
the same day, I officiated at St. John's Church, Salem. 
On Monday, I proceeded to Swedesborough, in Glou- 
cester County, and preached, in Trinity-Church, in that 
village. On Tuesday the 30th May, 1 repaired to St. 
Thomas's Church, Glassborough, and officiated in the 
morning ; and, on my return, performed the same ser- 
vice, in the afternoon, at St. Stephen's Church, Mulli- 
ca-Hill. Both these churches are in Gloucester coun- 
ty, and still vacant. On Wednesday, I visited St. Pe- 
ter's Church, Berkeley, in the same county,^and preach- 
ed. This church also continues vacant. 

On Thursday, the 1st of June, I visited St. Andrew's 
Church, Mount-Holly, and oiliciated in the evening. 

On Sunday, the 4th of June, I again visited St. Mi- 
chael's Church, Trenton, and officiated twice. 

On the 13th of the same month, I set out, accompanied 
by the Rev. Clarkson Dunn, lately ordained a Deacon — 
and whom, in virtue of the power vested in me, by the 
Directors of the Missionary Fund, 1 had appointed a 
Missionary — to visit the almost expiring Church at New- 
ton, and the other declining CkurchevS in Sussex County. 
It is known to many present, that, from causes beyond 
our controul, these hapless churches have, for more than 
thirty-five years, been destitute of a stated Pastor. The 
time had however arrived, when it became necessary, 
to prevent the total extinction, at least, ofthe first men- 
tioned, that an extraordinary effort should be made to 
re-establish, and, in a considerable degree, re-organize 
them. This was especially the purpose of the visit, at 
this time. On our arrival, at Newton, the next day, 
measures were taken to ascertain what families and in- 
dividuals, or their descendants, remained, who formerly 
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6 o'clock, I officiated again in the congregation at 
Hardwick. 

This effort, I hope, will not fail of suciress, especial- 
ly as there is full ground to beJiove, that Mr. Dunn, un- 
',* der the Divine blessing, will make every exertion to en- 
iC. sure it. 

"r:^-. The remaining Sundays of the year, he is to devote to 
^ the other vacant churches in ihe Diocess. 

On my return from Sussex, 1 visited, on Wednesday 
the 28th of June, St. Peter's Church, Perth- Amboy, Mid- 
dlesex county, and officiated. 

The Sunday succeeding, (July 2d) I visited St. John's 
Church, Elizabeth-Town, Essex County, administered 
confirmation to 29 persons, and preached twice. 

On Sunday the 2M of July, I visited Trinity-Church, 
at Woodbridge, in Middlesex County, still vacant, and 
performed Divine service, and preached. 

I visited also, on Sunday, the 6th of August, the va- 
cant church, at Piscataway, in the same County, and 
preached to a large congregation. 

On Sunday, the 20th of August, I visited Trinity- 
Church, Newark, and officiated twice. 

On the succeeding day, I visited the Episcopalians, at 
Williamsville, in the township of Orange, County of Es- 
sex, and preached ; and on Tuesday the 22d, lagain vis- 
ited Christ-Chapel, at Belleville, in the same county, and 
performed the same service. 

Some improvements, and some changes have occur- 
red in the Diocess, since my last address. 

The Chapel at Belleville, has been repaired, new mod- 
elled internally, and beautified. 

The Rev. F. H. Cuming a Deacon of this Diocess, 
and, for some months, an acceptable preacher to the 
Episcopalians at Morris-Town, has, by a letter dimisso- 
ry to Bishop Hobart, been transferred to the Diocess 
of New-York. The Rev. Richard F. Cadle, a Deacon, 
in the Diocess of New- York, has, by a letter dimissory 
from the Bishop of that Diocess, become a member of 
this ; and has been received as their minister, by the 
congregations of St. John's Church, Salem, and St. 
George's, Pennsneck. This is an event which affords 

2 
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much satisfaction, as those churche9,.with very little ex- 
ception, had been vacant upwards of thirty years. 

The Rev. Simon Wilraer, for many years the Rector of 
Trinity-Church, Swedesborough, has resigned his charge 
of that church, and removed to the Diocess of Virginia. 

Tiie Rev. Jacob M. Douglass of the Diocess of Penn- 
sylvania, it is said, has engaged to become the Successor 
of Mr. Wilmer, at Swedesborough. 

It will give pleasure to the friends of the Church to 
learn, that the funds of the Episcopal Society, in this 
Diocess, for promoting Christian knowledge and piety, 
are gradually increasing ; that the disposable fund, en- 
ables the Society to distribute numerous copies of the 
bible, prayer-book and of religious tracts ; and that the 
time cannot be far distant, when the proceeds of its per- 
manent fund, will put it in their power, to give some 
considerable assistance to pious, though indigent young 
men, of talents, who are desirous of preparing themselves 
for the ministry. It cannot, however, but occasion pain 
and regret, that the interests of the Society are left to 
the zeal and exertions of a few ; — that an institution ulti- 
mately so important, should not enlist in its service, the 
good wishes and the endeavours of all the Clergymen, 
and of all the Churches, in the Diocess. 

The Sundav Schools, heretofore established in the 
Churches, v^re progressing, I understand, with vigour* 
Their utility cannot be doubted, either as conducing to 
the extension of knowledge, or of piety and morality, 
among the children of the poor. It would contribute to 
their increase and prosperity, should every clergymen of 
a congregation, and the wardens of every vacant church, 
in which a Sunday School exists, be required to make 
a report annually, of its state, its advancement, or de- 
cline. 

From these statements, and from the parochial reports, 
which will be presented to you, no douht can exist, that 
the Church in this Diocess, is gradually improving, both 
in its spiri'nal and temporal (concerns. 

It is, V '"rh gntigfa-nioi';, 1 also commi^nicate to you, 
thfit thf! ^'' V Dr. Erown'*!!, whom I rientioned in my 
luSt ad-J?t..:, as derated Bishop of the Diocossof Connec- 
ticuc, lias since been consecrated to that iioly Odice.

tl was my intention, having been invited to assist in 
^he consecration, to go to New-Haven for the purpose ; 
Ijut severe indisposition prevented nie. 

In addition to the facts here communicated, you will 
X10 doubt hear, with pleasure, that, from the reports 
made at the General Convention, M'hich lately sat in 
rhiladelphia ; the state of our Church, through the Di- 
vine blessing, has much improved, witliin the three 
preceding years. Its borders have been considerably 
extended, its numbers increased, a large accession made 
^o its ministers, and a growing zeal in its interests, and iii 
the practice and promotion of piety, generally manifest- 
«2d. It is, in some degree, an evidence of these truths, 
that a General Convention of our Church, so numerous, 
Ijad never before assembled. Eight of the Episcopal 
Order, and a delegation from the Church, in fifteen 
.^States, consisting of thirty-six clergymen, and twenty- 
mo ven lay gentlemen, were present; besides a consider- 
5-ible number of clergymen, who attended as visiters, 
.rhese favours call for our grateful acknowledgments 
^ o the Great Head of the Church, and for renewed en- 
cJeavours, always in dependance on Divine aid, to live 
2.-^ioreto his glory; and to devote ourselves more faith- 
illy to his service, in promoting the great interests of 
liat Body, which he purchased with his blood.

moneys collected for the Episcopal fund, in six per cent 
stock of the United States, provided the price of that 
stock shall not be more, than one per cent above par. 
But whenever the price shall be higher, he shall, in that 
case, loan any moneys, in his possession, to respectable 
individuals, on bonds with interest, secured by mortga- 
ges on unincumbered real estate of double the value 
of the sum lent. 

The Treasurer may also receive in lieu of mor.cy, 
promissory notes, on interest, payable to him, in his pf» 
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flcial capacity, on tlemanJ, from y)erson9, who have cub- 
"cribed or may hereafter sul)S( ribe to the fund. 

So much of the resolution, adopted at the Conven* 
fion, at Perth .\mboy, in lUlG, as requires the Treasur- 
er to invest the moneys belonging to the Episcopal fund, 
in six per cent stock of tiie United Stales alone, is here- 
by repealed. 

The Secretary laid bofore the (■onvenlion a commn- 
nication, which he had received Irom the Rev. Mr, 
lludd, assistant Secretary of tlic House of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies of the General Convention, which was or- 
dered to be entered on the journal. The communica^ 
tion is as follows: 

" Resolved, that it be made tnown to the several 
State Conventions, of this church, that it is proposed to 
consider, at the next General Convention, and, if deem- 
ed expedient, finally to ratify the following alteration of 
the first article of the Constitution."

Conventions^

FBOM THE JOVtlTAIi OF TH£ HOUSE OF CLERICAL AHD 

LAY DEPUTIES. 

Abstract of a report on the state of the Church, pre- 
pared by a Committee of the House of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies^ adopted by that body, and sent to the 
House of Bishops. 

*< The House of Clerical and Lay 'Deputies, in com- 
pliance with the 45th canon, have taken a general view 
of the state of the church, and offer to the hous# of 
bishops the result of their inquiries, respectfully re- 
questing that venerable body to draw up and cause to 
be published, a pastoral letter to the members^of tha 
church 

Maine. 

The church in the state of Maine, which, for many 
years had become greatly depressed and almost extinct, 
has, within a few years assumed a more flourishing as* 
pect. It consists of two congregations — the one in 
Gardiner, the other in Portland. Both of these con- 
gregations are supplied witb pastors, whose labours have 
succeeded to the extent of the rational expectations of 
the friends of the church. Rev. G. W. Olney is the 
rector of Christ-Church, Gardiner ; and Rev. P. S. Ten 
Broeckof St. Paul's Church, Portland. 

Agreeably to the recommendation of the right Rev. 
bishop Griswold, a convention of delegates from those 
churches was held in Brunswick, on the 3d day of May, 
1820, at which time, they acceded to the constitutioQ 
of the Protestant Episcopal Churcb in the Unitfi^Stat^. 
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of America, and elected delegates to the general con* 
vcntion. They are again annexed to the eastern diocess. 

^en-Hampshire. 

' There are nine Episcopal Churches in this state. St. 
John's Church in Portsmouth : Trinity-Church in Hoi- 
derness, Union-Church in Claremont, endowed by Ma- 
jor Ashley late of that town, with property, which will 
probably yield an annual income of seven hundred 
dollars ; a second Episcopal Church, is also established 
in Claremont ; the Church in Cornish, St. Thomas's 
Church, Concord, organized in March 1818, Christ- 
Church at Bradford, organized in July, 18ir,St. Peter's 
Church, Drewsville instituted three years ago, and 
Christ-Church at Hopkinton. In the vacant churches 
of this state, religious services are generally performed 
by lay readers, and occasionally they have been favour- 
ed with the labours of missionaries. 

Number of Clergymen, four. 

Massachusetts* 

The church in this state still continues in as flour is^« 
ing a situation as it was at the time of the meeting of the 
last general convention. The church at Marblehead, 
has been vacated by the removal of the Rev. B. B. 
Smith to the diocess of Virginia, and this it is believed 
fs the only change of importance that has taken place. 
There is a very general attention paid to the observance 
of the canons and rubrics, and, with but very few ex- 
ceptions, the established usages of the church« A large 
and elegant stone Church, of whieh the Rev. Samuel F. 
-Jarvis, D. D. has been chosen rector, is now nearly 
completed in the town of Boston, besides which, a few 
small congregations have been collected in other towns* 
Exertions are making to call the attention of the friends 
of our church to the subject of missions to such small 
portions of our communion as are to be found in many 
parts of the state, a circular letter for this purpose has 
been published and it is expected that much good may 
result from such a measure. On the whole, we regard 
the situation of the church in thiis state as promising.

»Si'Dtith Boston, St. Peter's Church Salem, St. Paul\^, 
Newburyport, St. James's, Greenfield, Trinity-Church, 
Montague, Christ-Church, Cambridge, St. Andrew's, 
Hanover, the Church at Quincy, Trinity, Marshficld, 
the Church at Bridgewater, St. Michael's Church, Mar- 
blehead, St. James's Church, Great Barrington, the 
Church at Lenox, the Church at Tjanesborough, the 
Church at Dedham, and the Churches in Newton, and 
Iloghinton. 

Number of Clergymen, twelve. 

Vermont 

The Church at Vermont appears to be in a prosper* 
ous condition; the number of communicants has con- 
siderably increased since the last report : three new 
churches have been erected and consecrated, and a sub- 
scription is now filled for building another this season 
at Windsor. A church is also erecting at Guilford, 
which last town we are informed has almost unanimous* 
ly attached itself to the doctrines, discipline and wor- 
ship of the Protestant Episcopal church. Some, new con- 
gregations have recently been organized, and all, it is 
hoped, are, through divine grace, increasing in piety 
and in the virtues of the christian life. Though there 
have been some acquisitions to the number of the cier* 
gy, there is still a want of the labours of more, and a 
wide field is open for their active and pious exertions. 
The extensive demesnes of the church in this state, are 
not yet secured ; but a suit is now pending before the 
federal circuit court for their recovery, which, if gain- 
ed, will place the temporalities of the church in a re* 
spectable condition. 

Number of Clergymen, five. 

Rhode-Island. 

The church in Rhode Island continues in a prosper* 
ous and flourishing condition. JDuring the last three 
years, one new church has been erected : Sunday 
schools have been established in all the congregations, 
and the number of communicants has very considerably 
increased. There is a church Missionary Society, in 
and for that state, which promises to be useful. In some 
of the parishes, at the present time, there is an awaken* 
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ed cV>ncern for spiritual things, and a more than usual 
attention to religious duties. There is also generally ^ 
decided and increasing attachment to the peculiarities 
of our communion : and it is believed that in no one of 
the United States, are the order, worship and rules of 
the Episcopal church, better, or more uniformly regar- 
ded. 

The churches in this state, are St. Michael's, Bristol, 
Trinity, Newport, St. John's, Providence, St. Paul's, 
North Providence, St. Paul's, North Kingston, and St. 
Paul's South Kingston. 

Number of Clergymen, seven. 

Eastern Diocessj comprising Mainc^ jyeW'Hampshire, 

3Ias8achusettSy Vermont^ and Rhode Island* 

In the eastern diocess, since the last general convene 
tion, eight hundred and sixty-six persons have been con- 
firmed by the apostolic rite of Ifiying on of hands. — 
Twenty have been admitted as candidates for holy or- 
ders; of whom there are ten still remaining on that 
list. Sixteen persons have been ordained Deacons; 
eleven Deacons have been admitted to the order of 
Priests. Seven new churches have been erected and con- 
secrated to the worship of Almighty God. Two more 
it is expected, will soon be finished. And a good house 
already built, has been obtained by a new parish in 
Claremont, New Hampshire. The churches have been 
regularly visited, and are generally in a flourishing state. 

Connecticut, 

Since the last general convention, in many respects, 
no material change has taken place. Of the clergy, sev- 
eral have removed, and some have been added. The 
ATotitiiB Parochiales of the annual conventions evince a 
manifest increase of the church in the diocess, many par- 
ticulars of which are necessarily omitted in consequence 
of the vacancy of the Episcopate for several years. — 
But it is with no small satisfaction we state, the recent 
consecration of the right Rev. Thomas C« Brownell, 
D. D. L. L. D. to that sacred office. Under his minis- 
trations, by the divine blessing, the increase of the 
church in piety, numbers, and respectability, is gradu- 
ally advancing. Since his consecration, a number of 
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1^ churches have been visited, and the holy rite af coniir- 
mation adniinlstored V- about four hundred persons. 

With regard to the fund lor the support of the Epis- 
copate, it appears from the report of iho frc.-asurer, at 
the last convention, that it then anuMUited to about six- 
teen thousand dollars ; and ther«? is a probability that 
the diocesan will soon be relieved from all parochial 
duties. 

The churches i^encraliy are in good repair, and the 
congregations remarkable, not only for their regular 
attendance, but also for their fervency of devotion. 

The Episcopal Academy of the diocess, at Cheshire, 
under the superintendence of the Rev. Tiilotson Bron- 
son, D. D., principal, and the Rev. Asa Cornwall, assis- 
tant, is flourishing, and the number of students gradual- 
ly increasing, 

On the whole, the diocess is, at present, more prosper- 
ous and flourishing than at any former period. The 
greatest harmony prevails among the clergy and laity, 
^nd all are peculiarly united in their attachment to the 
Hturgy, and distinctive doctrines of the church. 
The number of clerg^'-men about forty. 

JVriv-York. 

The diocess of New- York consists at present, of the 
bishop, fifty-six presbyters, liitcen deacons, and one hun- 
*^rid eighteen organized congregations. 

Since the hibt General Convention, twenty-four per- 
sons. have been admitted by the Bishop to the holy or- 
der of Deacons ; and fourteen Deacons to the order of 
Priests. Six institutions to Rectorships have occurred, 
Jtnd nineteen other clergymen have taken charge of 
churches. Five additional Missionaries have been ap- 
pointed. Seventeen jx^rsons are now candidates for or- 
ders. Fifteen new churches have been duly organized, 
and fifteen new buildings, erected for the worship of 
God, have been consecrated. 

The reports of the missionaries and parochial clergy, 
published in journals of the last three conventions, fur- 
nish an aggregate of four thousand six hundred and eigh- 
ty-nine baptisms, of which four hundred and nine are 
specified as cases of adults, and eip;htv-«oven of Indi- 
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aiii^. The agi^rcgate number of conilnnatious is not ^ 
given in the journals of 1817 and la. In 1819 tliebish- 
op reported one thousand four hundred and seventy — 
four. In that and the previous year^ he confirmed on^ 
hundred and forty-five Indians. The number of com- 
municants reported at the last convention, is four thou 
^and two hundred and thirty-five. 

iSo small sliare of the prosperity of this diocess is tczz 
l;o ajicribod to missionary services. The number of la- 
bourers at present engaged in them is fifteen. The pe?- 
culiar situation of the immense poition of the diocess^. 
!'ormed by the western district of the state, renders thes^ 
services indispensable, and should excite our brethresr 
in New-York to increasing exertions in their support:- 
while the similarity of cases between that section 
their slate and the new states and territories of our V 
ion, should command for the^e services, as intimateft 
connected with the duty of extending missionary la 
bonis to the latter, the approbation of the church gem 
crally. 

It is proper that we here notice the efforts ma 
by our brethren of this diocess, for the religious instru ^ 

tion of the Indians, within the borders of their state. 

The Oneida tribe have now a handsome and commocSA 
ous church, and arc still enjoying the faithful servicers 
of their licensed catechist and lay-reader, JMr. Eleazer 
Williams, who is himself of Indian extraction, and a 
candidate for holv orders. He leads their devotion in 
tlieir church, by the use of a translation of our liturgy 
into the Mohawk language ; in which they join with : 
every appearance of devout attention, and with the full 
elTect of proper participation. A young Indian of the 
Onondaga tribe, son of a chief, who wjls killed in the =1 
service of the United States, during the last war, is nou' '- 
making suitable preparation for devoting ardent piety, 
great zeal, and natural talcntb of a most respectable or- 
der, to the work of the ministry among his countrymen. 

The congregations of this diocess receive froqucti' 
visits from the Rishop. The clergy are generally dis- 
tinguished for conscientious observance of the canons 
and rubrics of the church. The laity, in conjunction 
wlih their pastors, have formed numerous associations 
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for distributing the IToly Bible, llie book of Commou 

Prayer, and other approved religions boolcs and tracts ; 

for aiding the ecclesiastical authority in tlie support o( 

missionaries; and for the interesting and incstimablf 

charity of Sunday school instruction. 

Upon the whole, we have reason to he thankful for 
the continuance of the divine blessing* to this portion ot 
our Zion, and to hope that it proves, in some good de- 
gree, instrumental in that promotion of (he glory of 
God, of tlie interests of evangelical piety, and of the 
eternal welfare of the human race, for v hit h the church 
of God was established. 

The state of the church, in the dioccLi? of Ncw-Jer- 
5ey, through the Divine goodness, ^'Jll continues, 
however slowly, to improve. 

Though there has been but one addition to the num- 
^^er of congregations, since the last repori (the church 
<U Patersoii) yet there has been an iiicroate of members 
%xnA of communicants, in several. I\rore clergymen 
Dow belong to the dioces?, and possess cures, than at 
«ny former period. The churches, with scarcely a\! 
exception, are in excellent repair. One of which, S', 
Michael's church, at Trenton, has been lately rebuilt, in 
an elegant style, and others have been improved and 
repaired. The vacant churches have enjoyed the reg 
ular administration of the word and ordinances, more 
frequently than formerly. They have been annually 
visited by the Bishop, some of them oftener ; several 
of them, by the Rectors in their vicinity ; and all ol 
them, by missionaries. There is, therefore, cause for 
gratitude to the Divine Head of the church, tliat, strug- 
gling with difficulties and discouragements, as our sec- 
tion of it has been for many years, we are yet permitted 
not only to live, but to anticipate, with considerable 
confidence, a still better state of our ecclesiastical af- 
fairs. 

Since the proceeding general convention, the bishop 
of thediocess has admitted to priests' orders, the Rev. 
James Montgomery, formerly a deacon, in the diocess 
of Pennsylvania ; and to deacons' orders, Samuel 
Crefghton Stratton, (since removed to i\faryland,yFrai!* 
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1i ork,; Georj^f; If. AVoodrufi', and Clarkson Dunn. 

Two iiistitutions have taken ?)lace within the sani 
tim^v the llov. James Montpcomery, (u the rectorship c 
St. IMichael'd church, Trenton; (since removed to th 
tiioccss of Now-YorkJ and the llov. Abiel (Jarter, late 
IV of tlie diocess of rcniisvlvanla, to iho same recto 
-hip. 

Tvro candidatrs for holv orders have been admittec

church are generally obii^wed wiih attention, and tlk 
authority of the church rrspc'tcii. 

The funds of the corporat- j f-jr the relief of widow 
and cliildren of clergymci f the Protestant Eplsoopg 
Church in thisstote ; of the ^;.';;-c' ,jal Society for promc 
tir.g eiristiun knowledp^e r*! :;• »y; and the fund fii 
supporting njissionaries, iv- • e inc ^psed consilerabl 
since the last report. The ;^erman'^nt fund of the Epij 
copal Society has advance*' from l.. irhundre(? ar-d se\ 
enty-five, to upwards of eig-it hun(i»ed dollar:? ; at th 
same time, a very considerable number of bibles, pray 
er books, and religious tracts have been gratuitousi 
distributed by the society, among (he needy member 
of the church, and others. 

The number of instituted rector?, in the diocess, i 
nine. The whole number of clergymen, fifteen ; thre 
more than were reported at the last meeting. 

PcnnsJ/lvanin. 

There are, at this time, in the state of Pennsylvania 
thirty clergymen of the Episcopal Church ; the greate 
part of whom are engaged in the discharge of parochia 
duty. 

Sixteen persons have been ordained Deacons in thi 
diocess, since the last General Convention ; and nin 
Deacons have been admitted to Priest's, orders. Tber 
are, at present, in the Diocess, nine candidates for ox 
ders. Three clergymen have departed this life. 
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St. Thonias's cliurcli, Whitemarfeb, Sf. LuI.e^ cliurcli, 
tiermantowi), and Christ-eluirch, I^eacock, Lancaster 
I'oimtv, hav^e been consecrated hy the bishop. 

New churches are crcclini^ at Lancasler, Kaston, and 
]\Iantua. 

Four recently orfranlzcd parish^-, !j:n'cb»:«.n received 
into union with theconventicMi oi iUc diocofj. 

The nuniher of baptibir.s s'lu-r- the. Ia>t f;Oii'Tal con- 
veniioii. has been one thousi. '1 b\\ hr.udvcA and slxty- 
eif^ht, and of coiiilrniation.s, h: .on hn.'i.lred and twi.nty- 
four.

From the representations of the missionaries, uh- :ire 
sent out under the patronage of the society for the ad- 
vancement of cliristianity in Pennsylvania, the agree- 
able inteUigence is derived, that a degree of religious 
sensibih'ty is perceptible among the members of our 
communion generally, and an attachment to the distinc- 
tive principles of our church, which, it is hoped, will, in 
time, lead to the most beneficiiJl results. Under the in- 
fluence of this pious zeal, the missionaries who have 
been sent into the interior parts of the state have been 
thankfully received and cordially welcomed ; and un- 
der their labours, congregations Iiave been collected 
and organized, which will soon be able to erect for 
themselves places of public worship and support their 
pastors. 

Societies have been established and respectably sup- 
ported, for Sunday school instruction, for distributing the 
book of Common Prayer, and religious tracts. The 
episcopal fund is rapidly increasing, and the corpora- 
tion for the relief of widows and orphans of clergymen 
has an extensive fund w hich promises to answer the 
purposes of its establishment. 

Upon the whole, it may bo remarked, that the church 
in Pennsylvania, under the blessing of her Divine Foun- 
der and Head is as rapidly Increasing in prosperity as, 
when all circumstances are considered, we have any 
reason to expect, 

Delaware. 

The state of affairs and the cause of religion, it is 
believed, are certainly improving ; and it is hoped, the 
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jJiCt time to favour this part of our Zion is near at hand. 
Since the last general convention, several churches in 
the state have been repaired, and placed in good order, 
and have received considerable additions of families 
and communicants. There are fourteen churches in 
this state, and the most of them have regular and stated 
religious services ; and those, which are not thus fa>- 
Youred, are visited occasionally by the clergy of the 
state. The Church in Wilmington has especially been 
favoured with God's blessing within two years past, and 
has arisen from its desolate state. At Newcastle the 
prospect is brightening. The churches in Kent coun- 
ty are promising. At Middletown, exertions have been 
made to rescue the fine building the congregation of St. 
Ann's possess, from dilapidation ; and the labour, be- 
stowed lately upon them, has not been vain. 

The conventions of late have been more intcsesting, 
and as well attended; and the rules of the church are 
well observed. The Churches in Sussex county are 
in an improving state. Some of the congregations 
have made considerable exertions to repair their pla- 
ces of worship ; and their labours have not been in 
vain. 

There are in the state of Delaware, four cfTiciating 
clergymen. There are about two hundred communi- 
cants. There have been one hundred and fourteen* 
persons confirmed ; and one candidate received to ho- 
ly orders, viz : Mr. Wells Wolf. 

Maryland. 

It appears from the journals of conventions held in 
this diocess since the general convention, that eight 
hundred and nineteen persons have been confirmed, 
eight churches have been consecrated, fifteen persons 
have been admitted to holy orders ; eight to the ofiice of 
deacon, and seven to that of priest ; and nineteen cler- 
gymen have removed into the diocess, from other states. 
Several religious societies have been established, and 
ome are already productive of much good. Among 
hese, are the '^ Prayer Book, and Homily society of 
Maryland," "the Baltimore Female Tract society,'* 
')oth of which reeelve some degree of support from 
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persoitis tiol residing in that city,) and the Sunda\ 
schools attached to the different parishes of the diocess. 
In several parishes, where the ministry could not be ob- 
tained or supported, gentlemen, distinguished by their 
piety and standing in society, have received from the 
bishop the appointment of lay readers ; and thus are in- 
strumentai in preserving among the members of our 
church their attachment to her most devout and excel- 
lent services* Though much pressed by the cares of an 
extensive parish, containing about four hundred fami- 
lies, the bishop continues to discharge the duties of his 
office throughout the diocess, and it was remarked in 
his last statement to the annual convention, that, with 
the possible exception of some remote chapels, he had 
then completed his tour of episcopal visitation* 

The canons and rubrics of the church are, it is be- 
lieved, in most respects generally observed ; and upon 
the whole, we are allowed to cherish the hope that the 
prosperity of the Protestant Episcopal Church continue5 
to strengthen and increase in Maryland, that her princi- 
ples are better understood than formerly, that prejudi- 
ces once entertained against her are removed, that there 
is an increased attachment to her rites and ordinances^ 
and that true religion is gaining ground in the hearts and 
Hves of her members. 

Virginiiu 

The Almighty continues his gracious smiles to thii? 
part of his church. Since the last general convention a 
i'.on?iderable number of new congregations has been 
formed, and a large increase of ministers been added. 
The number of regular congregations is about fifty, 
and of officiating ministers thirty. The most delight* 
ful unity prevails amongst the ministers. A strong att 
tachment binds them and their congregations together. 
The condiKt of communicants is becomingmore and more 
jserious and consistent ; and very few are now to be 
found, who bring reproach upon religion and the church 
by immoralities, or an altendance upon the vain and sin- 
ful amusements of the world. The services of th^ 
church are more punctually and zealously observed, 
i^nd promise to bo ©j^teemed in proportion as they are . 
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duly understood. The ordinance of baptism especially^ 
which has hitherto been so neglected, or lightly and pro- 
fanely performed, begins to excite the more serious at- 
tention of the clergy and laity- Whereas the directions 
of the rubric^enjoin the most public and solemn per- 
formance of it, where the prayers of the whole congre- 
gation may l)e obtained^ it has been too customary, 
either through a false modesty or irreligious indiffer- 
ence, to prevail upon ministers to disobey the rubric, 
and let down the ordinance to a mere private ceremo- 
ny, which has often been accompanied with unbecoming 
frivolity and mirth. The impiety of suck a proceeding 
now appears in its true colours ; and a reformation has 
already begun and considerably advanced, which it is 
hoped, will be aided and supported by the general 
voice of the church. 

In this dioccss a fund for the Episcopate has been 
commenced. 

The college of AVilliam and JVIary has made an offer, 
which promises important benefits to students of theolo- 
gy, and has elected a clergyman of our church a pro- 
fessor therein, who will take charge of such students. 

A society has been organized to assist indigent young 
men who are candidates for the ministry, and from 
which the most beneficial results may be expected. 

JVorth Carolina. 

At a period no more remote than the fall of 1816, the 
Protestant Episcopal church in this state, was nearly ar. 
the lowest point of depression. There were, indeed, 
some who felt a lively interest in her welfare, and who 
wept when they remembered Zion. But, like Israel of 
old, they hung, their harps upon the willows in almost 
hopeless anguish. Even those few houses of God, 
which had, for some years before, occasionally or stated- 
ly resounded with his praise, were closed and deserted : 
and the pious of our communion, though attached both 
by education and principle to the church of their fathers 
despairing of seeing her ever again arise from the dust 
stood ready to abandon her cause, and to unite them 
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selves with any among whom tLey could enjoy, in any 
measure, the benefit of divine ordinances. But, bless- 
ed be the name of the Lord, the set time for ITim to have 
compassion upon this part of Zion had come. lie view- 
ed withan eye of relentin{; mercy, the desolations with 
^vhich his justice had visited lier sins. The prayer/* of the 
^SLithfui werelieard by the great Head of tlie church, and 
the decree was sent forth — Lei Jerusalem be rebuilt. 

In the Spring of 1817, was held the first Protestant 

'Spiscopal Convention, ever held in North Carolina. — 

-"Vt which were present lay delegates from four difTerent 

Parishes, and three.()f the clergy, whom Divine Provi- 

J!^Dce, bad, for the time being, brought to that state. — 

^f these, two have since removed, the Rev. Bethel 

^Udd, rector of St. John's church, Fayetteville, to whom 

^^ succeeded the Rev. Gregory T. Bedell ; and the 

■^cv. Jehu C. Cla}*^, rector of Christ-Church, Newbern, 

^^hose place is now supplied by the Rev. Richard S. 

^Xason. Besides these three, the church in this state i.^ 

glassed at present, with the labours of four others, the 

^ev. John Avery, rector of St. Paul's church, Edenton; 

^tie Rev. John Phillips, who is settled in Trinity-churchy 

*X*arborough, and performs f>tated services at various 

l>laces in its vicinity: the Rev. William Hooper, Pro* 

lessor in the University of North Carolina; and the 

ilev. Thomas AVright, missionary. Mr. Hooper will 

^Iso act in the capacity of missionary, as far as it may 

l^e in his power; and the Rev. John Toland is daily 

C3xpectcd who will engage in the same service. 

Besides these seven clergy, there arc at present six: 
candidates for holy orders. 

Since the last general convention, the right Rev. 
IRichard C. Moore, D.D. has admitted the Rev. Rich^ 
^rd S.Mason to the holy order of priesthood ; and AVil- 
liam Hooper, Thomas Wright, and Kenry AT. Shaw, to 
that of deacons. The last mentioned of these gentle- 
men, has since removed to the diocess of New- York. 

The right Rev. Bishop Moore has also consecrated 
a new church lately erected in Fayetteville, by the 
name of St. John's church; and held confirmation at 
various places, where were confirmed as follows : Fay- 

'^tteville, sixty ; Newbern, fifty-three; Kdenton, thirtv: 

ft 
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Wilmington, one hundred and thirty-eight ; anounting 
in all to two hundred and eighty-one. 

It may tend ftirther to throw light on the condition 
and history of the church in this state to remark, that, a 
few years ago, the number of communicants in all our 
churches did not exceed fifty ; whereas, they amount 
now to more than three hundred and fifty; that besides 
the Protestant Episcopal missionary society of North 
Carolina, various charitable and religious societies have 
been established by the members of our communion ; 
that bible classes and Sunday schools are to be found in 
almost every parish ; and that the baptisms reported at 
the several diocesan conventions since the last general 
conv^cntion, are two hundred and seventy five ; of which 
twenty arc stated to he cases of adults. 

Since the church was organized in this state, ten par- 
ishes have, at dilTerent times been represented in the an- 
nual conventions ; and at least six more places will or- 
ganize churches as soon as they are visited by the mis- 
sionaries that have lately been appointed for that pur- 
pose. 

We are happy in reporting that, as far as we know and 
believe, the clergy in this section of the country strict- 
ly observe the canons and rubrics of the church. The 
case of private baptism forms it is believed the only ex«- 
ception ; and in that article, even, a reformation has 
commenced, which, we trust, will ere long become 
complete and universal. 

By the good providence of our God, the church in 
this state has obtained help of the Lord at the very time 
when she seemed most likely to become extinct. Had 
this help been delayed but a few years longer, death 
would probably have swept away all those episcopal 
predilections which yet exist in every section of the 
country ; and which, by the blessing of Heaven, will be- 
come the seminal principles by which the church, like 
the fabled Phoenix^ shall arise from her ashes. Her pros- 
pects are every day brightening more and more. Her 
friends are every where excited to hope and exertion. 
May their most sanguine hopes soon be realized ! may 
the great Head of the church prosper the work ! and 
may this section of Zion speedily become the joy of the 
whole earlb. 
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S(mih Carolina, 

The diocess of South Carolina, it appears, has been 
deeply afflicted since the meeting of the last general 
convention. The clergy and laity of that church have 
not only to deplore the loss of their late diocesan, the 
right Rev. Dr. Dehon, the recollection of whose virtue:^ 
and talents they love to cherish in their hearts ; but 
death hath also deprived them of the Rev. Dr. Percy, 
late rector of St. Paul's church, Charleston, and of the 
Rev. Thomas Frost, late assistant minister of St. Philip's 
church, Charleston. The episcopal oQico, however, 
was not suffered long to remain vacant; but was happi- 
ly filled by the election of the Rev. I>r, "owen, in Feb- 
ruary, 1818, who appears, from an address of his clergy, 
to possess their thorough confLdeiicc and affection. A 
fund for the support of the bishop was likewise instituted 
in the same year, which is progressing and promises ro 
eflTect the important object it contemplated. 

The number of clergymen v.ithin the diocess of South 
Carolina, has evidently increased ; and there is yet no 
visible decline of the zeal of cither the clergy or laity. 
!Four persons have been admitted to the order of Dea- 
cons ; and seven to the order of Priests. Several canr 
didates are now preparing for the ministry in that dio- 
cess, and there is a prospect flattering to the hopes of the 
friends of the church, that it v/ill in this dioccss yet ef- 
fectually be restored from the state to which it had after 
the revolutionary war been reduced. At present, it ap- 
pears, there are more of its parishes supplied, than at any 
intermediate period since the war. 

The Protestant Episcopal Society for the advance- 
ment of Christianity in South Carolina, which was instil 
tated a lew years ago and has prospered in an unexam- 
pled manner, has done much good. This society is by 
its constitution strictly identified with the church. It 
devises and executes liberal things. By its funds it has 
helped to re-establish old parishes, which had fallen in- 
to decay. It actually contributes to the support of sev- 
eral ministers. 

A society has been also formed, consisting of young 
men and others, having missions for its object ; and it 
has already been instrumental of good. 

Sunday schools have been established in several parta 
efthe dioces^i, and have been the occ:l^\ow ot^oo^Vci 
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inaiiy, it is hoped, particularly to the people of colour 
They arc, ho>vever5 of too recent a date to enable U8t( 
say much about them. Tracts bav^e also been publish 
cd and distributed by th(? Protestant Episcopal Society 
for the advancement of Christianity in South Carolina 
calculated to excite attention, to instruct the people ii 
practical religion, and to attach them to the doctrine 
discipline and liturgy of the church. Among those tract 
is a catechism, edited under the authority and directioi 
of the bishop and his clergy, which is explanatory of th< 
one in the book of Common Prayer. The people o 
colour are beginning to be instructed in those doctrine 
and principles of the christian religion, which will tem 
to promote their comfort and well-being here and thei 
everlasting happiness hereafter, with a prospect of sue 
cess conducive to their improvement and amelioration. 

On the whole, the condition of the church in Soutl 
Carolina is favourable. The Bishop has visited, sinc< 
his entering on the duties of the diocess, almost everj 
parish within it. Confirmation is regularly administer 
ed. The rubrics and canons are conscientiously ob 
served. Both clergy Jind laity evince a resolution t( 
adhere to the order of the church and to oppose all in 
novation. 

The number of baptisms, reported to the diocesan con 
ventions within the last three years, is eight hundred am 
thirty-nine ; yet that number is defective, as reports d( 
not appear to have been received from all the parisbe 
every year. The number of communicants appears to In 
one thousand four hundred and fifty-seven, although tha 
toOj falls a little short of the truth. 

Ohio. 

By a letter from the right Rev. the Bishop of this diO' 
cess, addressed to the house of bishops in this conven* 
tion and by them transmitted to the house of clerical 
and lay deputies, it appears that the said right reverend 
Bishop has admitted the Rev. Intrepid Morse, deacon, 
from New- York, to the holy order of priests, and Mr. 
Benjamin Birge, of Kentucky, to that of deacons ; and 
has confirmed, since his settlement in bis diocesan capa- 
city, two hundred and thirty-four persons. 
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At Dayton, on the Aliaiiii, and in several places in the 
east, and north east of the state, new parishes have been 
formed. 

The clergy of the diocese are six, besides the bishop. 
Philander Chase, Jun. has been admitted a candidate 
for holy orders. 

In laying the preceding statement before the house of 
bishops, the house of clerical and lay deputies solicit 
their counsel and their prayers for the blessing of Al- 
mighty Go J. 

In conclusion, the house of clerical and lay deputies, 
reverting to the notices of private baptisms in some of 
the preceding statements, respectfully request the house 
of bishops to insert in the pastoral letter solicited by this 
house, their opinion and advice on the subj^*ci of the 
existing custom 'jfsKlministeiinq private baptism, with- 
outgreat and reasonable ^^'^uf ,, md using in private the 
public oiTice ; and also on the siil#, •. of the proper 
qualifications of 8po??tors in baptism.

Frovi the Journal of the Ilovse of Bishops. 

The bouse refused to concur in the canon — of the nfi» 
dating of persons not rcf^ularli/ ordained and repealing 
th^ thirty-fifth canon — proposed by the house of clerical 
and lay deputies, and notice thereof was given to that 
house with the following statement of their reasons for 
non-concurrence. 

The bishops have found by experience that such 
ministers in many instances preaching in our churches 
and to our congregations, avail themselves of such op- 
portunities to Inveigh against the print tpies of our com- 
munion ; and in some instances bavt endeavoured to 
obtain a common right with us in our property. It is 
therefore not from the want of charity to worthy 
persons dissenting from us, but for tihe maintaining of 
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such cliarityi and la avoid collbion, that wc declare 
our non-concurrence. 

The bishops further declare their opinion concerning 

the thirty-fifth canon, as it now stands, that it does notes' mt 
prohibit the officiating of pious and respectable persons^s ms 
as lay readers in our churct«es, in cases of necessity oite: ^r 
of expediency ; nor the !• aiding of any church to any..^^y 
respectable congregation on any occasion of emergen- 
cy.

or diocesan convention, to be read in the house of cler-"'^ **• 
ical and lay deputies in General Convention, is herebj^ ^^y 
repealed. 

CANON II. 

Repealing I he first Canon passed iji 1817. 

The principal object contemplated by the first canoi^ ^'W 
passed in general convention in the year 1817, havin^^ S 
been accomplished by the election and consecration o^^^t 
a bishop for the diocess of Ohio, the said canon is here 
by repealed. 

CANON III. 

Concerning Pastoral Letters. 

Whereas, there is reason to fear that the pastoral let- 
ters issued from time to time by the House o.' Bishop»> 
and addressed to the members of the Episcopal churchy 
fail of their intended efTect for want of sutScient pub- 
licity ; It is hereby made the duty of every clergyman 
having a pastoral charge, when any such letter is pub- 
lished, to read ^he same to his congregation on some oc- 
casion of public worship. 

CANON IV. 

In addition to the seventeenth Canon^ passed in 1808. 

In the case of a minister of some other denomination 
of christians applying for holy orders in this church the 
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itanding committee may receive testimonials of bis pr- 
-ty, good morals, and orderly conduct from twelve 
nenibers of the denomination from which he came ; 
provided the members of the committee have such con- 
idence in the persons thus testifying, as to satisfy them 
d( the correctness of tlie testimony ; and also a testimo- 
nial to the same effect from at least one clergyman of 
:he Pro(jes(A(^ Episcopal church. 

Amending the seventeenth Canon y passed in 1808. 

When any person, not a citizen of the United States, 
ivho has officiated as a minister among any other de- 
nomination of Christians, shall apply for orders in this 
church, the Bishop, to whom application is made, shall 
require of him (in additon to the qualifications made 
necessary by the seventeenth Canon,) satisfactory evi- 
dence that he has resided at least one year in the United 
States, previous to his application. 

CANON VI. 

Of the consr.rraiion of Bishops during the recess of the 

General Convention. 

If, durinr:: the recess of the general convention, the 
Church in anv state or diocess should be desirous of the 
consecration of a hisiioji elect, the standing committee 
of the church in such stale or diocess may, by their 
prcsi'icnt or by some person or persons specially ap- 
pointed, communicate the desire to the standing com- 
mittees of tbo churches in the different states together 
with copi'.v of the necessary testimpniais : and if the 
major niinil.^erof the standing committees shall consent 



to the propose I consecr^jjftp'^tlijk^taiiding committee of 
the state or diocrss concernea'^hatl forward the evi- 
dence of such consent, together with other testimonials, 
to the presiding bishop of the house of bishops, who

If anymioister of this Church «»hatUicIare''fo* th,e Usbopof the dioceu to 
which be beloogs, or to aoy Ecclesiastic authority lor tne trial of clergymen, 
or, where there is oo bishop, to the ttandiog committee, his renunciation of the 
ministry, and his design not to officiate in future in any of the c^es thereof; it 
shall be the duty of the bishop, or, where there ii no bishop, of the standing com- 
mittee, to record the declaration so made. And it shall be the duty of the bisb* 
op to admonish, or to suspend him, or to displace him from his grade in the 
ministry, and to pronounce and record, in the presence of two or three clergymeD* 
that the person, so declaring, has been admonished, or suspended, or displaced 
from his grade in the ministry in this Church. In any diocess, in which there is 
no bishop, the same sentence may be pronounced by the bishop of any other dio- 
cess, invited by the standing committee to attend for that purpose. In the case 
of displacing from the ministry, as above provided for, it shall be the duty of the 
bishop to give notice thereof to every bishop of this Church, and to the standing 
committee in every diocess, wherein there is no bishop. 

The second canon of 1817 is hereby repealed. 

CANON VIII. 

Concerning candidates for orders. 

In addition to the testimonials produced by a person wishing to become a candi- 
date for holy orders as is prescribed by the seventh ranon, he Diu«t lay before the 
standing committee a satisfactory dlploma,or certificate from the instructors of some 
approved literary institution, or a certificate from two presbyters appointed by 
the ecclesiastical authority of the diocese to examine him, of bis possessing such 
academical learning as may enable him to enter advantageously on a course of 
theology. 

When a person applying to be admitted acaiulidatc, wishes the knowledge of 
the Latin and Greek languages and other bmuches of !eai iiint!; not strictly eccle* 
siastical to be dispensed with, the standing committee shall not recommend him 
as a candidate until he has laid before them a.ie8iinionial signed by at least two 
Presbyters of the church, sfatifig thattin their opinion he possesses extraordinary 
strength of natural understanding, a peculia^^aptitude to tcajh and a large share 
ofpnidence. • ••••"^^JL^

Holly, at 11 o'clock, A. M. 

Divine service was performed by the Rev. Jobn 
Croes, Jun. and a sermon delivered by the Rev. AdrI 
Carter. 

The Bishop then took the chair, and appointed the 
Rev. Mr. Rudd, and William 6oz, Esq. a Committee to 
examine the testimonials of the appointment of the Lay 
Deputies, and report the number of Churches repre* 
sented.

if r. lohn Mortimer Ward, and Mr. Robert Brown 
Croes, Candidates for Holy Orders in tiiis Diocess^ were 
also admitted to seats. 

On motion of F. Itean, Esq. resolved, that a Commit-^ 
tee be appointed to draught rules of order for the gov- 
ernment of this Convention. The Committee appointed 
were the Rev. Mr. Carter and Mr Ke^n, who reported 
the rules which had been adopted at t))e last Conven- 
tion. Their report was accepted. [See the Journal of

The Right Rev. Bishop Croes then delivered the foi* 
lowing address : 

Mr BRETHREN OF THE ClERGT AND OF THE LaITY, 

It affords me much satisfiiction, and ought to excite 
our common gratitude to the great Head -of the Church, 
that we have been permitted again to convene, for the 
purpose of consulting on the means, most likely to pro- 
mote the true interests and highest welfare of this section 
of it. 

As preparatory to these deliberations, and their re- 
sults ; and as an encouragement to quicken our zeal and 
to persevere in our efforts ; or, should it be necessary^ 
to remind us of our negligence, and want of exertion ; 
it is provided, that a statement of the affairs of the Dio- 
cess, and of the several visitations of the Bishop, be laid 
before you at every annual meeting. This duty I pro- 
ceed to perform. 

My first visit, after the close of our last Convention^ 
was to the lately formed Church, at Faterson. This 
took place, on Sunday, August the 27th, on which occa- 
sion, I officiated twice. The congregation of this 
Church, continues vacant, and, though it has not yet 
erected a building for the service of Goo, encourage- 
ment was given to me, that proper attention would be 
paid to it. 

On Friday, September 22, 1 visited the Episcopalians 
at Amwell, and preached at the house of Mr. Robert 
Sharp ; and on Sunday the 24th, £ also visited St. Thorn-* 
as's Church at Alexandria ; at which I performed di- 
▼ine service, and preached, twice. This congr^gation^^ 
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t rejoice to s^y, has, through divine goodness, riieU 
from a state bordering on extinction, to one compar»» 
tively prosperous. It has indeed so much improvedi 
that it is not only repairing its church, which was liter- 
ally in ruins ; but enjoys already the stated services of 
the Rev. Mr. Dunn, for a portion of his time. 

Shortly alter, on the 28th of the same month, I visited 
St. Peter's Church, Perth-Amboy and administered 
the apostolic rite of Confirmation ; on which occasfa% 
I also preached. The number confirmed was 28i. Sk 
Peter's Church preserves its standings and has, within a 
few years, considerably increased* 

On Friday, the 20th of the succeeding month, I visit* 
ed the Episcopalians at Woodbury, and preached in 
the evening ; and on Sunday, the 5th of Noyember, 1 
also visited St. Peter's Church, at Berkeley, and pe^ 
formed the same service^ 

The day following, I repaired to Salemj and, on Tues- 
day the 7th of November, I held an ordination in St« 
John's Church, in that town ; preached on the occasioOi 
and admitted to the Holy Order of Priests, the Rev* 
Richard F. Cadle, Rector elect of that Church, and of 
St. George's Church, Pennsneck. On the succeeding 
day, I instituted Mr. Cadle into the Rectorship of the 
Church first named. In both these cases, I was assisted 
by the Rev. Messrs. Morehouse and Douglass ; the for* 
mer of which, preached at the institution. 

The revival, and, thus far, the restoration of this respect* 
able, though not numerous congregation, which, with 
the exception of a short time, had been for more than 
fifty years without a rector, and in a state, but little 
removed from extinction ; whose church indeed, for a 
considerable period, had lain in ruins, the common re* 
sort of birds and beasts ; the revival, I say, and re-es* 
tablishment of this Church, and the neat and decorous 
style in which its building has been repaired, are not on- 
ly matter of surprize, but of joy, and gratitude to God 
for his goodness ; and cannot but encourage and ani- 
mate us to renewed exertions, in our endeavors to build 
up our decayed and watte places. 

On Sunday, the 28th of January, 1821, I visited St 
t'eter's Church, Spotswood, and preached twice, on.ihe 
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asion : and on Sunday, the 26tb of May, I again yU* 
that Church, and performed the same office, once, 
'he Church at Spotiwood, always small, and unable 
tself to support a minister, has, from this circura- 
ce, and other causes, rather declined than advanced* 
I, however not very different from its former condi- 
. The ancient building, in which the forefathers of 
present congregation worshipped God, is now putin* 
xcellent repair ; and the day, I trust, is not very dis- 
, when it will be supplied, in part, with a minister. 
vi«ited on Whitsunday (the 10th of June) the con- 
cation of Christ-Church, at Newton, in Sussex; 
lehed twice, and administered the sacrament of the 
d'» supper. This congregation, almost lost to our 
munion, has, within a lew months, revived ; and is 
paratively flourishing. The Rev. Mr. Dunn, their 
ister, resides in Newton, and officiates two Sundays 
of four. The people are attentive, and there is ev- 
prospect^ that its re-establishment will be perma*- 
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rom Newton, in company with Mr. Dunn, I visited 
Fames's Church, Knowlton. Here I preached, artd, 
ted by Mr. Dunn, who is the Minister of this 
rch also, I administered the communion.

es's Church, though long vacant, was not reduced to 
>w an ebb, as the Church at Newton ; and bids fair,

Thursday the 21st of June, I again performed di-

)i service, by the Rev. Jacob M. Douglass, Rector 
rinity-Church, at S wedesborough ; and, considering 
disadvantages, under which it labours, may be said 
e flourishing, especially in its spiritual concerns, 
n Friday, I visited the large and flourishing congre- 
on of Trinity-Church, Swedesborough ; and in the 
ning preached, and instituted the Rev. Mr. Douglass 
the Rectorship of that Church. In the afternoon, I 
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held a confirmation ; on which occasion, I also preach* 
ed, and administered that Holy Rite to fouiteen personSf 
The Rev. Mr. Cadle of Salem assisted me in these exex* 
cisos. 

On the Sunday following, (June the 24Ch,) I visited, 
in company with Mr Caile, St. George's Church, 
Pcnnsneck, preached, and administered confirmation to 
eight persons. 

This congregation, though not large, possesses aneit 
brick Church, nearly new, and has a considerable fund^ 
It is progressing both in numbers and piety, since the 
accession of Mr. Cadle to the Rectorship ; previously 
to which, with a small exception, it had been vacant 
nearly 35 years. In the afternoon of the same day, I 
visited again St. John's Church, Salem, and preached to 
a comparatively large and very respectable congr^a* 
tion. 

On Monday, I returned to Berkeley,* accompanied,' 
by the Rev. Messrs. Cadle and Douglass, and administer- 
ed Confirmation, in that Church, to nineteen persons. 
Mr. Cadle delivered the sermon. The occasion was 
more than ordinarily solemn and alTecting ; and the ben^. 
efit, it is to be hoped, will correspond, with it. 

I visited St. Mary's Church, Burlington, on Thunh 
day the 28th of the same month ; but did not perform 
any service, as the Church was undergoing alterations 
and repairs. The congregation of St. Mary's is in an 
increasing state ; and, through the liberality of its mem* 
bers, and the particular exertions of a lady, it has lately 
ornamented its Church and improved its sacred music, 
by the addition of a handsome organ. 

On the Sunday succeeding my visit to Burlington, I 
visited St. Mary's Church, Colestown, and preached to 
a numerous, respectable, and attentive congregatiott.^ 
This Church, though vacant, with some exceptions, for 
many years, has, in common, with the other vacant con- 
gregations, been occasionally served by Missionaries 
and the clergymen of the neighbouring churches. In 
consequence of which, it has not only been preserved 
to our communion ; but has suffered little or no dimimf- 
tion. The day is not far distant, I hope, when, with tte 
divine blessing, it will enjoy the stated administration of 
the word and sacraments* 
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In the afternoon of the same Sunday^ I visited St. An- 
dreM'^s Church, Mount-Holly, and performed divine 
service and preached. The Church of St. Andrew 
/^reserves its standing, and, compared with what it was 
any years since, is respectable for its numbers, and its 
ttention upon the worship of God. 
I again visited St. Peter's Church, Spotswood, on Sun- 
the 15th of July, and preached; and on the next 
unday, I visited St. James's church, Piscataway, where 
performed the same service. The Church at Piscata- 
^vay, always small, and for many years vacant, gives but 
faint promise of its ever rising to distinction, among its 
Bister Churches. 

The Church, to which I next directed my attention, 
-was St. Jobn'^, at Elizabeth-Town. This church, I vis- 
ited, on Sunday the 29th of July, on which occasion, I 
performed divine service and preached, both morning 
and afternoon. 
• It is hot too much to say of this church, that, in point 
of antiquity, respectability of its members, their atten- 
dance on the services of the sanctuary, and their cor- 
rect and devout behaviour in tlie house of God, it is 
second to none in the Diocess. Its condition is also 
prosperous. 

On Sunday the 5th of August, I visited Trinity- 
Church, at Woodbridge, and officiated. This Church, 
small, and necessarily vacant, though risen from a state, 
that threatened its total extinction, and though possess- 
ed of a building neatly and substantially repaired ; yet 
promises but little as to any such increase of its num- 
bers, for many years, as shall enable it to support a min- 
ister. 

The last Church, that I visited, previously to our 
present meeting, was St. Michael's Church, Trenton. 
This took place on Sunday last, on which occasion I 
preached twice, and administered the apostolic rite of 
Confirmation to thirty persons. The congregation was 
numerous and attentive, and the exercises were render- 
ed very interesting, by the solemn and devout behav- 
iour of the persons, who came forward to ratify their 
baptismal engagements.

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The congregation of St. Michael's Church — till with- 
in the last seven or eight years quite small — has become 
one of the most respectable in the Diocess, as to num« 
bers, order, and attention to divine service, and appears 
to be still progressing. 

The number of persons confirmed, since the preced* 
iug Convention, is ninety-nine- 

Since my last address, two persons have been admit- 
ted Candidates for Holv Orders, Robert B. Croes of 
New-Brunswick, and John Mortimer Ward of Newark. 
Others are preparing for admission. 

Only one ordination has taken place, viz. that of the 
R«v. R. F. Cadle, before mentioned. 

The Rev. Augustus Fitch, a jDeacon in this Diocess, 
has, by a Letter Dimissory to the Rt. Rev. Bishop Ho- 
bart, been transferred to the Diocess of New- York. 

The Rev. George H. Woodruff, also a Deacon in this 
Diocess, has, by a like Letter to the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
White, been transferred to the Diocess of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

The Rev. Lewis P. Bayard, for several years, the 
Rector of Trinity-Church, Newark, has resigned his sa- 
cred charge, and removed into the Diocess of New- 
York. 

The Rev. Henry P. Powers, a Deacon lately of the 
Diocess of New-York, has, by a Letter Dimissory from 
the Rt. Rev. Bishop Hobart, been transferred to this; 
and has also been elected Rector of Trinity-Church, 
Newark. 

A licence has been granted to John M. Ward, a Can- 
didate for Holy Orders, to officiate, in Christ-Chapel, 
Belleville, as a lay reader. 

It is pleasing to me to state, and I trust it will be re- 
ceived with becoming gratitude to God, the AXithor of 
every good gift ; that the progress of the several insti- 
tutions, connected with the Church in this Diocess, con^? 
tinues uninterrupted ; and, though slow, is perhaps as 
great, under all circumstances, as ought to be expected. 
The fund of the Corporation for the relief of the wid- 
ows and children of Clergymen, — the Missionary fund, 
— the permanent fund of the Protestant Episcopal Soci- 
ety for promoting christian knowledge and piety, — and 
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the fund forgiving additional support to the Bishop,— ^are 
all in a state of gradual augmentation ; and promise to 
be, in addition to their usefulness, at present, important 
means, in the promotion of the welfare and progress of 
the Church, hereafter. Their beneficial influence--es- 
pecialiy the Missionary, and Episcopal-Society funds— 
we have already experienced, in a very considerable 
degree. The continuance, however, of their progress, 
greatly depends on the attention and faithfulness of the 
Clergy of the Diocess, in having the required collections 
punctually made ; and otherwise promoting the interest, 
and advancement of institutions so valuable. The 
Laity will alwajs be re&dy, I am convinced, to second 
their endeavours, in the good work. 

It is another source of gratification, that the Sunday 
Schools, in the Diocess, so capable of being made nur- 
series of Religion and of the Church, when properly in- 
stituted and conducted, are both increasing and flourish- 
ing. It is to be hoped that the resolution of the last 
Convention, requiring clergymen, and, in cases of vacan- 
cy, the wardens to report the state of the schools, in 
their respective churches, will be duly attended to, in 
this sitting. 

Committing our Church, and her important concerns, 
to the care of that Divine and Gracious Being, who has de- 
clared, that he will be with his ministers to the end of the 
world ; and that the gates of hell shall not prevail against 
his Church ; may we not, with pious confidence, antici- 
pate a continuance of her prosperity, as well, with re- 
gard to the little vineyard, in which we labour, as to 
that extensive field, of which ours, is only a part. 

I now offer the parochial reports, which have been 
presented to me, in conformity with the provisions of 
the 45th canon of the Church, by the Rectors, Ministers, 
and Wardens, of the several congregations, in the Dio- 
cess, that they may be read for the information of the 
Convention, and inserted in the Journal.

That a Sunday School has been established in the 
congregation, whose object is, the religious instruction 
of children, according to the doctrines of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, 

The report of Mr. Cadle further states, that an un- 
pleasant circumstance had occurred in the congregation 
of St. John's Church, Salem, threatening for a time, its 
peace and prosperity. A plea had been set up, that a few- 
years ago, when the Church was repaired, the privilege I 
of occasionally inviting the ministers of one or two other 
religious societies to officiate in it, had been granted to 
those who contributed to its repairs; and, under this 
plea, the exercise of the privilege had not only been 
claimed, but in some cases, actually carried into effect, 
regardless of the proper authority of the Church. As 
however no record of such stipulation existed ; as it had 
never before been heard of, by some, who took an 
active part, in the repairs of she church ; and as such 
grant, if inadvertently made, was contrary to the 

8 • 
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canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and could 
not therefore be binding ; the officers of the Church, as 
guardians of its rights, could not but reject such plea, 
and maintain the exclusive authority of Episcopalians to 
the edifice. That not only have its rights therefore been 
preserved. inviolate; but its interests do not appear to 
have suffered f and it is, he concludes, a matter of satis- 
faction to report, that its services are constantly attended 
by a respectable congregation. 

AVilliam P, Deare, Esq. Treasurer of the Convention, 
presented statements of his accounts, which were read, 
and, on motion, committecl to the Rev. Mr. Carter, and 
Joseph V. Clark, Esq. to examine and report thereon. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned to half past 8 
o'clock, in the afternoon.

The Rev. Mr. Rudd reported, that agreeably to ap* 
pointraent, hp performed divine service and preached 
twice, in St. Peter's Church, Spotswood, on the four* 
fceiith Sunday aflef Trinity, 1820; on which occasiorr, 
he baptized two infants : that he made an appointment t6 
officiate tliere again, in the month of October, and left 
home, for that purpose, but the day was so tempestu- 
ous ; that he did not get there. He further reported, 
that he preached one Sunday for the Bishop, while lie 
was absent, in the discharge of his episcopal duties. 

The Rev. Mr. Chapman, transmitted a report, that be 
had, according to appointment, officiated, on two Sunday 
afternoons, in Trinity-Church, Woodbridge; and one 
Sunday, in Christ-Church, New-Brunswick, in the ab- 
sence of the Bishop. ^ 

The Rev. John Croes, Jun. reported, that he had ful- 
filled his appointment, in preaching one Sunday, at 
New-Brunswick for the Bishop, and one Sunday at 
St. Peter's, Freehold. That he had also preached a 
second Sunday at Freehold, and administered the com- 
munion ; and again, on a week day. 

The Rev. Clarkson Dunn reported, that he had, in 
addition to his appointments as missionary, officiated 
three times, at Woodbridge, twice, at Belvidere, twice, 
in the Church at Johnsonburg, once, at a private house 
in the same neighborhood, once, in the congregation of 
St. Andrew's, Amweli, and two Sundays, in Christ- 
Church, New-Brunswick, in the absence of the Bishop. 

The Rev. Mr. Carter reported, that he had, by ap- 
pointment, officiated one Sunday in Christ-Church, 
New-Brunswick, in the absence of the Bishop. 

The Rev. Mr. Morehouse, reported, that he had, ac- 
cording to appointment, officiated one Sunday, in 
St. Mary's, Colestown ; that he had also preached one 
Sunday, in Christ-Chapel, Belleville, and, on a week 
day, in St. Peter's Church, Berkeley. 

The Rev. Mr. Douglass, reported, that, according to 
the directions of the Bishop, he had preached twice, on 
Sundays, in St. Mary's Church, Colestown, and baptized 
four children. That he had also preached twice at 
Iladdoufield, twice, on Sundays, at Glassborough, and 
very frequently at St. Stephen's Church, Muilica Hill. 

The Rev. Mr. Cadle reported, that he had, agreeably 
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to appointment, officiated, on a Sunday in Cliriit-ChtircL 
New-Brunswick, in the absence of the Bishop ; that he 
bad aiso set out to fulfil his appointment to preach at 
St, Mary's Church, Colestown ; but was sent for, to at- 
tend a funeral, in his congregation, at Salem : that, in 
addition to his appointments, he preached twice, on a 
week day, at Mullica-Hill. 

Peter Kean, Esq. offered the following preamble and 
resolution for the consideration of the Convention; 
Whereas, by several resolutions, passed by the Conven- 
tion, in the year 1816, and subsequent years, loans have 
been made from the missionary fund to the episcopal 
fund, now amounting to five hundred and fifty dollars; 
and whereas, said loans were made to defray expencei 
incurred by the Bishop, while performing services, 
strictly speaking, chargeable to the missionary fund ; 

Resolved, therefore, that the said debt now charged 
against the Episcopal fund, be, and the same is, hereby 
cancelled. 

This resolution, on taking the question, was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Joseph V, Clark, Esq. called up the proposition, 
which he had made at the last Convention to alter the 
10th article of the Constitution. This, after some dis- 
cussion, was, on motion, postponed.^ 

The Rev. Mr. Cadle proposed for the consideration 
of the Convention, the following amendment to the Ist 
article of the Constitution, viz. that the word Salcviy be 
inserted between the words Shrewsbury and Elizabeth-

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The gentlemen, who were appointed at the last Con- 
vention to solicit additional subscriptions to the Episco- 
pal fund, were called on, to report the progress, which 
they had made. Those, who were present, reported, 
that though some progress had been made, certain rea- 
sons had induced them to defer for a time the continu- 
ance of their applications. The reports were accepted ; 
and they were requested to renew their solicitations, at 
a proper season. 

The Bishop gave information to the Convention, that 
the lit. Rev. Dr. Kemp, Bishop of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, in Maryland, had communicated to him, 
that in consequence of a formal renunciation of the au- 
thority of the Church of Maryland, by the Rev. Alfred 
H. Dashiel a Deacon in that Church ; and for his sub- 
mitting to ordination, by his father George Dashiel, a 
degraded Presbyter formerly of that Church, he had 
pronounced the said Alfred H. Dashiel, displaced from 
his grade in the ministry of the Church. 

On motion, resolved, that the Treasurer of the Con- 
vention be directed to pay to the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Croes, one hundred and fifty dollars, out of any moneys, 
that may have been, or shall be received, either in in- 
terest from, or collections in the several churches,for the 
Episcopal Fund. 

The Rev. Mr. Carter, proposed for the consideration 
of the Convention, the following alteration of the 3d ar- 
ticle of the Constitution, viz. that Rectors-elect shall be 
permitted to vote in the Convention^ 

On motion, resolved, that the same number of copies 
of the Journal be printed, as was directed to be printed, 
the last year, and that they be distributed in the same 
proportions.

The Board of Directors, to whom is confided the ap- 
propriation of the Missionary Fund, beg leave to make 
the following report to the Convention : — 

That, as was stated in their last communication to 
this house, they, through their President, engaged the 
Rev. Clarkson Dunn to perform the duties of a Mission-, 
ary, for one year, to the vacant churches in Sussex 
County, and in other parts of the Diocess ; and as a 
means of his support, they agreed to allow him from the 
fund, such a sum, as, in connection with what he might 
receive from the churches in Sussex aud elsewhere, 
would amount to $400. Mr. Dunn has faithfully, and, 
as they cannot doubt, usefully fulfilled his engagements, 
and has drawn from the fund, in full discharge of the 
contract, % 175. 
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In his report to the Bishop— ex-officio President of the 
Board — it appears that he has, in the execution of the 
trust committed to him« performed divine service and 
preached, in the congregation of Christ-Church, New- 
ton, on every second Sunday, during the year ; in the 
summer two services and in the winter one ; that, in St. 
James's Church, Knowlton, he has, in iike manner, of- 
ficiated every fourth Sunday, during the same time ; and 
that for the latter six months, he officiated every fourth 
Sunday, in St. Thomas's Church, Alexandria, by spe- 
cial contract. That he has also performed divine ser- 
vicey and preached, on one Sunday, at Sl James's, Pis- 
cataway, and at Trinity, Woodbridge ; — two Sundays, 
in St. Peter's Church, Spotswood, and St. Peter's, Free- 
hold ; — one Sunday, in the congregation at Paterson, 
and at Christ-Chapel, Belleville ; — one Sunday, at St. 
Thomas's Church, Glassborough, St. Stephen's, MuUi- 
ca Hill, and St. Peter's, Berkeley; — and one Sunday, at 
St. Thomas's Church, Alexandria, afid in the congrega- 
tion of St. Andrew's, Am well. He reports also, that the 
collections for the Missionary Fund, during his mission, 
amount to $ 24 85. 

It is with great satisfaction, the Board reflect on the 
happy issue of this mission, which has terminated in the 
continuance of Mr. Dunn in the Churches at Newton 
and Knowlton, and also, for the present, at Alexandria, 
as their regular minister j — churches, which for years, 
bad scarcely an existence. 

Much credit is due to that gentleman, for the pru- 
dence, zeal, and fidelity^ with which he has conducted 
the mission, and recommended himself to the people of 
those churches, by whotn he is spoken of with great af* 
fection and respect. 

. The board have the satisfaction to state, that another 
Missionary, the gentleman who is this day to be ordain- 
ed, will shortly commence his labours.

STATE OF NEW- JERSEY, 

As revised^ and adopted in a Convention, held at the city 
of Burlington^ on the 1st and 2d days of May, 1811, am 
ticcording to the several alterations and amendmenis^ 
adopted in subsequent Conventions, 

I. There shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in tbii 
State or Dbcess, on the Wednesday, next preceding the last Wednesday in Au- 
gust, annually; to be held in rotation at the folIowiDg places, viz. Newark, 
Mount-Holly, Shrewsbury, Elizabeth-Town, Trenton, Perth -Amboy, Burlinc* 
ton, New-Brunswick and Swedesborou^h. 

II. The Convention shall be composed both ofclergymen and laymen. 

ill. Every Priest or Presbyter, who has been duly instituted Reetorofany 
Church in this Diocess, shall be a uiffrabcr cs-oiBcio. Clei^men, who have for- 
merly been Rectors in this Diocess, but having resigned their charges, remain in it, 
or return to it, after a period of absence, may also oecome, and shall hereafter be 
considered as, members of this Convention, in full standing ; provided all the ia* 
atituted Rectors present, and all the congi egations represented, at the meetiQg, 
when any such clergyman shall be proposed, give their votes in favor of it. Rec- 
tors-elect, and Deacons, who belong to the Dioceps, and officiate itetedly within 
it, are also admitted to seats, and may express their opinions on all questions that 
come before the Convention ; but may neither vote, be appointed iliembers of tht 
Standing Committee, nor be elected delegates to the General CcMivention. 

IV. The Laity shall consist of a representation, comprising one, or more dep- 
uties from each incorporated, or otherwise regularly established Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the Diocess, which shall, on application, be admitted as a mem- 
ber of the Convention ; such deputy or deputies, always beinjr a member, or mem- 
bers of the Church, purporting to be repreEented, and residing in the State, and 
within the commonly reputed bounds of the congregation of said Church. These 
deputies shall produce to a committee, appointed to examine their credentials, cer* 
tiBcates of their election, in the form following :

IX. At every annual Convention, divine service «hall be performed, and ia

casino, shall be delivered previotisly to enterin;; on buf)ines9: and these religiouf 
^sercises shall commence precisely at eleven o'clock, A. M. on the stated day

X. The Standing Committee, to be appointed in pursuance of the fourth Canon 
^»f the General Convention, shall consist of members of both orders; and, in all 
«:afe9 in which it may be necessary for the said Committee to act, a majority of 
the members shall assemble ; and their proceedinss shall be recorded by the 
S^ccretary, and reported to the s'jccecdin^^ ConvrntioD.

ADDRESa 

Mr Brethrev of the Clergt, and or the Laitt ; 

In making the address, required by the canons, at ev- 
^ry meeting of diocesan Conventions, I have the pleas- 
jre to commence, with remarking, that I have been en- 
ibled, through Divine goodness, to visit almost every 
church in the diocese, since we last assembled. 

On tbe termination of that meeting, I proceeded 
mmediately to admit, in St. Andrew's Church, Mount- 
Solly, to the holy order of Deacons, John Mortimer 
Ward of this Diocese. 

The Sunday succeeding, I visited St. Mary's Church, 
[3oIestown, preached to a numerous congregation, and 
idministered the conununion. I was assisted in the lat- 
;er office, by the Rev. Mr. Ward ; with whom the con- 
gregation — long vacant — immediately made an engage- 
ment for the half of his services. The residue, I engag- 
ed him to devote to the vacant churches, as a missiona- 
ry. 

In September, I visited Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, 
preached three times, and administered the holy rite of 
[confirmation to twenty-six persons. 

The Church at Shrewsbury preserves its strength and 
respectability ; and its spiritual, as well as its temporal 
3oncei'ns, may be considered in an improving state. 
Since my last visit, the congregation has repaired and 
painted the interiour of its house of worship. 
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In the same month, I visited St. Thomas's Church, 
Alexandria, preached to a large and attentive congre- 
gation, and administered the holy commanion. The 
building belonging to this congregation — after haying 
laid in ruins> many years — is at length neatly repairedf 
and improved. 

The day succeeding, I visited the congregation of St. 
Andrew's Church, Amwell, and officiated. 

On Sunday, the 23d of September, I visited the vacant 
Church at Spotswood, and preached. I did the same 
also, on (he following Wednesday. 

On Sunday, the 30th of September, I visited Trinitj- 
Church, at Newark, and performed divine service, and 
preached twice ; and on Wednesday following, I offici- 
ated also at Williamsville, near Newark. 

The congregation of Trinity-Church, Newark, pre- 
serves its standing, both as to numbers, and respectability; 
and it is to be hoped, that its spiritual condition keeps 
pace with its temporal. 

On Friday, the fifth of October, I visited the congre- 
gation of Christ-Chapel, Belleville, vacant, and preach- 
ed. 

On Sunday the seventh, I visited also, the vacant 
Church at Paterson, celebrated divine service, and 
preached twice. This congregation, I have since learn- 
ed, are using means to procure funds for the erection of 
a church. 

I visited, on Monday, the eighth, St. Matthew's 
Church, Jersey, and officiated. This church, I am in- 
formed, is regularly supplied with a minister — the Rer. 
Cave Jones of New- York— on every second Sunday. 

From the 30th of October to the 3d of November^ I 
attended a special session of the General Convention, as* 
sembled in Philadelphia, on matters relating to the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary. 

I again visited, on the third Sunday in Lent, (March 
the 10th, 182:2,) the still vacant Church, at Spotswood, 
preached twice, and administered the holy communion* 

On Sunday the 14th of April, I performed divine ser>- 
vice and preached at St. James's Church, Piscataway, 
which still continues vacant* 



On the third Sunday after Easter, I administered the 
apostolic rite of confirmation, in Ghrist*Church, New- 
Brunswick ; on which occasion, sixteen persons were 
confirmed. 

This Church has, within a short time, been newly 
roofedi and otherwise repaired and improved : the con- 
gregation, though not large, are attached to the doctrines 
and worship of our Church ; and unite in her holy ser- 
vices with much propriety, and, I trust, real devotion. 

I visited, on the 21st of May, St Michael's Church, 
at Trenton ; and preached on the occasion. 

On Sunday, the 26th of that month, I visited St. 
John's Church, Salem, and officiated in the morning. 
In the afternoon, I preached at St. George's Pennsneck, 
and administered confirmation to five persons. These 
churches preserve their standing. 

The succeeding Thursday, I visited St. Thomas's 
Church, Giassborough, and St. Stephen's- Church, Mul- 
lica-Hiil, both vacant ; and performed divine service, 
and preached at each of them. 

On Sunday the 2d of June, I visited Trinity-Church, 
Swedesborough, and preached in the morning. 

In the afternoon of that day, I preached also, at St. 
Peter's Church, Berkeley. 

I visited St. Andrew's-Ghurcli, Mount-Holly, on Wed- 
nesday, the 5th of June, on which occasion, I preached, 
and held a confirmation. The number confirmed wast 
ten. I preached also in the evening. 

On the succeeding day, I visited St. Mary's Church, 
Burlington, and preached in the evening. 

It was also my intention to visit again, St. Mary's 
Church, Colestown, and preach, and administer the 
communion ; but, though I succeeded in making the vis^ 
it, on Sunday the 9th of June ; I was prevented, by 
sickness, irom performing any duties. From the same 
cause, I was not able to fulfil an appointment, which 
I had made to visit, in the afternoon of the same day, 
and officiate at, St. John's Church, Chew's Landing, 
vacant for many years, and almost extinct. 

On Sunday the 16th of June, I vbited St. John'sr 
Church, at Elizabeth-Town, and celebrated divme ser- 
vice and preached twice. The congregation of this 
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church* since my last report^ has procured ahandsomcf 
organ, which has already tended to improve its sacred 
music. 

On Sunday the 30th of June, I visited the Cong^rega* 
tion of ChristXhurch, Newton; but was prevented 
from preaching and administering the holy commanioDy 
as I had appointed, by severe indisposition. This con- 
gregation continues to flourish, and means are in pro- 
gress to erects with the Divine blessing, a handaome 
stone church, the next summer. 

From the cause above mentioned, I was also prevent- 
ed from proceeding to fulfil an appointment made,, to 
preach at Christ-Church Johnsonburgh, on the Afterboon 
of the same day ; and to preach and administer the ho^ 
ly communion, on the following day, at St. Jameses 
Church, Knowlton. 

I visited on Sunday the 2ist July, Trinity-Chun^h, 
at Woodbridge, and preached. 

On the following Sunday, I visited St. Peter'a Church, 
Perth-Amboy, and preached both morning and after-" 
noon. 

I again visited St. James's Churcl^ Piscatatray, oft 
Sunday the 1 1th of August/ and officiated. 

On Sunday the ]8th, I visited Christ-Church, Middle- 
town, and preached ; and, on the afternoon of the aalnc 
day, I again visited Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, and 
also preached. 

On Monday, the 19th of August, I visited St. Peter's 
Church, Freehold, and officiated. This Church: ia still 
vacant ; but has the prospect of obtaining a minister ve- 
ry shortly. 

It is, with great gratification, that I am able to state 
to you, my brethren, that more of the churches, in the 
diocese, have had stated regular service, during, the 
year just past; and that the residue, still vacant, have, 
in general, been more frequently opened for public 
worship, in the same time, than at any former period : 
eighteen churches having had regular service, and tea 
having been occasionally, though often, served by the 
missionary, and other clergymen. 

This state of things, under the Divine blessing, wUk I 
have reason to hope^ gradually Improve ; and, that, bI 
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kio very remote period, several of the. yet vacant 
cjburcbes, will also be regularly supplied with lulmsters. 
One person only has been admitted a candidate for 
holy orders^ since the last Convention, Mr. John Sel- 
lon of Shrewsbury* 

There has been also, but one ordination, that of the 
Rev. John M. Ward, before mentioned. 

Four confirmations have been held. The number 
eonfirmed, fifty seven. 

. The Rev. Daniel Higbee, late a Presbyter of this di- 
ocese, has removed to the diocese of Delaware. 

The several institutions in the diocese, connected 
with the church, continue, through the Divine blessing, 
to prosper. The funds belonging to them gradually in- 
crease ; and to the application of one of them— >the mis- 
sionary fund — is principally to be ascribed, under God, 
the improved state of some of pur long vacant and al- 
most ruined churches^ and the establishJOQent of minis- 
ters in others. 

The Sunday schools also are generally flourishing, 
And continue to produce their usual beneficial effects, 
among the children of the poor, and upo society in gen* 
eral. 

It aflbrdfl me a high degree of gratificatioi. *o com* 
municate to you, that, at a late General Convention, 
specially convened for the purpose; the conflicting 
claims of the General Theological Seminary, and of a 
Theological Seminary established in the diocese of 
New-York, relative to a bequest of the late Mr. Jacob 
Sherred ; and which threatened for a time to disturb 
the peace and unity of the Church ; were happily 
brought to a termination, by the organization of a Sem- 
inary to be composed of both ; and, according to the 
conditions of the bequest, to be established in New- 
York. 

The Seminary thus instituted, is already in successful 
operation, under professors of acknowledged talents 
auid fidelity ; and with students, respectable as to num* 
bers, capacity, and diligence. 

It is to be hoped, that the members of the Church in 
this diocese, especially those, upon whom God has be- 
stowed wealth, will not be backward in contributing to 
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. tlie support of an iastitution of such immense iqapott* 
ance to the wellbeing and respectability of thek 
Church, and of the holy religion, which they profess. 
The ultimate success of it, indeed, under the blessing of 
the Divine Head of the Chorch, will greatly depend up- 
on their liberal donations, in connexion with the dona- 
tions of the wealthy Episcopalians generally throngh- 
out the United States. Let none therefore withhold his 
proportion from an object of such weighty cooiequenee 
to the Church of which he professes himself a member ; 
and in whose respectability and usefulness, he cuinot 
but feel the deepest interest. 

I consider it my duty, alsQ,*-and it is with no nnaU 
degree of pleasure, I perform it — to announce to you, 
that the General Convention of 18itO, instituted a do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Society for general pur- 
poses. This was, however, not matured, till the late 
Special General Convention, when its organizatioo was 
completed. The Society is now in operation. Its ob- 
jects are, to send missionaries into the States and Terri- 
tories, in which our church is not yet organized ; and 
collect together the scattered members of our eommau^ 
ion, who have migrated to those remote parts ; and are 
now wandering about as sheep without shepherds ;*^to 
afford temporary and occasional assistance to those dio« 
ceses, which are not able of themselves to support the 
requisite missionaries ; and to send missionaries also to 
the heathen of our own country ; and, when opportuni- 
ty offers, and its means are sufficient, to the heathen on 
the eastern continent, for the purpose of endeavouring to 
'< turn them from darkness to light and from the power 
of Satan unto God." 

It is desirable, that every churchman, who, can con* 
veniently pay three dollars a year, should become a 
member of this very useful Society. But, as many per- 
sons are unable to pay that sum, it is recommended to 
the several dioceses, to establish auxiliary societies or 
associations, the members of which to pay amHch small- 
er sum, or to adopt any mode to give aid to the parent 
society, which, in cases, in which dioce^n institutions 
already exist, may not interfere with such institutions. 

I would, therefore, suggest to the Convention, tbeex- 
|)ediency of recommending to every congregation in the 
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diocese, to form a missionary assooiation ; the contrtBu- 
tioDs of wliich to be transmitted every year to the 
Treasurer of the Gonrenlion, in aid of the collection^ 
which are annually made, in the several churches, for 
missionery purposes : and that the Board of Directors of 
the missionary fund be authorized to transmit annually, 
so much of the avails of the fund^ as they may think ex- 
pedient, to the Treasurer of the General Missionary So- 
ciety, for the use of the Society. 

The liberal support of this truly Christian Institution, 
is a duty, which we owe to ourselves, as members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church ; the reputation of which, 
in this period of unusual exertion, in the extension of 
the Gospel, is deeply involved in its success ; also as 
members of the Christian Church, at large, which ne- 
cessarily imply, that we use the means and powers, with 
which God has endowed us, in endeavouring to extend f 
tfie blessed kingdom of his Son, and to promote the ^ 
Spiritual interests of our fellow creatures. 

I now offer the parochial reports, which have been 
presented to me, in conformity with the provisions of 
the 45tb canon of the Churchy by the Rectors, Minis* 
ters^ and Wardens, of the several congregations in the 
diocese, that they may be read for the information of 
the ConventioB, and inserted in the Journal.

That since the last report^ a commodious edifice, with 
two rooms, has been erected and finished, for the ac- 
commodation of the Sunday school.

GENTERAL CONTENTION, OF THE PROTESTANT EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH^ HELD IN PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30, 
1822. 



ConstittUion of the General Theological Seminary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America. 

I. The Theological Seminary of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church in the United Stated of America, shall be 
permanently established in the state of New- York. 
The trustees of the said seminary shall have power, 
from time to time, to establish one or more branch 
schools in the state of New-York, or elsewhere, to be 
under the superlntendance and control of the said trus- 
sees* 

II. The management of the said seminary shall be 
vested in a board of trustees, who shall have power to 
constitute professorships, and to appoint the professors, 
and to prescribe the course of study in the respective 
schools, and to make rules and regulations and statutes 
for the government thereof; and generally to take such 
measures as they may deem necessary to its prosperity ; 
provided, that such rules and regulations, and course of 
study, and measures be ilpt repugnant to the coostitutibn 
and canons of the church, and to the course of study for 
candidates for orders, which is, or may be established by 
the house of bishops. — The bishops, in their individual 
and collective capacity, shall be visiters of the seminary, 
and shall see that the course of instruction and discipline 
be conducted agreeably to the toregoing provision.— 
The trustees shall make report to every general con- 
vention of their proceedi&gs, and of the state of the sem* 
inary. 
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III. The board of trustees shall be permanently con- 
stituted, as follows: — The bishops of the church shall 
be ex-officio members of the board. Every diocese shall 
be entitled to one trustee, and one additional trustee for 
every eight clergymen in the same ; and to one addition- 
al trustee for every two thousand dollars of moneys, in 
any way given or contributed in the same to the funds 
of the seminary, until the sum amounts to 10,000 dollars ; 
and one additional trustee for every 10,000 dollars of 
contributions and donations, as aforesaid, exceeding 
that sum. The trustees shall be resident in the dioces- 
es for which they are appointed. They shall be nom- 
inated by the diocesan conventions respectively, to 
every stated general convention, who may confirm or 
reject such nominations. The senior bishop present 
shall preside at every meeting of the board of trustees ; 
and, whenever demanded by a majority of the bishops 
present, or a majority of the clerical and lay trustees 
present, the concurrence of a majority of the bishops 
present, and a majority of clerical and lay trusteespre- 
sent, shall be necessary to any act of the board* Eieir- 
en trustees shall constitute a quorum. The trustees sball 
continue in office until their successors are appointed. 
In the interval between the stated meetings of the gen- 
eral convention, the board shall have power to supply 
all vacancies, from the dioceses respectively In whieh 
they may have occurred. 

ly. For the present, and until the next stated general 
convention, the board of trustees shall consist of the 
bishops of the church, and of the 24 trustees of the gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, heretofore established by 
the General Convention, and of 14 trustees ofaosen by 
the managers of the Protestant Episcopal Theological 
Education Society in the state of New-York, "[uiese 
trustees shall exercise the powers of the permanent 
bosMTd, as detailed in the foregoing article, and agreeably 
to the provisions thereof. 

The board of trustees shall always meet in the diocesd 
where the seminary is established, at such stated periods 
as they may determine ; and special meetings may be 
called by the bishop of the said diocese, and shall be 
called by him at the requisition of a majority of the 
hisbops. 
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y* The professors of the General Theological Semi- 
nary heretofore established by the General Convention, 
and the professors in the Theological Seminary in the 
diocese of New- York, shall be professors in the General 
Theological Seminary hereby established in that dio- 
cese. 

The board of trustees shall have power to remove 
professors and other officers : but no professors shall be 
removed from office, except at a special meeting of the 
board called to consider the same ; nor unless notice of 
an intended motion for such removal, and of the grounds 
^hereof, shall have been given at a previous meeting of 
the board. The nomination of professors shall be made 
at one meeting of the board of trustees, and acted upon 
at a subsequent meeting ; due notice being given of the 
object of the said meeting to every member of the board. 

VL The funds and other property, and claims to 
ifunds or property of the General Theological Seminary, 
heretofore established by the General Convention, shall 
be vested in, and transferred to the General Seminary 
hereby established, as soon as an act of the board of 
managers of the Protestant Episcopal Theological Edu* 
cation Society, in the state of New- York, shall vest in 
and transfer to the same Seminary, all their funds, and 
other property and claims to funds and property — and 
all engagements and responsibilities entered into, or as- 
sumed by either of the said institutions, for the purpose 
of their foundation, consistent with the other provisions 
of this constitution, shall be considered as binding upon 
the General Seminary, so established within the state of 
New-York. 

VII. This constitution shall be unalterable, except by 
a concurrent vote of the board of trustees, and of the 
Creneral Convention. 
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The Constittdian of the Domestic and Foreign Mission^ 
ary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Churehj in the< 
United States of America. 

Art. I- 

This institution shall be denominated the Domestic 
and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Churchy in the United States of America^ 

Art. II« 

It shall be composed of the bishops of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and of the members of the house of 
clerical and lay deputies of the General Convention of 
said church, for the time being ; and of such other per- 
sons, as shall contribute, by subscription, three doUarsi 
or more, annually to the' objects of the institution^ dar- 
ing the continuance of such contributions ; and of such 
as shall contribute at once thirty dollars, which contri- 
bution shall constitute them members for life. 

Members who pay fifty dollars, on subscribing, shall 
be denominated patrons of the society. 

It shall be the privilege of the subscribers, to desig- 
nate, on their subscriptions, to which of the objects, 
domestic or foreign, they desire their contributions to 
be applied* If no specification be made, the board of 
directors, may apply them tp either^ or both, at their 
discretion* 

Art. hi. 

The society shall meet triennially, at the place» in 
trhich the General Convention, shall hold its session. 
The time of meeting shall be on the first day of the ses- 
sion, at five o'clock, P. M. 

A sermon shall be preached, and a collection made in 
aid of the funds of the society, at such time, during the 
session of the Convention, as may be determined at the 
annual meeting: the pres^cher to be appointed by the 
house of bishops. 
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ARTi IV. 

The presiding bisliop of tbis church, shall be president 
of the society ; the other bishops, according to seniority, 
vice-presidents. There shall be two secretaries, and 
twenty-four directors, who shall be chosen, by ballot, at 
each meeting«- 

Aet. V. 

The directors, together with the president, vice-pres- 
. idents, and patrons of the society — who shall, ex-officio, 
'be directors — shall compose a body to be denominated 
the Board of Directors of the Domestic and Foreign 
' Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in the United States of America. They shall meet an- 
nually in the city of Philadelphia, except in the year of 
the meeting of the General Convention, when they shall 
assemble at the place of the meeting thereof. J^ine 
members of the board of directors shall be necessary to 
constitute a quorum to do business. 

The meetings of the board of directors shall always 
be opened with using a form of prayer to be set forth by 
the house of bishops for that purpose, or one or more 
suitable prayers selected from the liturgy. 

Art. VI. 

At the annual meetings, all missionary stations, ap- 
pointments of missionaries, and appropriations pf money, 
and all by-laws necessary for their owd government, and 
for conducting the affairs of the missions, shall be made ; 
provided, that all appointments of missionaries shall be 
with the approbation of the bishops present. Special 
meetings may be called by the president, or by one of 
the vice-presidents, as often as may be necessary to carry 
into effect, the resolutions adopted at the annual meet- 
ings of the board ; at which special meetings, s^z^^n mem- 
bers, including the president, or one of the vice-presi- 
dents, shall be a quorum to transact business. 

The board of directors, whether at their annual or 
special meetings, may appoint such committees as may 
be necessary or usefuU 
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Abt. VII. 

There shall be annually appointed a treasurer and two 
members of the society, who together shall be termed 
trustees of the permanent fund. 

The treasurer shall receive all contributions which 
shall be made to the society, and enter them in detail, 
distinguishing between what may be contributed for 
domestic, and what for foreign purposes, if any such dis- 
tinction should be made ; and present a statement of his 
accounts annually^ or oftener, if required, to the board 
of directors. He shall not pay moneys unless on an or- 
der from the board, signed by the president, or in his 
absence, by the senior vice-president, who may attend 
the meeting, when suctorder is given. 

Twenty per cent of all moneys, which shall be contrib- 
uted, to carry into effect the objects of the institution, 
shall be vested by the trustees, in their own name, as 
officers of the society, in some safe and productive stock, 
to constitute a permanent fund. The residue of tlie con- 
tributions, with the interest arising from the permanenC 
fund, shall be appropriated to the objects, for which the 
society was formed. 

Art. VIII. 

The board of directors, at their annual meetings, shall 
take such measures as they may deem proper, to estab- 
lish auxiliary societies in any diocese, with^tjbe advice 
and consent of the bishop of the same ; to secnre patron- 
age, and to enlarge the funds of the institution. The 
bishop of every diocese shall be president of the auxil- 
iary societies organized within it. 

Art. IX. 

In any diocese or district where there is a bishop or an 
ecclesiastical body duly constituted under the authority 
of the convention of the same for missionary purposes, 
aid may be given in money ; but the appointment of the 
missionary shall rest with the bishop or ecclesiastical 
body aforesaid. He shall act under their direction ; and 
shall render to theni a report of bis proceedings, copies 
of whioh shall be forwarded to this society. 
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Art. X. 

The board of directors shall, at every meeting of the 
society, present a detailed report of their proceedings ; 
which, if approved and adopted by the society, shall, on 
the next day, be presented by their president, to the 
General Convention, as the report of the sociely. 

Art. XL 

The present convention shall elect, by ballot, the 
twenty-four directors and the two secretaries, provided 
for, by the 4th article, to act till the first stated meeting 
I of the society; and the first meeting of the board of di- 
rectors shall take place at Philadelphia, on the third 
Wednesday in November instant. 

Art* XII. 

It is recommended to every member of this society, to 
pray to Almighty God, for his blessing upon its designs, 
under the full conviction, that unless he direct us in all 
our doingSf with his most gracious favour, and further 
us, with his continual help, we cannot reasonably hope, 
either to procure suitable persons to act as missionaries, 
or expect that their endeavours will be successful.

Thr being the place and time for the annual meeting 
of the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in the state of New-Jersey, the Right Rev. the Bishop 
of the Diocese^ and several of the clergy and of the lay 
deputies, assembled, in St. John's Church, at 1 1 o'clock, 
A. M. 

Divine service was conducted by the Rev. Abiel Car- 
ter, and a sermon preached, by the Rev. Richard F. Ca- 
dle. The Bishop then held an ordination, and admitted 
to the holy order of Deacons, Robert B. Croes of the 
diocese. 

After the performance of these religious exercises, the 
Bishop took the chair, and appointed the Rev. James 
Chapman, and George C. Thomas Esq. a.committee to 
examine the testimonials of appointment of the lay de- 
puties, and report the number of churches represented* 

The committee reported that deputies were present 
from eleven churches.

The number of churches represented^ exceeding the 
constitutional quorum, the members took their seats, and 
the Convention proceeded to the choice of a secretary. 
The Rev. John Croes, Jun. was duly elected. 

On motion, the Rev. Frederick Beasley, D. D. Provost 
of the University of Pennsylvania, the Rev. Benjamin 
T. Ooderdonk, a Professor in the Theological Seminary 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United States, 
the Rev- Abiel Carter, of the Diocese of Georgia, the 
Rev. Richard F. Cadle, of the Diocese of New-York, 
Mr. Roosevelt Johnson, a candidate for orders in the Dio- 
cese of New- York, lately a member of the Theological 
Seminary, and Mr. Stone, a proposed candi- 
date, being at this time, in Elizabeth- Town, were invit- 
ed to attend the sittings of the Convention. 

On motion, the rules of order^ established for the gov- 
ernment of the last Convention, were read ; and a Re- 
solution passed, that they be adopted for the government 
of this* 

Agreeably to the provisions of the forty-fifth canon of 
the General Convention, the Right Rev. Bishop Croes, 
then delivered the following 

WE are permitted again, by the good providence of 
God, my Clerical and Lay brethren, to assemble for the 
purpose of considering the state of the Church, within 
our limits ; and to devise the best modes, under God, for 
its preservation, promotion, purity, and good order. As 
on these occasions, it is required of me, in the office I 
sustain, to deliver an address to you, *' stating the affairs 
of the Diocese, since our last meeting ; the names of the 
churches, which I have visited ; the number of persons 
confirmed ; the names of those, who have been received 
as candidates for orders ; and of those who have been 
ordained, suspended, or degraded ; the changes by death, 
removal, or otherwise, which have taken place among 
the clergy ; and in general, all matters tending to throw 
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Kght on the affairs of the Diocese :'^ I proceed, there* 
fore, to the performance of this duty. 

At the close of our last Convention, I continued my 
Tisit to the congregation of Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, 
and preached twice, on the following Sunday. 

On Sunday the 22d. September, 1822, I visited St. 
Thomas's Church, Alexandria, and performed divine 
service, preached, and administered the holy commu- 
nion. I also baptized an adult. This church is now 
vacant. It was my intention, on this tour, to visit also 
the vacant congregation of St. Andrew's Church, Am- 
well ; but on the day, which I had appointed, it stormed 
so violently, that I could not travel. 

I visited Trinity-Church, Newark, on Sunday the 13th 
of October, succeeding ; and officiated both morning 
and afternoon. On the following Wednesday, I held 
an ordination, in that church, and admitted to the holy 
order of priests, the Rev. Henry P. Powers, who had 
been elected its Rector. On the succeeding morning, I 
instituted the Rev. Mr. Powers into the Rectorship of 
the said church, and, in the aftornoon, held a confirma- 
tion there ; on which occasion, that holy rite was adxni- 
nistered to twenty persons. 

On Friday the 18th October, I visited Christ-Chapel, 
Belleville, and preached ; and on the Sunday succeed- 
ing, the 20th of October, I also visited the vacant con- 
gregation at Paterson, and officiated twice. 

On Monday the 21st, I visited St. Matthew's Church, 
city of Jersey, and preached on the occasion. 

i visited St* John's Church, Elizabeth-Town, on Sun- 
day the 17th November, and preached both morning 
and afternoon. 

On Thursday the 3d of April, 1C23, I acrain visited 
Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, preached, and administered 
the rite of confirmation, to thirteen persons. I also 
preached in the evening. 

In May, I attended the triennial session of our Gene- 
ral Convention, at Philadelphia. It will doubtless give 
you satisfaction to be informed, that the greatest harmo- 
ny prevailed in the proceedings of that body. From the 
reports presented of the state of the Church, in the seve- 
ral Dioceses, it appeared, that its progress, both as it re- 



spects numbers, order, and piety, had been considerable^ 
during the recess. From communications also, relative 
to its Theological Seminary, and its Domestick and Fo- 
reign Missionary Society, it appeared, that the former 
Institution was in successful progress ; and the latter had 
commenced its operations, under favorable auspices. 
Measures were adopted in the Convention to give great- 
er effect to the proceedings of both these Institutions. 
During the session, the very interesting circumstAice 
of the consecration of a Bishop for the Diocese of North 
Carolina took place ; — a Diocese not known in our 
Church till the year 1817. — The llev. John S. Ravens- 
croft late a Presbyter of the Diocese of Virginia was 
the person consecrated to that office. Among other im- 
portant circumstances, the church in the state of Georgia 
now first regularly organized into a Diocese, was ad- 
mitted into union with the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in the United States, and a seat in the Convention given 
to her deputies. 

On Trinity-Sunday, while attending the General Con- 
vention, I visited St. Mary's Church, Golestown^ now 
vacant, and officiated. 

I visited on Friday, the 30th of May, St. Thomas's 
Church, Glassborough, vacant ; and performed divine 
service and preached, in the morning. In the afternoon, 
I performed the same service, at St. Stephen's Churchy 
MuUica-Hiil, also vacant. 

On the first Sunday, after Trinity, I visited St. 
George's Church, Pennsneck, and officiated in the mor« 
ning. In the afternoon I repaired to St. John's Church, 
Salem, and officiated there also. 

On Monday, June the 2d, I visited Trinity-Church, 
Swedesborough, intending to preach there on the next 
day. I was however prevented by sickness, which con- 
fined me, at that village, several days. From the same 
cause, though I visited in the fongregation of St. Pe- 
ter's Church, Berkeley, I was unable to officiate. I was 
also prevented from fulfillingan appointment, I had made 
to visit St. Andrew's Church, Mount-Hollv, 

On the third Sunday after Trinity — June 15th — I vis- 
ited, on my return from Swedesborough, St. Mary's 
Church, Burlington, and preached twice. I also visit- 
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ed on Monday the I6th, St, Michael's Churchy Trentou 
and preached. 

On Wednesday, June 25th, I again visited St. John's 
j Church, Elizabeth-Town, and held a confirmation. 
The number confirmed was eighteen. It was my inten- 
tion to have proceeded from Elizabeth-Town to visit 
the churches in Sussex County ; but I found myself not 
sufficiently well, to bear the fatigue of the journey. I 
leaxli, however, that a considerably large and commodi- 
ous churchy constructed of stone, is erecting at Newton^ 
by the congregation of Christ-Church, in that place i 
which, it is expected, will be ready for consecration, 
early in November next. 

On the seventh Sunday after Trinity, I visited St* 
P^eter's Church, Spotswood, preached, and administered 
the communion. 

On the eleventh Sunday after Trinity, I visited Stw 
Peter's Church, Perth-Amboy, and preached both mor- 
ning and afternoon. 

I made an appointment also to visit, on the twelfth 
Siuday after Trinity, the . vacant churches of Trinity^ 
Woodbridge, and St. Peters, Piscataway ; but want of 
health prevented my fulfilling it. 

In the three confirmations, which have been noticed^ 
as taken place, during the year ; the number confirmed 
was fifty one. 

Mr. John Sellon, admitted last year, as a candidate 
for holy orders, was, at his request, transferred, by a let- 
ter dimisBory, to the Bishop of the Diocese of New- 
York, by whom he has since been admitted to orders. 

The ordinations have been two, the Rev. Henry P. 
Powers, before mentioned, to the order of Priests ; and, 
as you have just witnessed, Robert B. Croes, to the or- 
der of Deacons. 

One institution only has taken place, the Rev. Mr. 
Powers to the Rectorsj^p of Trinity-Church, Newark. 

The Rev. Abiel Carter, has relinquished his charge, 
as Rector of St. Michael's Church, Trenton, and remov- 
ed to Savannah, in the state of Georgia. 

The Rev. John M. Ward, has removed from St. Ma- 
ry's Church, Colestown, and taken charge of St. Peter'^ 
Church, Spotswood, and St« Peter% FreeboMv 



TPhe Rev. William L. Johnson, a Deacon, lalely of 
the Diocese of New-York, has, by a letter dimissory 
from fhe Rt. Rev; Bishop Hobart, been transferred to 
this Diocese, and is now ofiicialini; in St. Michael's 
Church, Trenton. 

The Rev. Richard F. Cadlc, late Rector of St. John's 
Church, Salem, and St. George's Pennsneck, has resign- 
ed his charge^ and removed to the Diocese of New- 

The st.ite of the Church in this Diocese, is on the whole 
favourable. The funds created for her advancement, as 
the fund for the relief of the widows and children of cler- 
Symen, the missionary fund, the bishop's fund, and the 
fund of the society for promoting christian knowledge 
^nd piety, are all in a state of gradual augmentation, 
have already been productive of much good, and pro- 
*Jaise still more. 

Something has been done towards carrying into ef- 
fect, the resolution of the last Convention, relative to 
^be creation of a fund for the establishment of a scholar- 
ship, in the General Theological Seminary. It is, how- 
ever, to be regretted, that its progress has been so slow. 
There is the same cause for regret, that the resolutions 
^f the last Convention, providing for an increase of the 
Missionary fund, by associations in the several congre- 
S^tions, with the.view of appropriating part of its pro- 
ceeds to the service of the General Domestic and Fo- 
^^ign Missionary Society of our Church, has been so 
^Ittle regarded. With the exception of two congre- 
tions, to which grer^t praise is due, there has not, 
far as I have learned, any attantiun been paid to the 
Subject. 

Let us hope, that the rocomraendation of the Conven- 
tion may, through Divine gr^ce, have its proper in- 
fluence in future upon the several congregations ; and 
that the Church of New-Jersey may not be behind her 
sister churches, in contributing to the great work of ex- 
tending the Gospel, both to the scattered members of our 
communion, in the new states and territories of our 
country ; and to the benighted Indian tribes, and other 
heathen, who are now sitting in darjcness and the sba^ 
dow of death; 
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I now offer the parochial reports, which have beerr 
presented to me, by the proper oJ£cers of the sever&l 
congregations in the Diocese, that they may be read for 
the information of the Convention, and inserted in tH^

Such 
zeal, and such prompt compliance with the recommen- 
dation of the Convention, he remarks, do them great 
credit, and deserve honorable mention.

The House of Bishops consisted of seven of that or* 
der.

Thirty-seven other clergymen, and eleven students of 
the Theological Seminary and candidates, being pres- 
ent, were Invited to attend the sittings. 

FROM THE JOURNAL OF THE HOUSE OF 
CLERICAL AND LAY DEPUTIES. 

Abstract of a report on the state of the Church, pre- 
pared by a Committee of the House of clerical and lay 
deputies, adopted by that Body, and sent to the House 
of Bishops. 

The House of clerical and lay deputies, in compIi« 
ance with the 45th canon of 1808, have taken a general 
sview ofthe stateof the Church, and send the same, as 
required by the said canon, to the House of Bishops. 

VERMONT. 

There has been a gradual and steady advancement of 
the Church in this stare, since the last meeting of the tri- 
jennial Convention. A church has been consecrated, 
at Manchester ; an elegant one, at Windsor ; there is 
jone ready to be consecrated, at Berkshire ; and op^

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building} at Bethel. The communicants have very con- 
siderably increased. A missionary Society has been 
organized} which has already been attended with some 
good effects. The missionary employed, in the northern 
parts of the state, gives a tavorable account of his mis* 
flion. Still there is much more to be done, which, we 
hope, through that grace, without which nothing is 
strong, nothing is holy, to see in due time accomplished. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The Church in this diocese may justly be represent- 
ed as flourishing, if we take into view the difficulties j 
and trials, which it has had to encounter. Seven neir 
congregations have been organized, within the last ten 
years, some of which, especially St. Paul's, at Boston, 
are quite flourishing. The whole number of Churches 
organized, is twenty-three ; the number of clergy, twen- 
ty. Five persons have been atimited to Deacons' or- 
ders, and two deacons to Priests' orders, since the last 
report. Two Presbyters have been instituted into rec- 
torships. Six persons are now candidates for holy or- 
ders. A Misionary Society was incorporated in 1817, 
with the power also of distributing Bibles.

Twenty are employed as missionaries. None, through 
Divine favour^ have died, though, however painful the 
notice, two have been displaced from their grades in the 
ministry.

One thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
seven persons have been confirmed. $4603 25 cents 
have been collected for missionary purposes, and $1866 
83 1 4 cents for the Episcopal fund. The several soci* 
etiesof the Church continue their beneficial operations* 
Sunday schools are numerous and flourishing. A Col- 
lege, to be under the direction of the members of our 
Church, is in a fair way of being securely established at 
Geneva. 

To this notice of matters relating to the outward 
State of the Church in this Diocese, it is gratifying to 
be able to add, that there is reason to hope, that in the 
much more essential point of spiritual prosperity, ihe di- 
vine blessing continues to rest upon it ; and that in the 
enjoyment of this, very satisfactory evidence is aflforde^ 
of the natural tendency of the institutions of our Churcti > 
and of conscientious adherence to her primitive an^ 
evangelical order, to promote the interests of true God' 
pel piety, and with them, the glory of the Saviour, aa ^ 
the spiritual and eternal good of his people. 

NEW-JERSEY. 

In New-Jersey, the Church continues gradually t^ 
improve. The number of clergymen is thirteen ; th^ 
Bishop, nine Presbyters, and three Deacons. The 
number of congregations is twenty eight ; eighteen of 
which, have the enjoyment of regular service ; the re- 
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xtiainder of occasional service, by a Missionary. Th6 
number of churches is twenty-five, which, with one ex- 
ception, are in excellent repair. A new one, of consid- 
erable size, is erecting at Newton. Since the last tri- 
ennial General Convention, one person has been ad« 
mitted to Deacons' orders, and two deacons to Priests* 
orders ; three presbyters have been instituted into rec- 
torships. There is one candidate lor Deacons* orders. 
Four hundred and twenty-three persons have been bap- 
tized ; and two hundred and eleven confirmed. The 
number of communicants is seven hundred and forty.* 
Attention is generally paid to the canons and rubricksof 
Ibe Church, and her authority is respected in the diocese. 
The Sunday schools are flourishing and promise much 
good. The Mission;iry fund is gradually increasing, 
and producing benefit to the Church. The fund of the 
Corporation for the reliefof widows and children of cler- 
jfymen ; and the fund of the Episcopal Society for pro- 
moting Christian knowledge, are rapidly advancing; and 
producing their corresponding benefits. 

From all these circumstances it is evident that the 
Church in this diocese is regularly improving, both in 
its temporal and spiritual concerns. May it, under the 
blessing of its Divine Founder and Head, still progress, 
and become instrumental, in a higher degree, to the pro- 
motion of his glory and the best interests of men. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The diocese of Pennsylvania, consists, at present, of 
the Bishop, twenty-nine Presbyters, four Deacons, and 
forty-four congregations. Since the last stated General 
Convention, five persons have been admitted to Dea- 
cons' orders, and eight deacons to Priest's orders. Thir- 
teen clergymen have taken charge of parishes ; and one 
is officiating at present at Huntington. There are ten 
candidates for Deacons' orders, and several young men 
preparing for admission. Four' clergymen have depart- 
ed this life. Two have been displaced. Six new con- 
gregations have been organized. Five new churches

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nave been consecrated. Confirmations have been ad« 
ministered in fifteen churches, besides, in several, in 
Philadelphia. The number confirmed, was six hundred 
andeighteen. The number of bap isms reported was 
one thousand five hundred and ninety-one. The num- 
ber of communicants one thousand six hundred and six. 
Sunday schools exist in many of the parishes, and 
are flourishing;. $2,500 have been deposited for the 
establishment of a Scholarship in the Theological Sem- 
inary, and $1,500 have also been collected for tne gen- 
eral purposes of that Seminary. Eight Societies, auxil- 
iary to the Domessic and Foreign Missionary Society, 
have been organized. Some of the clergy have been 
made patrons of the Society, by the female members of 
their congregations. The Society for the Advancement 
of Christianity, continues its useful labors. Three mis- 
sionaries are now in their employ, and in connection 
with another Society, they have aided six young men, 
in their preparation for the ministry. The Episcopal 
fund is increasing, and the resources of the Corporation 
for the relief of widows and children of clergymen ex- 
ceed $30,000. The greater part of the clergy have 
devoted a portion of their time to vacant congregations, 
and the result has been considered highly useful. 

DELAWARE. 

The diocese of Delaware continues nearly in the 
same state it was at the last General Convention, with 
the exception of some improvements, in repairing and 
building churches- There are fourteen churches in 
the state, mostly in good repair ; nine of which are un- 
der the pastoral care of the three resident clergymen. 
Immanuel-Church at New-Castle, has been rebuilt, with 
an elegant steeple, and consecrated by the Rt. Rev. Dr, 
White. Another chunh is building. Others have been 
improved. An increasing desire for the prosperity of 
our venerable and apostolick Church is apparent, in 
this state. 

The number of communicants is about three hundred 
and fifty. The canons and rubricks of the church are 
in most respects^ generally observed ; and there iS|in some 
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parts of the state a growing attachment to the Liturgy 
of the church. 

MARYLAND. 

Since the meeting of the last General Conventioni 
the prosperity of the church in this diocese has been 
steadily progressive. The number of communicants 
has considerably multiplied ; and in general there is an 
increasing attention among the differentcongregations to 
the services oi the sanctuary, and a continual call for 
the labours of devoted ministers. 

At the meeting of the Convention in 1822, it was re- 
solved to establish a Diocesan Missionary Society for 
the State of Maryland, auxiliary to the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States. The Prayer Book and 
Homily Society, especially^ promises much aid to the 
general interests of the Church, and great utility to its 
individual members. On the whole, the members of 
this Diocese have reason to be thankful to the great 
Head of the Church, and to rejoice in those tokens for 
good, which they have been privileged to receive. 

VIRGINIA. 

No material alteration has taken place in the condi-^ 
tion and character of this church, since the last report 
The number of its ministers had increased until the last 
year, when, by deaths and removals, it was reduced to 
the number reported to the last triennial Convention. 

Since the preceding report,$14,0i>0have been subscrib- 
ed, towards the establishment of a Theological School ; 
a considerable part already paid, and a good prospect 
lield out of ultimate success. The fund for the support 
of the Bishop is still gradually increasing. 

As to the spiritual condition of the church, to which, 
all outward means are intended to be subservient, it is 
hoped and believed, that its ministers faithfully declare 
the whole conncil of Ood *, and thnt just views of reli- 
gion prevail among the congregations committed to their 
care, God continues to be gracious, in the gift of his 
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Holy Spirit, aud considerable additions are made to th« 
Church. 

NORTH CAROLINA. 

The prospects of the Church in this state, are equallj 
as bright and encouraging, ab they were represented to 
be, in the General Convention of 1820. Its renewal 
resembles, indeed, less the restoration of an old and de- 
caying, than the healthy growth of a young and vigor- 
ous plant. This appears, not only from the rapid aug- 
mentation, which has already taken place, in its num* 
bers; but from the principles of increase, which it ap- 
pears to possess within itself. 

There are at present twenty-five congregations, in 
this state, seventeen more than was reported, at the last 
triennial General Convention : eight clergymen, part 
of which are missionaries, besides the Bishop— the 
Rt. Rev. J. S. Ravenscrost, recently elected and conse- 
crated — Three peisons have been ordained deacons, and 
four deacons have been ordained priests. There are 
three candidates for orders. A neat and commodious 
Church has been erected at Warrenton ; one is in rapid 
progress at Washington ; and a very elegant one is 
nearly completed at Newhurn. The Church at Wil- 
liarasborough has been thoro.ughly repaired. The bap- 
tisms since 1820, have been about 430. The number 
of communicants now reported is 480. A greater zeal 
for the Gospel, and a higher standard of moral princi- 
ples and conduct prevail now, than formerly. It is be- 
lieved, that generally speaking the canons and regula- 
tions of the Church, are as regularly attended to, in this, 
as in any other part of our Church. Nearly fifiteen 
thousand dollars, have been left by a lady lately de- 
xseased, for the erection of a Church, in the city of Ra- 
leigh. 

SOUTH-CAROLINA. 

Since the last General Convention, the number of 
'Clergy in this diocese has increased. In 1820, there 
were twenty-seven; at present there are thirty-five; 
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bishop, 38 presbyters, and 6 deacons. The fund for the sap« 

rt of a bishop is gradually increasing. It amounts now to about 

1000. 6 persons have been admitted to deacons' orders ; and 6 

ms to priests* order^. The number of candidates is 4. The 

lumber of organized congregations, 35. 

The Protestant Episcopal Society for the advancement of Chris- 

lity, in South Carolina, has essentially contributed to the present 

tmising condition of our ecclesiastical concerns. It is formed on 

most comprehensive pla^^ being at once, a Bible, a Prayer 

»k« a Tract, a Missionary,' and an Education Society. It pos- 

is a select library of about a thousand volumes. 

le this, two other Societies exist, the Charleston Protes- 
it Episcopal Missionary Society, composed principally of young 
», and the Ladies' Domestic Missionary Society. I'he former 
designed to act as auxiliary to the Society for the advancement of 
tiiriBdaiuty, &c. and to send missionaries beyond the diocese ; the 
latter to support a minister for the benefit of the poor of our com* 
BiODion. 

Sunday schools are in successful operation, in several of the pa- 
riahes. fhe number of baptisms reported^ for the last three years, 
b 880, 6 of which — 3 adults, 3 children— were of the Jewish per* 
auaaioD* The canons and rubricks are conscientiously observed. 
Great harmony and affection prevail among the clergy. About 
BlO,000 have been contributed for the support of the General 
ThiCKilogical Seminary^ S1648 have been collectei by the Agent 
af the iJomestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Church in 
the United States. 



GEORGIA. 

In thia diocese, the Church is rapidly rising into notice ; and its 
nt state and prospects are such, as to warrant the most sao* 
.^ expectadons of its more general extension. As yet there are 
y 4 organized churches, and 4 clergymen. A society for mis* 
lary purposes was instituted by the Convention in February last; 
~ which* much benefit is anticipated.

The following communication was received from the House of 
Clerical and Lay Deputies, viz the House of Clerical and Lsf 
Deputies inform the House of Bishops, that, having received satis- 
factory evidence of the due organization of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the State of Georgia, and ojf the Church in the said 
State having acceded to the Constitution of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States, they have resolved^ that the Dio- 
cese of Georgia be received into union with this Convention, and 
entitled to a delegation therein. 

Whereupon, resolved^ that the house of Bishops concur witk 
the House of Clerical a»»d Lay Deputies, in admitting said Chunk 
into union with the Convention. 

The House took up the resolutions eflfered yesterday by the 
Right Rev. Bishop Bowen, respecting the General Theological 
Seminary ; which, upon motion, were adopted as follows : 

Reaolvfd^ That this House entertain a gratifying sense of the! 
fidelity with which the Trustees and the Faculty of the Genewll 
Theological Seminary, have executed the trust committed to then! 
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•od reipeetfbllf fulfilled the dutieB of their appc^tmeat; and 
while they deeply regret that no other provision than such at U 
yet inadequate to the permanent success of the deugn, has hither- 
to been obtained for it, of the members of our Church, they still 
contemplate it with hope« and affectionately commend it to ths^ 
liberality and patronage of their brethren, both of the Clergy and 
of the Laity, as a means of increase to the number of well quail'* 
fied ministers of the Gospel in this Church. 

Re99tv^dt further, as the opinion of this House, that the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, having been established by the whole 
body of this Church in General Convention, seems peculiarly to de- 
mand the concurrent solici udes and exertions to be concentred 
on it, of all its members ; inasmuch as this institution, when pos- 
sessing the combined and efficient support of the whole Cfaorch, 
must be the most effectual means, under Providence, of pcrpetaat- 
ing the unity of the Church, in the bond of peace.

PASSED IN GENERAL CONVENTION, IN 

CANON I. 

Regulating the admission of persons as Candidates for 
Holy Order Sf and repealing the first paragraph of the 
seventh Canon of 1808. 

J!very person who desires to become a c&ndidate for 
orders in this Churchy shall obtain admission from the 
Bishop, or such body as the Church in the Diocese or 
State in which he intends to apply, may appoint, at least 
oneyear before his ordination. The first paragraph of 
the seventh Canon of 1808 is hereby repealed. 

CANON II. 

Prescribing the mode of publishing authorized editions of 
the Standard Bible of this Church. 

The Bishop of this Church, in any State or Diocese, 
or where there is no Bishop, the Standing Committee, is 
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authorized to appoint, from time to time, some suitable 
person or persons, to compare and correct all new edi« 
tions of the Bible by the standard edition, agreed upon 
lly the General Convention. And a certificate of their 
' having been so compared and corrected, shall be pub- 
lished with said book,^

The number of churches represented, ^exceeding the 
constitutional quorum, the members took their seats, and 
the Convention proceeded to the choice of a secretary.

Mr BRETHREN OF THE CLER6T, AND OF THE LAITT. 

In addressing you, in conformity to the provisions 
of the fortj-fifth canon of our church, I begin with stat- 
ing, . 

That shortly after our last Convention, I appointed 
Sunday, the 7th of September, 1823, to visit the mem- 
bers of our church, who reside in Morris-Town and its 
vicinity ; and had proceeded some distance in my jour- 
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iiey, but was unhappily obliged to return without ettect* 
tng my ohject, in consequence of indisposition. 

On Sunday, the 14tb of the same month, I visited St 
Thomas's Church, Alexandria, (vacant) preached, and 
ftdministered the communion ; and on the next day, I 
visited in the congregation of St. Andre#^s, Amwell.

Mr. Carter of the Dioeeseof Georgia, on which occasion, 
Diviae service was performed and a sermon preached. 

On Sunday the 5tb of October, I visited St. James's 
Church, Piscataway, ("vacant) and officiated. 

On Sunday the 12th I visited Trinity-Church, New- 
ark, and officiated, both forenoon and afternoon. 

On Tuesday the 24tb I held an ordination in Christ- 
Church, New-Brunswick, on which occasion, in virtue 
of Letters Dimissory from the Right Rev. J. H. Hobart, 
Bishop of the Diocese of New-York, absent in Europe, I 
admitted the Rev. Moses Burt, M. D. the Rev. Algernon 
S. Hollister, the Rev. Thomas K. Peck, the Rev. Rich- 
ard Bury, M. D. and the Rev. Seth W. Beardsley, Dea- 
cons of that Diocese, to the Holy Order of Priests : the 
Rev. Henry U. Onderdonk, M. D. and the Rev. Thomas 
Breintnall, Presbyters of the same Diocese, being present 
and assist ingb 

On Wednesday, the J 9th of November, 1 visited 
Christ- Church, Newton, and consecrated to the service 
of Almighty God, a neat, substantial, and considerably 
spacious, atone edifice, which, by the very great exer- 
tions of the Rector and congregation of that church, had 
been erected within the year. 

On the succeeding day — November 20th — T admitted 
the Rev. Clarkson Dunn, Rector elect of that church, to 
the Holy Order of Priests ; the Rev. Henry P. Powers 
of Newark, the Rev. Reuben Hubbard of Goshen in 
the Diocese of New- York, and the Rev. Richard F. Cadle 
of the same Diocese, being present and assisting. The 
Rev. J. M. Ward, a Deacon of this Diocese, also, attend- 
ed. 

The same day, t instituted Mr. Dutin into the Rector* 
ship of that Church. 



On Tuesday* January 6thy 1824, (the festival of the 
BSpiphany,) I held an ordination in Christ-Church, Mew.<^ 
Brunswick, when, in virtue of Letters Dimissory from 
the Right Hev. the Bishop ot the Diocese of New-York, 
still absent in Europe, I admitted to the Holy Order of 
Deacons, Samuel K. Johnson, and William C. Mead 
candidates for orders in that Diocese. 

On Thursday, April Ist, 1824, 1 held an ordination in 
SU Peter's Church, Spotswood, when I admitted to the 
Holy Order of Priests, (he Rev. John Mortimer Ward, 
Minister of that Church, and of St. Peter's Church, Free- 
bold. The Rev^ John C. Rudd, D. D. the Rev. John 
Croes, Jum and the Rev. Richard F. Cadle, being pre«^ 
9ent and assisting. 

On the fifth Sunday after Easter (May 33d) I visited 
St. George's Church, Pennsneck, and officiated ; and ia 
the afternoon of the same day, I also visited St. John's 
Church, Salem, and preached. 

On the next day, accompanied by the Rev. Charletf 
Smith, Minister of those churches, I repaired to 
Swedesborough, and on Tuesday the 25th I preached in 
Trinity Church, io that village, then vacant. 

On Wednesday the 26th, accompanied as before, I 
Tisited St. Thomas's Church, Glassborough, (vacant) 
where I was met by the Rev. Richard D. Hail, lately 
elected Rector of St. Peter's Church, Berkeley ; but in 
consequence of a temporary indisposition, I was Mnable 
to officiate as I intended ; Mr. Hall therefore preached 
in my place. In the afternoon, however, accompaniecj 
]t>y the above Rev. gentlemen, X visited St. Stephen's 
Church, Mullica-Hili, and was enabled to preach. 

On Thursday, the 27tb, (the festival of the Ascension) 
I visited St. Peter's Church, Berkeley, and instituted the 
Rev. Mr. Hall into the flectorship of that Church ; the 
Bev. Messrs. Morehouse and Smith being present. 

On the Sunday after Ascension, (May 30th,) I visited 
$t. Mary's Church, Colestown, and officiated ; and on 
tjie afternoon of the same day, I also visited St. Andrew's 
Chureb, Mount-Holly, and preached. 

On Tuesday, the 1st June, I visited St, Mary's Church, 
Burlington, preached, and adminjstered confirmation to 
eleven persoms^^ 
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On Friday^ the 4th of June, I admitted, in Trinity 
Church, New- York, in the absence of the Rt. tLev. the 
Bishop of that Diocese, and in virtue of a letter dimis- 
sory from him, the Rev. Burton H. Rickox, a Deacon 
of the Diocese, to the Holy Order of Priests. The Rev"- 
Benjamin T. Onderdonk, the Rev. William A. Claris 
the Rev* H, U. Onderdonk, M. D. and the Rev. Geor^^ 
Upfoid, M. D. being present and assisting. 

On the first Sunday after Trinity, (June 20,) I visite ^ 
St. John's Church, Elizabeth-Town, and officiated, boll 
morning and afternoon. 

On Tuesday the 2»th of June (the festival of St. P^ 
ter) I again visited St. Peter's Church, SpotswoocV. 
preached and administered confirmation to twenty-eight I 
persons- The clergy present on the occasion, besid^^ 
Mr. Ward, the minister of the church, were the Rev^, 
Dr. Rudd, and the Rev. Mr. Dunn. 

On Thursday the 1st July, accompanied by the Rev- 
Dr. Rudd, the Rev., John Groes, Jun. and the Re\r« 
Clarkson Dunn, I visited St. Peter's Church, Freehold^ 
and administered confirmation to fifteen persons. Dr« 
Rudd preached on the occasion ; the Rev. Mr. Wardj 
the minister being necessarily absent. 

On the third Sunday after Trinity, I visited Christ- 
Church, Shrewsbury, and preached, in the morning. In 
the afternoon, I also visited Christ-Church, Middietowo 
and officiated. 

On the fifth Sunday after Trinity, I visited the Episco- 
palians, residing at Morristown, and its vicinity, and per- 
formed Divine service and preached both morning and 
afternoon. 

On Tuesday the 27th July, and the three following 
days, I attended the annual meeting of the Trustees of 
the General Theological Seminary of our Church, in 
New York, and the examination of the students of that 
Institution. 

I state if, with confidence, when I say, that no unpre- 
judiced person, in any tolerable degree qualified to 
judge, attended the examination of the students of that 
Institution, without being powerfully impressed with the 
truth, that the Seminary is one' of high desert, that its 
professors are gentlemen well qualified for their stations, 
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both as it respects their learning, aptness to teach, sua? 
vitj of manners and devotion to the work, and to <]^e in- 
terests of the Seminary : and that the students exhibited 
undeniable evidence, not only of the care, the skill, and 
the accuracy, with which they had beep taught; but 
also of the industry, they had exercised, and the high 
attainments they had made, in every brapcli of Theolo- 
gical knowledge. 

Can such an institution be neglected by any membeir, 
or portion of members of our Church ? Can it be suf- 
fered to want sui&cient funds for its support ; and there- 
fore be checked in its progress, or peripitted to decline ? 
It must not be: Churchmen cannot be so indifferent to 
the well being and progress of their religion : they can- 
not subject themselves to such severe reproach. 

During the sittings of the Board of Trustees a very im- 
portant measure became the subject of their delibera- 
tion, viz. the erection of suitable buildings for the ac- 
comodation of the professors and students of the Semina- 
ry : and I have the pleasure to state to you, that it was 
finally determined by a unanimous vote, that means 
should be put in progress to procure funds, and that such 
buildings be erected. 

On the seventh Sunday after Trinity, (August 1st) I 
admitted, in St. Paul's Chapel, city of New York — in 
the absence of the Rt. Rev. J. H. Hobart, Bishop of that 
Diocese, and in virtue of a letter dimissory from him — 
James Lawrence Yvonnet, a candidate of that Diocese^ 
to the Holy Order of Deacons. 

On the eighth Sunday after Trinity, (August the 8th) 
I visited the congregation of Episcopalians at Paterson, 
(vacant,) and olGciated both morning and afternoon. I 
also baptized two children there. 

On Tuesday the 10th, I intendeds and had made prepa* 
rations, again, to visit Trinity-Church, Swedesborough, 
and Sr. John's Church, Salem, fof the purposes of 
instituting to the Rectorship of the former, the Rev. 
Simon Wilmer, and to that of the latter the Rev. 
Charles Smith, roipisters of those churches. But, on 
the very eve of my departure, I was prevented froiii pro? 
ceeding by sickness.

of the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in 
the state of New-Jersey» the Right Rev. the Bishop of

Divine service was conducted by the Rev. Henry P. 
Powers, and a sermon preached by the Rev. Clarkson

ton, and Joseph V. Clark, Esq. a committee to examine 
the testimonials of appointment of the lay deputies, and 
report the number of churches represented. 

The committee reported that deputies were present 
from fifteen churches.

J'o whmn is confided the appropriation of the Missionary 
Fund, beg leave to make the following report to tke 
Convention : 

That the Rev. Robert B. Croes had been appointed a 
missiunary to the vacant churches id this Diocese, and, 
lAer serving a few weeks, had at the earnest and repeat- 
ed solicitation of the Standing Cumiuittre o( the Board 
of Trustees of the General Theological Seminary of niir 
Church, been induced — with the pennjasion of the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Directors — to relinquish it for a 
time, and accept the agency of soliciting and collecting 
funds for the Seminary. After a vacancy of several 
weeks, the Rev. Richard F. Cadle consented to take hig 
place, and served from January, IH'J4, till June. Since 
tben the office has been unsupplied. But we have the 
satisfaction to inform the Convention, that a clergyman 
is engaged to i-ommence the performance of the duties 
of a missionary, early in the next month. The 
salary allowed the miBsionaries, during the year past, 
was ai the rate of $4(jO per annum. The whole sum ex- 
pended for raixsionary services during' the same rime, 
was, 185 dollars, of which the missionaries collected 
from the vacant churches about iJS :

Newton, and, on Wednesday, the 25th of August, I 
preached and administered Confirmation in that Churcli. 
The congregation, so recently re-organized, and acconi* 
modated with so convenient and neat an edifice, con- 
tinues to improve in numbers, and attachment to onr pri- 
mitive mpde of worship. 

On the succeeding day, I left Newton, and proceeded 
to New-Rochelle, in the Diocese of New-Yof k, to which I 
had been invited by the Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen 
of Trinity-Church, in that village, to consecrate— in the 
iabsence of their Diocesan^ the Right Rev. Dr. Hobart— 
« new and handsome edifice, under that name. This I 
performed on Saturday, the 28th August, aad preached 
on the occasion. On the next day, I also preached at 
that Church, and at St. Thomas's Church, at Mamaro* 
neck. 

On Sunday, the 19th of September following, I visited 
St. Thomas's Church, at Alexandria, in Hunterdon Coun- 
ty, and officiated ; and on the succeeding day, I visited 
the Episcopalians of St. Andrew's Church, Amwell, and 
preached at the house of Mr. Robert Sharp. 
. On the 16th Sunday after Trinitv, (October 3d) I vi- 
sited Trinity-Church, at Newark, md performed Divine 
service, and preached, both morning^and afternoon ; the 
ftev. Mr. Powers its Rector, being confined with sick- 
ness* I also made an appointment to visit the congregl^- 
tion of Christ-Chapel, at Belleville, and to officiate^here 
on Thursday, the 7th of the same month ; but was pre- 
vented from fulfilling it, by indisposition. 

On the seventeenth Sunday after Trinity, in conrse- 
quence of an application to admit, in the absence of the 
Right Rev. Doctor Hobart, Henry I. Whitehouse, a can- 
didate for orders, in the Diocese of New-York, to the 
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holy order of Deacons, I held a special ordination, in 
Grace-Church, city of New- York, when Mr. White- 
house was admitted to that oiEce. 

On the next day (Monday, October 11th) under a si- 
milar application, I held a special ordination, in St. 
Luke's Church, in the same City, and admitted the Rev. 
Cornelius R. DuflSe, Deacon, Rector of St. Thomas's 
Church, New- York, to the holy order of Priests. The 
Rev. Benjamirt T. Onderdonk, The Rev. J. M., Wain- 
right, D. D. and the Rev. John F. Schroeder, being pre- 
sent and assisting. 

On Wednesday, November 10, 1824, in consequence 
of an application to admit — in the absence of the Right 
Rev. John H. llobart, D. D. Bishop of the Diocese of 
New- York— to the holy order of DeacoAs, Joseph Peir- 
son, a candidate for orders in that Diocese ; I visited the 
congregation of St. Peter's Church, Perth-Amboy, and 
held a special ordination in that Church, when Mr. Peir- 
son was admitted to that order. 

On Wednesday, the 15th of December, I held an ordi- 
nation in Christ-Church, New-Brunswick, when the Rev. 
William L. Johnson, Deacon, Rector-elect of St. Mi- 
chael's Church, city of Trenton, wa^ admitted to the holy 
order of Priests. Morning prayer wasread by the Rev. 
John Croes, Junr. who also presented the candidate, and 
B, sermon preached by the Rev. Dr. Rudd. 

On Wednesday, the 5th of January, 1825, in conse- 
fjiicnce of notice, that the Rev. John M. Ward had been 
elected Rector of St. Peter's Church, Spotswood, and 
of an application from the vestry for his institution ; I vi- 
sited that Church ; and instituted him into the Rectbrship 
of it, and also preached a sermon. Morning prayer was 
conducted by the Rev. "William L. Johnson. 

An application having been made to me, by William 
W. Host wick, a candidate' for orders in'the Diocese of 
New York, to be admitted — in the absence of the Right 
Rev. Dr. Hobart from that Diocese — into the holy or- 
der of Deacons; in compliance with his request, I held 
a special ordinatioh in CJjirist-Church, New-Brunswick, 
on Friday, the 15th omriril, 1825, and admitted him into 
that order. tP 

On Tuesday, the 3d of May, I commenced mv annual 
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' tiiit to the churches in the southern section of the Dio- 
cese, and on Wednesday, visited St. Michael's Church, 
Trenton ; and, at the instance of the vestry, instituted 
the Ret. William L. Johnson into the Rectorship of that 
Church, to which he had been regularly chosen ; and 
preached on the occasion. The Rev. Charles Smith per- 
formed morning prayer. 

In the. afternoon, I also administered confirmation at 
that Church, and heard the children examined in the 
catechismi 

On Thursday, the 5th, I proceeded to St. Peter's 
Church, Berkeley, accompanied by the Rev. Messrs. 
Smith, S. Wilmer, and Hall ; and lathe afternoon of that 
day, preached to a pretty numerous and attentive con- 
gregation, administered confirmation, and heard the ca- 
techumens examined by the Rev. Mr. Hall, the Rector of 
that Church. The Church at Berkeley is evidently im- 
proving. 

On Friday, the 6th, I visited Trinity-Church, at 
Swedesborough, and at the request of the vestry, institu- 
ted the Rev. Simon Wilmer into the Rectorship of that 
Church, Mr. Wilmer having produced the certificate of 
bis election to that office, as required by the canons. 
The Rev. Mr. Smith performed morning prayer, and the 
Rev. Mr. Hall preached the sermon on the occasion. 

From Swedesborough, I proceeded to visit the church- 
es of Salem and Penn's Neck, and on Sunday, the 8th of 
May, I preached to a numerous and very respectable and 
attentive audience, at St. George's Church, in the latter 
place ; and, in the afternoon, preached to a crowded, 
but very orderly and serious congregation, at St. John's 
Church, iu the former place, administered confirmation 
to a number, and heard the catechumens belonging to 
the congregation, examined by the Rev. Mr. Smith, who 
accompanied me in these visits, and performed divine 
service. 

On Monday, the f'th, I again visited Swedesborough, 
preached in Trinity-Church, administered confirmation, 
and heard its Rector examine the catechumens. 

On the following day, I visited St. Stephen's Chirrch, 
Mullica-Hill^ and officiated ; and in the afternoon pro- 
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ceeded to St. Thoihas's Church, Glassborough, where I 
also officiated, in both cases, to good congregations. 

On Wednesday, the 11th, I repaired to Woodbury, 
and officiated to (he Episcopalians in that town, and its 
yicinity, in the evening. 

• The next day, (the festival of the Ascension) I visked 
St. John's Church, Chew's Landing, where I als6 or* 
ficiated to a pretty full and attentive audience, and ad- 
ministered the office of baptism. This Church, for many 
years almost extinct, appears (o be reviving, and the 
congregation seem anxious that the word and ordinan- 
ces shoulH be administered among them. 

In the afternoon of the same day, I visited St. Mary's 
Church, Colestown, preached to a large and orderly 
congregation, administered con6rmation to a number^ 
and heard the catechumens examined by the Rev. Mr. 
Hall, its Minister. The Rev. Mr. Morehouse also as- 
sisted in the Divine service. 

This Congregation have made some convenient altera- 
tions and improvements in the interior of their Church. 

Neither in this Church, nor in the Church of Salem, 
had confirmation ever been administered, previously to 
this visit. 

From Colestown, I proceeded, in company with Mr. 
Morehouse, to Mount-Holly, and on Friday evening, 
the 13th inst. I officiated in St. Andrew's Church, in that 
place. 

On the following Sunday, I preached twice in the 
same Church, and also heard its Rector, the Rev. Mr. 
Morehouse, examine the children and young persons in 
the catechism. 

This congregation appear to be increasing, and have 
lately purchased a handsome organ for their Church, bjr 
which their sacred music is already improved. 

On Thursday, the 19th inst. I attended^ in the city of 
Philadelphia, as a member, the stated annual meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Church, in the United States. 
From the report of the executive Committee of that 
body, it appears that several Missionaries are Successful- 
ly employed, in the remote parts of our country, as well 
among some of the Indian tribes, as among the white in- 
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babitants of out communioDi who haye imigrated tbi- 
ther. 

Before I conclude the account of my visitations, I 
cannot but take notice of the handsome improvemeots 
which I perceived were made in this Church, on my ar- 
rival here yesterday. The exterior of the building has 
beensO completely repaired, that it exhibits^ in fact, an 
entire new and handsome edifice. Great credit is cer- 
tainly due to the members of this church, so compara- 
tively few in- number, for their zeal and liberality in ef- 
fecting these improvements. 

The number of persons confirmed since the Conven- 
tion, in August last, has been sixty-seven. 

I have ordained, within that period, five persons, two 
to the order of Priests, and three to the order of Dea- 
cons ; one of which only for this Diocese, the others for 
the Diocese of New-York. 

The institutions, in the same time, have been three. 

The Rev. John Croes, Junr. resigned the Rectorship 
of Christ-Churchy Shrewsbury, and Christ-Church, Mid- 
dletown, early in September last ; and since that time, 
has been performing Missionary duties to the vacant 
Churches in the Diocese. He has lately, however, ac- 
cepted an invitation from the Episcopalians at Paterson, 
one of his Missionary stations, to become their Minister, 
and has accordingly taken up his residence among them. 

The Rev. Eli Wheeler, lately of the Diocese of New- 
York, has removed to this Diocese, and taken charge, 
as Rector- elect, of Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, and 
Christ-Church, Middletown, 

The Rev. Robert B. Croes, a Deacon of this Diocese, 
has, by a letter dimissory to the Right Rev. Richard 
Channing Moore, Bishop of the Diocese of Virginia, 
been transferred to that Diocese. 

The Rev. R. D. Hall has, in addition to his other 
cures, taken charge of St. John's Church Chew's Land- 
ing. 

The Rev. Charles Smith has resigned his charge of 
the Churches at Salem and Pennsneck, and is now enga- 
ged as a Missionary to the vacant Churches in the Dio- 
cese. 
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The Rev. John Grigs; has resigneB bis charge of 
Cbrist-Ghapel, Belleville. 

The Rev. Matthew Matthews, late a Deacon in the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania, has, by a letter dimissory from 
the Right Rev. Dr. White, been transferred to this Dio- 
cese, and is now of&ciating, by direction^ in Ghrist-Cha* 
pel, Belleville. ^ 

I am happy to state to you, in conclusion, that the 
Church in this Diocese, through the blessing "of its Di- 
vine Head, has not been suffered to decline, either in its 
spiritual or temporal circumstances, since last we as- 
sembled to be made acquainted with its welfare and pro- 
gress, and to consult for its best interests. 

On the contrary, it has continued to advance with the 
same — slow indeed — but uniform and steady progress, 
which has marked its steps for several of the preceding 
years. Two more of the vacant Churches are now sup- 
plied with the stated services of clergymen, than was 
mentioned in my address at the last Convention. 

The several funds created for its benefit are still in- 
crc^asing, and continue to promise the most happy effects. 

Under the impression of these distinguished favours, 
can we do less than offer our most grateful acknowledg- 
ments to their Divine source, God, the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, aniJ give renewed evidences of our endea- 
vours to please and serve him, and thus promote bis 
glory. 

I now offer the parochial reports, which have been

The Rev. Mr. Chapman reported, that he had officia- 
ted once on Sunday afternoon, in Trinity-Church, Wood- 
bridge, and twice on a Sunday^ in Christ-Church, New- 
Brunswick, in the absence of the Bishop, performing 
Episcopal duties. 

The Rev. Mr. Dunn reported, that he had officiated 
twice at Belvidere, in Warren county, and three times, 
agreeably to the request of the Bishop, at Johnsons- 
burg|), where he would have officiated oftener, had not 
the Church been undergoing repairs. 
' The Rev. Mr. Ward reported, that he had officiated 
twice on a Sunday at Paterson, and several times, on 
Sundays, in different parts of the county of Middle^tex. 

The Rev Mr. Wilmer reported, that he had officiated 
at Qlassborough, SchullTown, and also in a vacant Mo- 
ravian Church, in the vicinity of Swedesborough. ^ . 

The Rev. Mr. Smith reported, that he had officiat€tf 
one Sunday at Chew's Landing, and one Sunday at 
New- Brunswick, in the absence of the Bishop, since the 
last Convention.

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The Board of Directors to whom is conflded the ap- 
propristion of the Missionary Fund, beg leave to make 
the follDwing report to the Convention: 

That after ihe gitling of the last Convention, they en- 
gaged the Rev. John Croes, Jun. who bad resigned hi« 
charge, a« Rector of Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, lo act 
as a Missionary to the vacant Churches, at i salary of 
$400 p«r annum, that Mr. Croes continued to perform his 
duty faiihfully for the space of six months, viz. from ht. 
September, to the lat. March ensning, wheo be resigned 
his office, in consequence of tailing charge of the Epis- 
copal Association at Faterson, now St. Paul's Churcli. 
The report of his mission is annexed. 

J. Croes, Jun. reporls that he entered upon the ilii- 
charge of his duties as Misiionary, on the Itt. of Sep- 
tember 1824, and continued the iame six months. Dur- 
ing that period, he ofiicialed every third Sunday, to the 
Congregation at Pateraon, with the exception of one, on 
which he exchanged duties with the Kev. Dr. Rudd. 
Two se/vices were performed each time, making the 
whole number, op Sundays, eighteen. He also attended 
one funeral, and preached on a week clay; and bapiizt'd 
at difTerent times seven children. He olliciated twelve 
times on Sundays, to the i<^pi9«opaliaDB at Morris- 
town, six times on Sundays, and once on a week 
day, at Trinity-Church, VVoodbridge ; the same number 
of times on Sundays in St. James's Church, Fiscataway, 
and several times on week days. These two places, not 
being far distant, he always preached at both on the 
, ' same Sunday. In St. Thomas's, Alexandria, he officiated 
only four'times, being prevented once from attending, 
by the badness of the roads, and, at another time, when 
he attended, no part of the Congregation appearing, in 
coD^equenoe of the inclemency of the weather. He 'also 
administered the communion at this place, and at Mor- 
ristown. At the house of Mr. Robert Sharp in Amwell, 
he' officiated twice. His missionary engagement expired 
on ihe Jst of March ; he however continued to officiate 
at Faterson, every third Sunday, till the last of April ; 
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when in consaquenoe of an invitation from the Episco- 
palians to become their minister he removed thither, andw : 
took charge of that Congregation. He made collections •':! 
only at Piscataway and Woodbridge ; the other Con- 

fregations haying been required by the Presidtnt of the 
ioard of Directors, to give a specified sum, instead of the 
usual collections. In the former place, he collected 
four dollars fifty cents, in the latter four dollars. The 
prospects at Paterson and Morristown, he considers as 
encouraging. At Paterson as will be seen from his 
parochial report, efforts are making to build a Church, 
and in Morristown, it is very probable the same thing 
might be accomplished, if a clergyman could be settled 
there. In all the Congregations that he visited, he was * 
* very kindly received, and was gratified in finding among 
Episcopalians generally, an unabated attachment (o their 
Church. 

The Board further report, that they had allowed the 
Rev. Mr. Ward, acting in part as a Missionary to the 'f 
Churches at Spotsirood and Freehold, the sum of ^25 for 
each Church ; alto to the Rev. Mr. Dunn, acting as a 
Missionary to Christ Church, Johnsonburgh, the sum of

ADDRESS. 

With lively emotions of pleasure, and with deep gratitude to 
the Father of mercies, that i am permitted once more, to meet 
you, my brethren of the Clergy and Laity, in Convention ; I ad- 
dress you on the state of the Church in the Diooese, its pro- 
gress, the particular Churches which I have visited, and the 
changes that have taken place, since last we assembled to con« 
suit on the best means of promoting its prosperity. 
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Dimng the residue of the month of May, subsequent to the 
test Conyention, I adnunistered confirmation in St Fetef's 
Church, at Perth- Amboy, when nine persons ratified their bap- 
tismal yovm. I also visited St Paul's Church, at Paterson ; 
and Christ-Chiqpel, at Belleville, and officiated in bodi. 

In the month of June, I visited St Peter's Church, at Mor- 
ristown, St. James's Church, at Knowlton, Christ-Church, at 
Newton, and Trinity-Church, at Woodbridge, and officiated. 
At St James's, Knowlton, nine persons were confirtned, and at 
that Church, and the Church at Newton^ I heard the chfldren 
Examined in the Catechism. 

In the month of July, I Consecrated, at the request of the 
Hector, Wardens, and Vestry men of St Anb^s Church, Brook- 
lyn, in the Diocese of Dew-Tork— During the absence in Eu- 
rope, of the Ri^t Rev* Dr. iUobart, Bishop of that Diocese— 
a new Church erected for the use of that congregation* Hie 
Right Rev. Dr. White, the Ri^t Rev. Dr. Kemp, and tdaaj 
Presbyters and Deacons, were present The Right RiBV. geti- 
tlemah, first natted, preached on the occafl(f((ki. On the next 
day, (the ninth Sunday after TiiniQr,) t preached it th6 same 
Church, and administered confirmation to seventy-tii^o|>eMk>ft&. 

In August, I again visited St Paul's Churth, at Pateiton, 
and, at the Request 6f the Rector, Wardens, and Vtdstty men, 
laid With appropriate solelnnities, the comer stone of a Chutdi, 
to be erected fi>r that cotegtegatidti. I viasted ^tab tJhr&t- 
Church, at Shrewsbury, itiii^tuted the Rev. £% Wivddef into the 
Rectorship of that Church, and preached on thd t>ccasiokt I 
likeiMdse administered confirmation to nine persons, ttk \be 
same month, I visited St John's Church, at !E]izaiK(dit6w&, and 
preached twice. 

In September, I visited St James's Church, at ftiscEStoMy, 
and officiated ; Trinit^-Chidreh, at l^^WtCik, praaefcrM twfce, tad 
colifirm6d teil persons ; the EpiscopaUlBais at thak^ imd btR' 
cialed; St Thomas's Chmch, at AlexiGuidria, jfreiGidieA, a&d 
administered baptism and the Lories sup^r^ $Ml fh6 %tf$6- 
paKans at Amwell, and officiated.

I also visited again in the same monthy Christ-Ghapely at 
Belleville, and admitted to the order of Priests, the Rev. Matr 
thew Matthews, Minister of the congregation of said Chi^I. 
The day following I preached twice, and administered confir- 
mation to thirty-two persons. 

In the month of October, I again visited St. Paul's Church, 

Ht Paterson, and preached. I olso visited St Matthew's Church, 

city of Jersey, and officiated twice ; St. John's Church, £liza- 

bethtown, preached, and heard the Rev. Dr. Rudd, the Rector, 

examine the children in the Cs^echism ; and St. Peter's 
Church, Spots wood, and officiated. 

On Sunday, the 7th of May, 1826, I administered confirma- 
tion in Christ-Church, New-Brunswick, on which occasion, 
twenty-two persons assumed the vows made for them at their 
baptism, or ratified those made by themselves, at that holy or- 
dinance. 

On Wednesday the 17th of May, I visited St. Michael's 
Church, at Trenton, and preached in the evening. 

On the next dayi I attended, as a men^ber, at St. James's 
Church, in Philadelphia, the annual meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States. 

On Sunday the 21st, I visited St. Mary's Church, at Burling- 
ton, and preached in the morning. In the aflemoon I visited 
St. Andrew's Church, Mount Holly, preached, confirmed, and 
examined the children in the Catechism. 

On Tuesday the 23d of the same month, I visited St. Ma- 
ry's Church, Colestown, and St. John's Church, Chew's Land- 
ing, and officiated in both places. 

On Wednesday the 24th, I visited St. Peter's Church Berke- 
ley, and officiated in the afternoon. 

Dn Thursday the 25th, I visited St. Stephen's Church, Mulli- 
ca Hill, and preached in the forenoon. In the afternoon, I also 
visited St. Thomas's Church, Glassborough, preached and exa« 
mined the children in the catechism. The apparent improve- 
ment in the spuitual condition of that congregation, and the 
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tjjood attendance of its members on Divine senice — so different 
from what had occurred in some of my former visits — ^gave me 
great satisfaction, and induced the hope, that, under Divine 
grace, it may become permanent, and continue progressive. 

On Friday the 26th, I visited Trinity-Church, Swedesbo- 
rough, preached twice, confirmed, and examined the catechu- 
mens. 

On Sunday the 28th, I visited St. George's Church, Penn- 
sneck, preached, confirmed, and examined the children in the 
catechism. In the afternoon of the same day, I visited St. 
John's Church, Salem, preached and examined the catechu- 
mens. In both Churches, large, attentive, and apparently de- 
vout congregations were assembled. In the Church at Salem, I 
was nmch pleased in seeing a gallery erected, since my last vi- 
sit ; as it is an evidence of the increase of the congregation. 

In that Church, also, I closed my visits for the year just 
elapsed, in the admission, which you have this day witnessed, of 
the Rev. Christian Frederick Cruse, its Rector-elect, to the 
holy order of Priests. 

The number of persons confirmed in the Diocese since the 
last convention, is 102, besides 72 confirmed in the Diocese of 
New-York. 

Two persons only have been ordained, the Rev. Mr. Mat- 
thews and the Rev. Mr. Crus^, both to the order of Priests. 

Only one clerg3anan has been instituted Rector of a Church. 

The Rev. Charles Smith has resigned his charge, as mission- 
ary to the vacant churches, and has removed to the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania. 

The Rev, Benjamin Holmes, late a Deacon in the Diocese 
of New-York, has, by a letter dimissory from the Right Rev. 
Dr. Hobart, been transferred to this Diocese, and has been ap- 
pointed^a missionary. 

The Rev. Christian F. Cruse, late a Deacon in the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania, has, by ^ a letter dimissory from the Right 
Rev. Dr. White, been received into this Diocese, and has be^n 
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chosen Rector of St. John's Church, Salem, and Minister of 
St. George's Church, Pennsneck. 

The Rev. Richard D. Hall, late Rector of St. Peter's Church, 
Berkeley, and Minister of St. Mary's Church, Colestown, St. 
Stephen's, MulHcapHill, and St John's, Chew's Landing, has 
resigned those charges, and removed into the Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The Rev. Dr. Rudd, for twenty years the respectable Rector 
of St. John's Church, Elizabethtown, has communicated to mc, 
that he has resigned the Rectorship of that Church, and is 
about to remove into the Diocese of New- York. 

While recounting the changes that have taken place in the 
Diocese, I ought not to omit mentioning, with grateful recollec- 
tions of the goodness of God, that death has not been permit- 
ted to make inroads among our number, my clerical brethren, for 
several years. But, while I make this pleasing statement, an 
event of an opposite kind naturally presents itself to my notice, 
and it is with pain and regret I call your attention to it. I mean 
the lamented decease of our late worthy Treasurer, WiUiam P. 
Deare, Esq. which has taken place since we last assembled. 
The loss to the Church of this gentleman, cannot but be de- 
plored by its members, as from a very early age to the time of 
his death, hp almost constantly held, and faithfully discharged 
various offices in the congregation of Christ-Church, New- 
Brunswick, of which he was a member ; and, as you well know, 
in the Convention of the Diocese ; the office of Treasurer of 
which he held for nearly ten years, and strictly performed all its 
duties, without the least expense to the Convention. 

I need not siiggest to you the propriety, indeed necessity, of 
the Convention's proceeding early to the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Deare, in that office. 

In making this statement of the affairs of the Church in the 
Diocese, I ciEmnot help reverting again to the fact, that though 
it is yet comparatively but a small body ; though it has had to 
contend with almost insuperable difficulties anddiscouragements» 
humanly speaking, to preserve even its existence, after the low 
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state to which it was reduced, by the events growing out of the 
revolution; yet, blessed be its Divine Head, it not only still lives, 
but is continually making progress to a more vigorous, enlarged, 
and permanent state. 

This ancient and respectable town, and these hallowed walls, 
in which we have now for the first time assembled, constitute 
one among many proofs not only of its revival, but of its in- 
creasing prosperity. Not fourteen years ago, this temple was 
in absolute ruins, and had been so for a long time previously. 
The sparrow had literally found here, a house, and the swallow, 
an undisturbed nest. The parish had been destitute of a min- 
ister, for at least sixty years, with the exception of one short pe- 
riod, about thirty-three years since; and the congregation was 
on the point of expiring. Yet, in this apparently hopeless state, 
God was pleased to put it into the hearts of a fewssealoup {Epis- 
copalians to attempt its recovery. They happily succeeded* 
The Church was enlarged and completely rep^^ired, a regular 
congregation organized, and within the last six years they have 
ahnost uninterruptedly eiyoyed the services of a minister. 

Other instances of its progress have theretofore bef^ mention- 
ed. Jt will be sufficient to advert noif to tho^o th^t have oc- 
curred during the past year. 

The congregation, at Paterson, which was orgaiuzed in "Ubj 
last, supplied with a minister, and admitted into the Convention, 
has, since that period, by the zeal of ihp Raptor and Y^fflfy, 
commenced and nearly completed a iChurch of consid^roMo 
si^, njoatness, and tas^e; and bids fair to become one of the 
most respectable ^l thePiocese. 

T^e Churcb &t Jolui^onbiii;^, in Warren County— rfpfmeHy 
Si^ssex — which h$tfi frequently )>fsen reported, 90 inayeiyd^ 
cayed ^tfite, an4 vWit^out a pongreg^Q^; h&s, by the )f4)dpble 
and zealoiiB ipstrumentalijty of the Jtey. li^.

9ttpi|ds llivinp Aeryice. Of twispty-s^yjop cljiurch^s W fflgjng to 
our communipa (^icludipg th,e Cburda ^riecting ^PaterpQi^) .^ aro 
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in a state of preservation, and in decent repair. There is a 
prospect, that two other Churches will shortly be erected. 

During the year just terminated, twenty-five congregations 
have enjoyed stated Divine service and the ministration of the 
word. Five others have frequently been visited by missiona- 
ries ; and no congregation has been left destitute of the services 
of the sanctuary. 

The fund for the rieUef of the widows and children of deceas- 
ed clerg3rmen, in this Diocese, which is constantly increasing, 
amounts now to upwards of ten thousand dollars. 

The Missionary Fund, and the Episcopal Fund are also in 
progress. 

The fund of the Society for promoting Christian knowledge 
and piety, instituted some years since, continues to increase. Tlie 
permanent part of it is upwards of 1200 dollars, and the So- 
ciety amiuaDy distributes Bibles, Prayer-Books, and religious 
tracts, and, when expedient, makes donations to the Missionary 
Fund. , 

With this external prosperity of the affairs of the Church, there 
is good reason to believe that it is improving in its spiritual con- 
dition : that its members not only pay greater attention to the duties 
of public worship and the ordinances of the gospel ; but, through 
Divine grace, hve more under the influence of Christian princi- 
ples. May this, which is the end of the institution of the 
Church, so increase, that God may be glorified, and the eternal 
interests of men be promoted. 

In speaking of the afiairs of this particular Diocese, it occurs 
to me, that I ought not to omit mentioning, that, in the month 
of July last, I agaui — ^in ray capacity as a member — attended 
a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the General Theological 
Seminary of our Church, at New-Tork ; and also the examina- 
tion of the Students of that Institution, before the Board. Eve- 
ry time I have attended on these examinations, I have returned 
with renewed and increased Conviction of the utility, and indeed 
necessity of such institutions, to form able and competent cler- 
gymen ; and of the excellency and propriety of the general onCf 
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wliich tlie Church has wisely cstabUshed and endowed. Dioce- 
san Seminaries could be supported only in a very few instances ; 
perhaps, in not more than two or three Dioceses, ^id in these, 
very imperfectly. How much better was it then, to combine all 
our means in one efficient institution, m which every Diocese 
has its due proportion of influence, than to have placed the smaller 
ones in a situation, in which they would be under the necessity 
of sending their candidates, if they wished them taught in a re- 
gular school, to a neighbouring Diocesan Seminary, where they 
would have neither control nor influence. ? 

At that meeting, also, the comer stone of the Edifice, to be 
erected for the accommodation of the Seminary, was laid by 
the venerable and Right Rev. Dr. Wliite, the President of the 
Board, assisted by the other Bishops present. 

While I am on this subject, my brethren, permit me to call your 
attention to the- state of the fund, which, — ^by your resolution, 
at the Convention of 1822, — ^you made provision to raise, for 
the purpose of endowing a Scholarship in the General Theolo- 
gical Seminary. At the last report of the Treasurer, the sub- 
scriptions, and the interest paid, and due on them, amounted to 
1,337 dollars. To this, if there be aidded the interest, which 
has accrued since, and a subscription or two, thewhole amount 
will be about 1400 dollars ; which is 600 dollars short of the sum 
requisite. As little or no progress is making, nor Ukely to be 
made in procuring new subscribers for the fund, in consequence 
of the difficulty of finding persons willing to undertake the of- 
fice of solicitors ; I would suggest the expediency of the Con- 
vention's directing, that one collection should be made in each 
Church in the Diocese in aid of the fund, and that the clergy- 
man of the Church be particularly requested to deliver a dis* 
course on tlie occasion, stating the nature, object, and utility, of 
the scholarship to be established; and soliciting the liberality of 
the congregation in its favour. This perhaps would increase 
the fund so much, that in the course of two or three years, the 
interest constantly accruing, would bring it to the requisite? 
sum.

The B«v. Mr. Wilmer reported, that he lutd OGcan<Hiallyoffi- 
eisted at Mullica-HiU, Beriieley, Cheff*s-Landing, ScuUtowD, 
ODd at the Moravian meeting house, near Oldman's Creek. 

The Kev. Dr. Rudd, the Rev. Mr. Powers, and the Sev. 
Mr. Holmes, also preached, one Simday each, at Chiist-Churd), 
Naw-Biunswick, in the Bishop's absence visitiug the Diocese. 

The report of the proceedings of the Standing CouuniteB was 
now presented, read, and ordered to be aj^ponded to the Jon- 
naL— [Sse .dppendtr. No. I.] 
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The Bishop as one of the surviving Trustees, appointed by 
the Legislature of this state, to make sale of the Church proper- 
ty at Amwell, and deposite the proceeds of it in the treasuiy of 
this Convention, reported, that the Trustees had effected the 
sale of said property %>r the sum of $317,50. Whereupon, the 
Convention, oa motion, expressed their approbation of the terms 
on which it was sold. 

The Committee to whom was referred the statement of the 
accounts of the late Treasurer, presented by Robert Boggs Esq. 
repo^H that upon the death of William P. Deare, Esq. (the 
late "freasurer of the Convention,) on the 1st of February last, 
Mr. Boggs received from his executrix the bonds and mortga- 
ges of the Convention ; adjusted the accounts of the late Trea- 
surer; and also received the balances of the several fiinds re- 
maining in his hands ; that on examining the accounts thus ad- 
justed, they find them correct. 

Whereupon, resolved, that the Convention approve of Mr. 
Bogg's conduct, and request him to procure the assignment of 
the said bonds and mortgages to Dr. Edward Carroll, the new 
Treasurer, and deliver the same to him, and also to pay over to 
him, the balances received from the executrix of the late Trea- 
surer, and the interest and other monies received by him, since 
the decease of the late Treasurer. The statement also of the 
late Mr* Deare's accounts, was also ordered to be appended to 
the Journal. — [^See Appendix, No. III.] 

On motion, resolved, that the thanks of tliis Convention be 
given to Robert Boggs Esq. for his kindness and attention in 
receiving the valuable papers and money belonging to this Bo- 
dy, and for his trouble, in arranging the accounts of the late 
Treasurer. 

The following addition to the eighth article of the Constitu- 
tion, was proposed for the consideration of the Convention to 
be inserted immediately after the first sentence: But in case 
the Tre<i8urer sfwidd die, resign his office, remove from the 
Diocese, or be incapable of a^iting, during its recess, the Stand-' 
ing Committee shall Jiave power to appoint a Ti*easurer to sc7^e 
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ufUU ike next succeeding Comention ; who is authorized to recei/oe 
any moneySy bonds, mortgageSj or notes, that may he in the TreO" 
sury at the time of such decease, resignation, renibval, or incap€^ 
city. 

On motioa, the Convention resolved to go into the election 
of a Standing Committee, and of Deputies to the General Con- 
vention for the ensuing year.

It was moved and resolved, that a Committee be appointed to 
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nominate three persons as Trustees of the General Theological 
Seminary ; to which number this Diocese is entitled. The 
Committee appointed were the Rev. Mr. Dunn, and William N^ 
Jeffers, Esq. 

Mr. Welsh and Mr. Browning, asked and obtained leave of 
absence for the remainder of the session. 

The Rev. Mr. Dunn offered the following resolution for the 
consideration of the Convention ; which, after some remarks, 
was adopted. 

Whereas the fund directed to be raised by this Convention at 
its sitting in 1822, for the purpose of establishing a Scholarship 
in the General Theological Seminary, to be denominated the 
Bishop'Croes Sefwlarshipy has not yet arrived to the sum re- 
quisite : It is resolved, therefore, that each clergyman in the 
Diocese, cause one collection to be made in every Church un- 
der his care, on some Sunday before the first of November next, 
and shall preach a sermon suitable to the occasion, previously to 
the collection. The Bishop is also requested to {Hrepare an ad- 
dress on the subject, to be read by each clergyman to his con- 
gregation on the Sunday, when notice shall be given of the time 
that the collection is to be made. 

Should any clergyman prefer it, he may in Ueu of a collec- 
tion, circulate, or cause to be circiilated among his congrega- 
tion, a subscription to the same effect, previously to the afore- 
said first of November. 

In either case, the moneys obtained shall be transmitted to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, as early as possible. 

The Conunittee appointed to nominate Trustees to the Theo- 
logical Seminary, reported that they had nominated the Rev. 
John Croes Jr. the Rev. William L. Johnson, and Peter Eean, 
Esq. which nomination w^s approved of by the Convention, and 
these persons accordingly appointed. 

The following substitute for Article III. of the Constitution 
was proposed for the consideration of the Convention, by the 
Rev, William L. Johnsou : 

" Every Priest or Presbyter^ residing in the Diocese^ who shall 
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liave regularly officiated for the space of one year, slmll be a mem- 
ber ex-officio. Deacons who belong to the Diocese, and offi;ci€Ue 
steadily within it, shall also be admitted to seats, and may express 
their opinions on all questions that come before the Convention ; 
but may neither vote, be appointed members of the Standing Com' 
mittee, be elected Deputies to the General Convention, nor TruS" 
tees of the General Theological Seminary, ^^ 

The following resolution was offered by Mr. Stratton, and 
adopted by the Convention; — 

This Convention having acquired some funds, and having ex- 
perienced considerable inconvenience in managing and securing 
them : — Resolved, that the Standing Committee be, and they are 
hereby directed to apply to the Hon. the Legislature of the State, 
at their next session, praying that they would grant them the 
usual charter in such cases, incorporating them under the name 
of The Conoention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
JSTew-Jersey, 

On lAotion of the Rev. Mr. Johnson, Resolved^ that the 
Treasurer of the Convention pay to the order of the Right Rev. 
Dr. Croes, the sum of one hundred and seventy dollars out of 
any moneys that have accrued since the last Convention, either 
in interest from, or coUections for the Episcopal Fund. 

On motion. Resolved, that the same number of copies of the 
Journal be printed, as was directed to be printed the last year, 
and that they be distributed in the same proportions. 

On motion, it was Resolved, that the Convention rise.

signed his office in August last ; and that the Rev. Benjamin Hohnes, late a Dea- 

, con in the Diocese of New-Tork, was immediately engaged to succeed him, at a 

^, atalaiyof HMOOper annum. That Mr. Hohnes, since his appointment, has been

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constantly and faithfully oceui»ed in the duties of his office, and purposes to con- 
tinue perfcnrming them. 

The report of the Rer. Mr. Smith, states, that he preached three Sundays at 
Piscataway ; three Sundays at Woodbridge ; three Sundays at Morristown ; two 
Sundays at Alexandria ; one Sunday at Salem, also on a week day ; and once 
on a Sunday at Quakertown, near Alexandria. 

The report of the Rev. Mr. Holmes, is as follows : 

** Since the 28th of August last, I have officiated on thirty-seven Sundays, and 
have twice been prevented from fulfilling my appointmoats ; once by indisposition, 
and once by the inclemency of the weather. My services have been devoted to 
the Churches at Piscataway, Woodbridge, and Alexai^dria, and the congregations 
at Orange and Morristown ; at the last of which places I have officiated on two 
Sundays in each month, since last November^ one Sunday excepted, when 1 offi- 
ciated at Paterson, in exchange with the Rev. J. Croes, Jun. Twice I have held 
Divine service, and preached at the house of Mr. Robert Sharp, Amwell ; five times 
on week days in the above places, and their vicinity ; and one Sunday at New- 
Brunswidc, in the absence of the Bishop. The whole number of times in which I 
have preached, is as follows : in. St, James's Church, Piscataway, seven ; Trinity- 
Church, Woodbridge, eight ; St. Thomas's Church, Alexandria, and its vicinity, 
eight ; to the congregation in Orange, and its vicinity, twenty-one ; to that at Mor- 
ristown, thirty-two; in Paterson, twice; in Christ-Church, New-Brunswick, 
twice ; and twice at Amwell. 

Tiie number of communicants, as far as I can ascertain them, and other particu- 
lars usually stated in parochial reports, will appear in the following statement : At 
Orange, there are six communicants ; six children* have been baptized. At Mor- 
ristown there are five communicants ; one adult and seven children have been bap- 
tized, and one^ funeral has been attended. The number of communicants at Alex- 
andria, is three, and at Fiscataway three. At Morristown and Orange, the pros- 
pects of the Church are highly gratifying. The congregations in each place aro 
respectable and inereasing in numbers, and manifest a seriousness, attention, and 
devotion, that give ground to hope that the cause of true religion is advancing ; and 
that, at a period not very remote, churches will be organized, and edifices erected 
for the public worship of Ahnighty God, according to the sober, devotional, and edi- 
fying liturgy of our Church. 

I connot conclude my report, without acknowledging the obligations under which 
the congregations to whom I minister, lie to the agent of the New- York AuxiUary 
Bible and Common Prayer Book Society. By his liberality two of them have been 
supplied with octavo prayer books for the desk ; and he has also ilimished a num- 
ber of tracts and the smaller kind of prayer books for distribution. 
All which is respectfiilly submitted."
